May it please your Grace, 

In the series of Annual Reports preceding this our Twenty-third, 
which we have now the honour of submitting to your Grace, we 
adverted to the growth and extension of asylums in Ireland, from 
the period when the Department limited to ten public asylums, 
containing 2,300 patients, was transferred as a separate branch of 
the public service to the undivided charge of the Inspectors of 
Lunatics. We have now reached a date in its development when 
irrespective of the Central Asylum, opened in the year 1850, for 
the treatment of an exceptional class of lunatics, and of other 
institutions, such as union workhouses, in which persons mentally 
affected and subject to our visitations are largely to he found, dis- 
trict asylums, containing 7,400 inmates, have increased in number 
to twenty-two, and private houses, licensed under 8 and 9 Vic., cap. 
1 07, to twenty-one. Local exigencies from time to time necessitated 
not only the erection of new, but an enlargement of most of 
the old asylums, an increase of accommodation effected through 
orders in Council, passed by successive Lords Lieutenant, on 
the recommendation of the Board of Control, at present con- 
sisting of two of the Commissioners of Public Works and the 
Inspectors of Lunatics. Furthermore, with a view to the employ- 
ment, recreation, and general well-being of the patients, the 
Inspectors in many cases have- been enabled, with the concurrence 
of Boards of Governors, to procure additions, varying from ten 
to thirty acres, to the land originally attached to asylums, the 
utility of which in an economical as well as curative point of 
view experience is rendering more and more apparent from year 
to year. The total outlay already entailed in the construction 
and establishment generally of district asylums may he estimated 
at about a million and a quarter. The cost of their support and 
maintenance last year amounted to £186,400. 

During your Grace’s former viceroyalty two Acts of Parliament, 
important in their consequences, came into operation in connexion 
with the administration of the affairs of District Asylums — the first. 
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the 30th & 31st Vic., c. 118, regulating the staffs and abolishing 
the committal of Dangerous Lunatics to gaols. The irregular 
action of magistrates in carrying out this of itself desirable statute, 
and the inconveniences attendant thereon, have been brought by us 
under the notice of Government, with the object of securing a 
better observance of its clauses. The second act referred to em- 
powers public Auditors to audit the accounts of District Asylums. 
We have watched the operation of its provisions with much atten- 
tion, the better to contrast its results with those of the system of 
examination by the Audit Office, London, which had previously 
existed, and while we have full reason to bear testimony to the 
strictness and efficiency with which the Auditors have discharged 
the duties devolving on them, we cannot overlook the fact that 
the scrutiny they were enabled, by the large powers vested in 
them, to apply to the Accounts, elicited nothing of importance 
calculated generally to affect the accuracy of the superseded 
method of Audits, the competency of the responsible Accountants, 
or the system of contracts and book-keeping prepared by the 
Inspectors many years ago, and now in general operation. 

Within the past year a revision of the Privy Council Rules, in 
reference to objections raised by an influential Board of Gover- 
nors, engaged the anxious consideration of his late Excellency 
Earl Spencer and a special Committee of Council. At this date 
the new code is in full operation. Its improvement has adapted 
it with complete precision to the interior economy of asylum 
management, and it is now recognised as calculated to promote 
and secure the efficient and harmonious working order of the Insti- 
tutions for whose benefit it was so carefully framed. 

From the period already adverted to we have felt it not 
irrelevant to the immediate character of our Reports to comment 
occasionally on the subject of lunacy in its social relations, and 
to deduce practical inferences from official statistics, which might 
tend to the alleviation of mental disease, or to its improved treat- 
ment. 

As customary in previous Reports, we here present a summary 
of the registered and unregistered insane for the year 1873, con- 
trasted in their leading subdivisions with the number recorded 
in our last Parliamentary returns, and dealing with 1 872.

The above table indicates an increase of registered lunatics at 
the close of 1873, as compared with their number at the same 
‘date in the preceding year, but it will be also seen from it that 
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the excess in the accommodated is in part met by a diminution in Introduce 
the mentally affected at large. TQHV - 

The population of Ireland was returned at 5,493,547 on the Rat;o of 
31st December, 1870, while upon the 31st December, 1872, it i nsa ui t y. 
was calculated at 5,458,925, or a falling off by emigration of 
34622 in the two years. For the purposes of a general approxi- 
mation we shall assume in the absence of the figures of the 
Census estimate for 1873, that a like ratio has been maintained, as 
among the sane and the insane the total number of the latter in 
1871 being 18,327, or about 3 in each thousand of the population ; 
in 1872 it was 18,177, and in 1873, 18,303. 

Under these circumstances, and looking to the fluctuations in 
the amount of the inhabitants of different localities, and which 
must naturally influence the extent of mental disease in them, we 
are therefore inclined to believe that lunacy is not only not on the 
increase since 1871 in Ireland, but that when old and chronic 
patients now in asylums and elsewhere,, who, eight-and-twenty 
years ago constituted a portion of the per-centages of the popu- 
lation of Ireland when it was nearly 2,000,000 greater than at 
present, shall have died off, a certain decrease is likely to result 
in the absolute number of our insane ; while in England the ad- 
vance within the same period of three years, in those “ reputed to 
be of unsound mind,” was 3,387, or from 58,640 to 62,027. 

No doubt an indulgence in the use of ardent spirits, and un- Drunkenness 
fortunately of the most deleterious quality, is becoming more as a Cause- 
prevalent from day to day in this country, instigating its victims 
to the wildest acts of violence and depravity — maddening, without 
actual delusions, and terminating for the most part in epilepsy, 
or disease of the brain, but not in genuine lunacy. 

Melancholy, however, as may be the immediate consequences of 
drunkenness to those unceasingly addicted to it, the results are 
occasionally far more deplorable in regard to the offspring; of 
inebriate parents, who are born imbecile, idiotic, mutes, or mal- 
formed, as we have known to be the case in two, or even three, 
members of the same family. 

We shall now analyze the general result of treatment in District Statistical 
Asylums during the year under review. On the 31st December, Analysis. 
1872, their inmates amounted to 7,140. In 1873, at the cor- 
responding period, there were 7,347, or an increase of 207. The 
admissions during the years 1872 and 1873 respectively^ were 2,165 
and 2,277, being an increase of 112 in the latter; the total dis- 
charges in 1872, 1,364, in 1873, 1,398, or 34 more. The total 
deaths show an increase of 27 as compared with those in the year 
1872, and the escapes, 15 in ’72, were 8 less in ’73. As the daily 
average number under treatment in 1872 was 7,107, and in 1873, 

6254, making allowance for the increase, the per-centage difference 
on any of the above items is scarcely perceptible. It is satis- 
factory, however, to observe that the recoveries, whether judged 
of by actual admissions or the number under treatment, fully 
sustain the previous favourable character of Irish District Asylums. 

The recoveries during the year 1873 amounted to 1,031 — 547 
males' and 487 females, — or nearly 11 per cent, upon the total: — 
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9,417— under treatment during the twelvemonth. The aggregate 
deaths in the same period were 665 — 368 males and 297 females— 
six resulting from accidental causes. The circumstances connected 
with these latter cases will be given under the heading of the 

Asylum in which each death occurred. The mortality or 7to 

per cent, on the entire number in Asylums, and for the most 
part among the aged and infirm — is under the general average 
elsewhere. ° 

We would here, from a further experience, take the opportunity 
to repeat that a per-centage upon total numbers is in every 
respect preferable, because practically more veritable, than one 
based upon a daily average of patients — unquestionably to one on 
admissions only, as is almost uniformly adopted in regard to cures 
for the last method may involve the fallacy of supposing that the 
recoveries had taken place exclusively among the admissions 
while it might happen that within a given, but exceptional, year 
there had been more .cures than admissions, and in the event of a 
severe epidemic even deaths might chance to be in excess of both. 

Analyzed according to the usual mode, the recoveries during 
the past twelve months in Irish Public Asylums would realize 45 
per cent., and the improvements, as represented by discharged 
patients, 3, between both fully 58 per cent, on admissions. 

So far, then, as the important objects for which these institutions 
have been established are to be judged. of by statistics, but above 
all by their affording a refuge to our fellow-creatures as places of 
judicious treatment and safety, as well as the indirect but certain 
benefits accruing to society at large, by checking, as far as human 
means can, the propagation of mental disease, so hereditary in its 
character, their working during the year 1873 has been satisfactory 
and successful. 

With regard to the interior economy of District Asylums, we 
are gratified to state that the XXIXth rule of the new Code, as 
passed by the Lord Lieutenant in Council, recognises the claims 
of Resident Medical Superintendents to a progressive amount of 
salary after eight years’ service, on the recommendation of Local 
Boards supported by the Inspectors, of which provision advantage 
has been already taken in some instances. A more liberal scale 
of payments and allowances has also in many institutions been 
accorded to the officers and servants attached to them, and who, 
considering their unceasing and responsible duties, had been in- 
sufficiently remunerated. 

In what remains to be adverted to, we propose to confine 
ourselves to succinct descriptions of the condition and manage- 
ment of each of the twenty-two District Asylums during the 
year under review, as derived from our visits of inspection, as 
recorded in local minutes, or otherwise, the proceedings of the 
Boards of Governors, or printed reports prepared under the 
XLIst Privy Council Rule. In adopting this course we have 
before us the plan laid down for our guidance by a minute of 
your Grace’s immediate predecessor, Earl Spencer, and with which 
your Grace has expressed concurrence. The directions which 
it embodies are as follow : — (1) That the short report hitherto 
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of each District Asylum should be so expanded as to afford 
under the following heads: — 



State of the Asylum. 

Accommodation. 

Admissions. 

Discharges. 

Deaths, 

Recoveries. 



2. That each of these reports, in addition to being published Transmission 
in the general Report, should be transmitted separately through of Reports, 
the department of the Chief Secretary to the Board of Governors 
of the Asylum with which it deals, to be laid by the Resident 
Physicians before them at their next meeting after its receipt. 

By this mode of procedure it is anticipated a greater attention 
will be paid by local authorities to the suggestions and advice of 
the Inspectors. 

Before being treated in detail as they apply to the several Specific 
Asylums, it appears to us desirable to offer observations on a Headings, 
few of the topics just enumerated — we refer to employments, 
amusements, classification, and expenditure, involving principles 
of management in regard to which it is advisable that Boards of 
Governors should co-operate with the Medical Officers in charge. 

We are fully aware that the medical and moral treatment of influence 
the insane in District Asylums is, on the whole, carried out in Boards, 
accordance with the most enlightened principles. Improvements, 
however, .still remain to be effected, and it is hoped that the 
attention of Boards of Governors being given to the subject, exist- 
ing deficiencies may be supplied, and the efforts of the Officers 
in charge supported by the influential aid of Local Boards. The 
Inspectors believe that, in some instances, these improvements 
might be more easily carried out if the Governors on some points 
of domestic details gave more consideration to the views of Resi- 
dent Medical Superintendents, who thus would have no excuse 
for not perfecting the internal arrangements of their Asylums. 

As regards occupations and amusements, whatever system of Occupations 
classification may be adopted in reference to the different forms of and Amuse- 
insanity, there is one general principle of treatment applicable to all, ments - 
namely, that of affording suitable occupations and means of recrea- 
tion not only as moral, but curative agents. There is probably no 
single deficiency more detrimental to the well being of the insane, 
be they in public or private establishments, than want of occu- 
pation. A listless and apathetic existence, tending to encourage 
delusions, will often frustrate the best directed efforts of science. 

The arrangements for employing and amusing patients are not 
quite adequate in some District Asylums, although there ought to 
be no great difficulty in devising means to carry out such de- 
sirable objects to their full extent, for the farms attached to them, 
independent of being a source of considerable profit, should at all 
times afford occupation to inmates possessing the requisite 
physical strength, while the keeping of pleasure-grounds in order 
and the culture of flowers would be suited to the weakly, the 
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products being available for the decoration of the corridors and day- 
rooms, so as to give them a genial and homefy appearance, such as 
we are happy to state, through our intervention, is observable in 
many of the institutions, and will, we trust, become so in all. 

The female patients may be, and in most Irish Asylums are 
healthfully and suitably engaged in various household duties in 
the laundries, knitting, spinning, needlework, &c. 

At ail times, and especially during those portions of the year 
which are not adapted for out-door pursuits, classes can he 
organized for the instruction of the inmates who are disposed to 
attend them, while with a moderate supply of cheap illustrated 
periodicals, indoor games, and unexciting amusement can be 
provided in day-rooms and corridors where they are now deficient. 
Such are a few of the resources which may be made available' in 
all District Asylums ; but the special circumstances of each 
institution will probably suggest the best means for carrying out 
the principle referred to. Boards of Governors will find, even 
from an economic point of view, that they will best consult the 
interests of the institution committed to their care by the mode- 
rate outlay the adoption of these suggestions would involve. 
The cost would be more than repaid by a reduction of the period 
patients might otherwise remain under treatment. 

With regard to classification, in cases where it is necessary to 
impose restraint upon the movements of homicidal, suicidal, epi- 
leptic, or other patients, any arrangements- or minor structural 
alterations the Physicians may suggest, should, as far as possible, 
be carried out, in order to facilitate the separation of such cases 
from the rest of the inmates, more particularly from the habitually 
quiet and convalescent, on whom it must be obvious that the spec- 
tacle of restraint in any form exercises an unfavourable influence. 

These are questions, however, of internal arrangement and 
outlay, and, as such, must be influenced to a great extent by the 
accommodation which any individual Asjdum may at a parti- 
cular time happen to afford ; but attention is drawn to the sub- 
ject now in the hope that Local Boards will, as far as possible, 
afford Medical Superintendents the means of obviating the in- 
convenience and injurious effects of a defective classification, which 
is mainly owing to an insufficient day-room provision. Asylums 
are erroneously deemed by some of adequate size if made to 
contain a certain amount of beds, even in over-crowded dormi- 
tories ; hence essential requirements in them, as curative hospitals 
for the insane, are not unfrequently overlooked. 

The expenditure for the maintenance of district asylums, and 
of which ample details are afforded, as hitherto, in the Appendix, 
was larger during the year under revision by £13,181 than in the 
preceding— a circumstance admitting of a two -fold explanation, 
the daily average of patients and servants in 1873 being 204 
greater than in 1872, while the cost of many articles of consump- 
tion, but especially of coal, so largely used, was exceptionally 
high. If to the maintenance, £13,814 5s. 2 d., presented for by 
Grand Juries at the Spring Assizes, and £14,931 3s. 7 d. at the 
Summer Assizes, be added as the annual repayments for building 
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advances from the Treasury, the full outlay levied off the country Inthoduc- 
will have been £216,271 14s. 8 d. in the past year. The average T0KY - 
cost of maintenance for the year under review was £25 10s. 2d., 
as compared with £23 16s. Id. during the preceding year. The 
hicrlier rate is clearly traceable to the large increase in the price 
/ articles in daily consumption which took place. 

It will, no doubt, be satisfactory to your Grace to hear that on 
the total cost of maintenance above adverted to, as advanced by 
the Lord Lieutenant in Council on quarterly estimates, submitted 
hy the Inspectors, the audit disallowances altogether only £11 18s., 
and arising from clerical oversights were promptly adjusted. 

While upon this subject there is a -practical point of import- Headings of 
ance to which we desire to advert, as it was on more than one Beturns. 
occasion brought officially under our notice. We refer to the 
several forms in which the details of expenditure are accounted 
for and returned to the Office of the Privy Council and the Inspec- 
tors, whether as regards the annual statement or quarterly estimate, 
as also returns to the Auditor, which constitute the basis of his 
inquiries. All the forms are substantially identical. There are, 
however, minor points of difference, either between the headings 
themselves, or between the forms as used by different Institu- 
tions, which admit of a diminution, and which, for the sake of 
greater convenience, should be assimilated. The liberality of 
Government in granting a substantial rate in aid to asylums for 
the insane poor will, we trust, influence local Boards in adminis- 
tering to their wants on. the one hand, and on the other, insure 
a greater caution in the transmision of alleged dangerous lunatics 
to institutions, so costly in erection and maintenance. If made 
receptacles for harmless epileptics and idiots, the hopelessly de- 
mented, aged and infirm, or imbecile children, committed on 
frivolous pretexts by their relatives as insane, the rate 'pro tanto 
would be misappropriated A careful supervision and examination 
into the merits of each can alone guard against an influx of unsuit- 
■ able patients. W e might adduce an instance where it was recently 
in contemplation by a Board of Guardians to send about twenty 
paupers to a District Asylum from their then abode, on an examina- 
tion of whom scacerly one seemed a proper subject for removal. 

Before entering on details connected with individual District Minutes of 
Asylums we would observe as indicative of the frequency of Ins P ection - 
our visits to them, and as affording a more immediate insight 
into the internal arrangements of these Establishments, as well 
as the interest we have taken in all judicious and necessary 
reforms, that in the Appendix our minutes of inspection during 
the year will be given, followed by the usual statistics, which 
have been compiled at the several Asylums, and carefully tabulated - 
in our office. 

Other points in the above Summary relating to admissions, cures, 
deaths, classification as returned to us, &c., come more properly 
under the headings of their respective asylums, and will there be 
dealt with ; and in order to increase the utility of the Keport for 
the purposes of reference, we shall briefly touch, in the numerous 
Appendices, on every leading point of practical importance. 
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ARMAGH DISTRICT ASYLUM. 

The district for which this Asylum provides consists at present 
of the County and City of Armagh. At the period of its con- 
struction it was intended for no less than five adjoining counties 
and, strange to say, though built for only 104 patients, it was 
more than two years before it was fully occupied, while now there 
are in the same district four asylums containing no less than 1,216 
inmates. The normal capacity is now for 88 males and 74 females. 

It is the oldest in Ireland, having been opened so far back as 
the year 1824. There were remaining in it on the Slst December, 
1873, 162 patients (94 males and 68 females). The population of 
the County amounting to 193,701, the accommodation is under 
the proportion of one bed to every thousand of the inhabitants. 

An Institution so limited in room, and when sleeping apart- 
ments cannot be too regularly ventilated, is clearly quite inade- 
quate to the necessities imposed on it, consequently we have been 
urgent in our recommendation to make full and suitable provision 
for the requirements of the insane poor of the County at large, 
preliminary to which the purchase of additional land, from eight 
to ten acres in extent, appeared to us essential. 

At a meeting on the 12th May the Board unanimously agreed 
to increase the accommodation by 80 beds, and at the same time 
to erect a chapel ; it declined, however, to enlarge the grounds. 
Since then nothing definite has been arrived at. 

During the year 60 patients were admitted — 33 males and 27 
females — of whom 25 males and 23 females were cases of first 
attack ; 8 males and 4 females relapsed ; 9 of the total were com- 
mitted as dangerous, and were reported as suitably so, with the 
exception of a female, whom the Resident Medical Superintendent 
considered to have been in a moribund state on admission. 

The discharges amounted to 32 — 18 males and 14 females 
— of whom 14 males and 14 females were recovered, and 4 males 
improved. One of the last, who had been violent, was taken 
home by his friends, security being given for his safe custody. 

Up to the close of July sickness was rather prevalent, so many 
as 15 patients being in hospital at one time. On the 2nd of June 
the Resident Physician informed us that typhus fever had 
appeared, when we gave directions to have those affected with it 
at once isolated. 

The deaths during the year, 17 (11 males and 6 females), 
none arising from violent or accidental causes, constituted a 
mortality of 6| per cent, on the total under treatment. 

The tranquil and intelligent male patients are employed agree- 
ably to their respective bents and previous experience, at gardening, 
agricultural labour, handicraft Work, &c., and the females in the 
laundry, cleansing the divisions, needlework, knitting, &c. 

Means for indoor amusements have been afforded in books, 
cards, &c., while out of doors football, cricketing, and excursions 
to the country are favourite recreations. The last are considered 
a great treat, being eagerly looked forward to and eiijoyed; m 
the opinion of the Resident Medical Superintendent, that the more 
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the patients are gratified by these, indulgences, the more 
discipline is maintained afterwards in the house.

The dietary of the Asylum, as in use for many years, is shown Dietary, 
in the following table : — 

Ordinary. — Breakfast— 8 oz. oatmeal in stirabout, quart of new 
milk ; | lb. bread, 1 pint of tea. Dinner — Four days in the week, \ lb. 
of bread, 1 quart of soup ; two days in the week, Irish stew ; one day 
in the week, ^ lb. of bread, 1 pint of coffee. Supper — £ lb. of bread 
and | quart new milk. Potatoes and vegetables in season. 

Extra. — Breakfast— £ lb. of bread and 1 pint of tea ; 5 oz. of oatmeal 
in stirabout, and ■§ quart new milk. 

Hospital. — Wine, whiskey, beef tea, rice, eggs, fowl, fruit, at the 
discretion of the physicians. 

Quantity of Food consumed in the Asylum during the Year. — Beef, 

12,440 lbs. ; mutton, 250 lbs. ; ox heads, 312 ; bread, 85,332 lbs. ; 
oatmeal, 1,440 stones ; flour, 2£ stones ; potatoes, 4,140 stones ; rice, 2 
stones; tea, 812 lbs.; sugar, 2,828 lbs.; coffee, 156 lbs.; new milk, 

9,451 gals. ; eggs, 8 doz. ; beer and porter, 272 pints; wine, 480 pints ; 
whiskey and brandy, 70 pints; straw, 646 cwts. ; coal, 418 tons; pre- 
served fruit. 

The officers, both intern and extern, of the Armagh Asylum, Officers, 
have uniformly discharged their duties to the full satisfaction of 
the Board of Governors and Inspectors, and we learned on our 
Various visits to the Institution, from the Resident Physician, 
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that the servants and attendants were at all times remarkably 
well-conducted, willing, and efficient. 

During the year 1873, the total cost of maintenance of the 
Armagh Asylum amounted to £4,574, being at the rate of 28*8 
per head. 

The auditor, in his return of audit to us for 1872, bears testi- 
mony to the accuracy and correctness in detail of the fiscal 
business of that year, but remarked that the laundry and farm 
books had not been regularly posted. In his report just 
transmitted for the past twelve-month, he informs us in favorable 
terms of the state in which he found them, as also the books and 
vouchers, and that no disallowance was entered by him on any 
item of outlay. 

With reference to the important subject of classification in the 
Armagh Asylum, it is materially impeded not only by the over- 
crowded state of the building itself, but by a deficiency of interior 
arrangements. We have already adverted, in the body of our 
present Report, to the want of an adequate day-room provision 
as one of the great drawbacks in an institution for the insane. 
In few of them can the deficiency be more obvious — than here, 
where patients labouring under the various types of mental disease 
in their early and more advanced stages — the violent, tranquil, 
curable and incurable — are necessarily obliged, particularly at the 
male division, to occupy the same apartment, and to exercise in the 
same airing court, however large they may respectively he. No 
doubt there are two small rooms, one at either side of the house, 
for dangerous epileptics, and that the dining-hall is used as a 
place of recreation. Still the fact is prominent that under existing 
circumstances the means for classification are too limited, and 
that certain deficiencies exist in the interior economy of the 
house in regard to lavatories, bath-rooms, and the like. 

But notwithstanding the defects of the present Establishment, it 
includes a well-constructed kitchen, good laundry, store-rooms, 
dining-hall, and infirmary; and it is but right to add that great 
neatness and order is maintained in the different corridors and 
dormitories, and that the bedding and clothing' of the patients 
are at all times duly attended to. 

We would now beg to observe that not only a necessity exists 
for increasing the accommodation for the lunatic poor of the 
Armagh district by structural additions to the Asylum, hut for 
effecting such improvements as would raise it to the proper 
standard of a curative hospital for the insane. 

We have submitted this our opinion, both personally and in 
minutes of inspection, to the Board, which would agree in our 
views so far as to make provision for eighty additional beds, and 
to substitute by a commodious chapel the present small and 
unwholesomely thronged room in which religious services, are 
performed, but declined taking any more land. 

The ground originally attached to the institution was limited 
to ten acres. Fortunately, twelve years ago, after our repeated 
advice, eight more were purchased at the south, or city side, so 
as to guard against the extension of buildings from that quarter. 
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The site at first (none other being then available) was an ill- 
adapted one ; subsequently it has become so deteriorated that, 
were it not for the large outlay already entailed on the Asylum 
itself, it might be advisable to select another, and build afresh. 
Immediately in rere of the out-offices, within sixty yards, the 
bister railroad runs on a plane above them ; in front, and little 
farther, is a frequented public road, at the opposite side, and 
quite close to which, -a large factory has been recently constructed. 
Northwards there is an open country. At this point we have 
pressed on the Board the expediency of purchasing part of an 
adjoining property, lying almost in contact with the male wing, 
where not only a large interior accommodation but open airing 
courts are much needed ; at the female side, or that nearer the 
town there is ample space for all purposes. Under these circum- 
stances we would submit, for the re-consideration of the Local 
Governors, through the Executive, with whom, by the 1st and 2nd 
George IV., cap. 33, all authority rests in regard to making suitable 
provision for the insane poor of Ireland, whether it might not be 
advisable to take some additional ground as proposed ; in which 
event we would recommend — 1st, the enlargement of the in- 
stitution for 110 patients — as it is now overcrowded by 30, the 
surplus would be only 80 — and that the existing deficiency in 
day-room provision should be supplemented; 2nd, that a detached 
chapel should be erected ; 3rd, that in the primitive buildings all 
requisite alterations and improvements should be effected in 
regard to servants’-rooms, lavatories, baths, sewerage, &c. We 
are aware that the Local Governors are of themselves quite 
.disposed to carry out all beneficial objects, but they feel a serious 
responsibility in entailing through their own immediate action a 
large outlay on the ratepayers, one probably amounting to £10,000. 
The position of the establishment, however, it is respectfully 
submitted byus, cannot be regarded merely in an economicalaspect 
there are other considerations not to be overlooked, the most im- 
portant of which are the health and well-being of the insane 
poor— now, too, that a liberal grant is insured by the Treasury 
henceforward for the support of lunatics, and in which the 
district of Armagh will participate to about £2,000 a year, a 
serious fiscal difficulty is removed. 

BALLINASLOE DISTRICT ASYLUM. 

This Asylum, prepared for 150 patients, was opened in 1833; 
it was intended for the lunatic poor of the province of Con- 
naught, but is now restricted to the town and county of Gal- 
way and Roscommon, with an accommodation for 456 inmates. 
As the population of the existing district amounts to 420,000, 
there is provision for a little over one to every thousand of the 
inhabitants. From time to time the primitive structure had to 
be enlarged. In 1864 a spacious block, Well devised in all details, 
was erected solely for male patients. 

The institution is situate nearly an English mile from the town 
of Ballinasloe, on the east or Dublin side, and is Jjuilt of cut lime- 
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stone. At the date of the appointment of the present Resident 
Medical Superintendent (Dr. Eaton), the water supply was quite 
inadequate, in fact at times it had to he conveyed by hand, hut upon 
his representation of the case to the Board of Governors, they, by 
the advice of their surveyor, laid down eighteen-inch pipes from 
the river Suck, about a quarter of a mile distant. The water 
flows by gravitation through these pipes into a tank -house, in 
which there are four filters, and thence is pumped up by the steam 
engine to the cistern at the top of the house, and when all the 
cisterns are full there are 25,000 gallons of water available for 
immediate use. There are also fire-plugs in connexion with these 
cisterns, so that by attaching a hose, which is always ready in the 
engine-room, it can be brought to bear on any part of the building. 

The general condition of the Asylum has been satisfactory 
during the year, particularly in a sanitary point of view ; the 
health of the patients being duly reported to us from month to 
month by the Resident Medical Superintendent as good, a fact 
to which we can testify from our own personal observation. In 
our minutes of inspection we directed attention to several matters 
which appeared to us deserving the special notice of the local 
authorities, (1) to a probable deficiency in the supply of fuel, 
owing to the small quantity of turf which had been saved in con- 
sequence of the wetness of the season, to provide against which 
we suggested the purchase of timber, and that the clothing, both 
bed and personal, of the patients, should be more liberally sup- 
plied; (2) to the need of renovations and painting in the interior 
of the buildings, which were in part dilapidated, while some of the 
corridors, particularly in the returns, were dark and gloomy. 
Further, with a view of increasing their light and ventilation, 
we recommended the removal of useless partition walls, hut 
regret our advice has not been attended to. We also adverted to 
the bad state of the sewerage near two of the galleries, and to 
the necessity of a speedy remedy so as to obviate the danger 
of any febrile or epidemic affection, which it might tend to 
generate. The latter recommendation was carried into effect by 
the Board. 

Certain of the Governors attending at meetings of the Board 
during the year inspected the state of the Asylum as to cleanli- 
ness, order, ventilation, conduct of attendants, quality of provisions, 
and inserted a report on the minutes, to the effect that these 
different matters were found satisfactory, excepting the bread, 
which, on the 8th December, was deemed of inferior quality : — In- 
spections made on 18th January, 9th June, 14th July, 11th 
August, 11th October, 18th November, and 8th December. 

Nothing occurs as worthy of mention with reference to ac- 
commodation in this asylum for the past year, no additional 
provison having been proposed by us, or any modification _ of 
existing arrangements suggested, all tending to an efficient classifi- 
cation.

Ninety-five patients were admitted during the year, fifty males Amusements 
and forty-five females ; of these forty-five males and thirty-nine JT n- ccupa " 
females were cases of first attack, and five males and six females 
were relapsed cases. 

The discharged, with the exception of one male, twenty-nine Discharges, 
females and twenty- three males were all recovered. 

The per-centage of cures calculated on admissions was 53 ‘68. 

On the total number under treatment 11'23. 

The deaths amounted to forty-one, twenty-two males and nine- Deaths, 
teen females ; one from violence was promptly telegraphed to us 
by the Resident Medical Superintendent, within a few hours after 
its occurrence. The telegram was followed in the next post by a 
report of the particulars, from which it appeared that — 

“The deceased (Ray) had been sleeping hi an associated room with five 
other patients ; in the room adjoining two attendants slept, and thero 
was a window communication between both rooms for security and 
observation, it being a dormitory where were placed suicidal and other 
dangerous patients. After strangling Ray Hopkins attempted the life 
of another patient who resisted, and the struggle aroused the attendants, 
who rushed in and separated them. 

“The Police and the Coroner were immediately informed of this 
occurrence, and also the nearest Magistrate, a governor of the Asylum.” 

The evidence adduced at the Coroner’s inquest into this sad occur- 
rence held on the 25th instant, substantiated the facts as referred 
to in the preceding report, and led to the following verdict : — 

“"We find that John Ray, a lunatic, in Ballinasloe District Asylum, 
came to his death by strangulation, on the morning of the 14th February, 

1873, caused by another lunatic named Thomas Hopkins. And after full

For the purpose of preventing excitement among the patients 
and of having Hopkins transferred to the Central Asylum, imme- 
diate action was taken by us to have him afraigned, but before 
the necessary procedure was effected he died, on the 18th April, 
having fallen into a low melancholic state, interrupted by violent 
fits of excitement. 

Connected with the above case inquiry was made of us by the 
executive, as to whether the attendants had any mode of inspec- 
tion from their sleeping rooms, and could any suggestion be made 
to prevent the recurrence of such an event. It was also asked if 
we considered the authorities of the Asylum free from blame. 
Our report was to the effect that in some of the large -wards 
and those recently constructed there was a regular window com- 
municating between the bedroom of the attendants and the dormi- 
tory of the patients, that in the present instance a satisfactory 
one did not exist, but that if the structure of the walls admitted 
of it, no doubt it would be advisable to effect means of inspection 
as referred to. We at the same time stated our concurrence in 
the verdict of the Coroner’s jury, and considered that the autho- 
rities of the Asylum were free from blame. Shortly afterwards 
one of the Inspectors visited the Asylum, and with the Resident 
Medical Superintendent examined into the condition of the 
dormitories in juxta-position with the sleeping rooms of atten- 
dants, and directed that window communications, when practicable, 
should be established. We also gave as our opinion that a night 
‘watch as a rule was the best safeguard, although as in the present 
case not actually available, the attendant on duty happening at 
the time to be in another corridor. 

There was a second death, in the . person of a man who was 
attacked with epilepsy and discharge of blood, but the coroner on 
inquiry into the circumstances, did not deem an inquest necessary.

The several officers of the Ballinasloe Asylum have fulfilled Officers, 
their duties with zeal and efficiency, and the servants as a body 
have given satisfaction. Two, however, were discharged; a 
female for disobedience to the matron, and a male attendant for 
returning intoxicated to the house. 

The total cost of maintenance for the year was £9,268 8s. 5 d. Expenditure.. 

The Auditor’s report for 1873 had not been made as yet. In Boots and 
the preceding year the books of the institution were most credit- Accounts, 
ably kept, and the accounts reported to us accurate in every respect. 

There were thirteen meetings held during the year upon the Attendance of 
following dates : — Governors.

. l- le interior organization of the Ballinasloe Asylum admits of General Obser- 
improvement, for as observed in one of our minutes of inspection, T “ tl0n3 ' 
m the lower corridors there is a deficiency of light and ventilation. 

We also think in regard to the latter requisite that the dining- 
hall is restricted. The day-rooms and galleries throughout the 
whole establishment are bleak and cheerless, devoid of homely 
ornamentation, and needing more comfortable furniture. In 
some of the connecting passages we think wood flooring more 
appropriate than flagging, particularly in the upper stories. The 
chapel, or room used as one by the Roman Catholic community, 
is much too small. Exteriorly we could desire pleasure grounds 
or flower gardens, and we are. of opinion that a high wall imme- 
ately in the rere might be lowered, if not removed altogether, 
so as to throw the whole of the farm into one open space.

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BELFAST DISTRICT ASYLUM. 

This Institution, opened in the year 1829 for the counties of 
Down and Antrim, is now restricted to the latter county, inclu- 
ding the town of Belfast, the conjoint population of which on 
81st December, 1873, was 351,000. At that date there were 
374 patients in the Asylum, it being capable of containing 380 
inmates, or a fraction more than one in every thousand of the 
population. The general state has been reported as satisfactory 
by the Resident Medical Superintendent from month to month 
a fact the Governors ascertained for themselves by personal in- 
spection at each meeting. The sanitary condition also appears to 
have been good. Upon our visits we were enabled to report in 
favourable terms upon its general order and cleanliness. We could 
not, however, avoid observing that in several of the wards and 
corridors papering, painting, and wainscoting were much required, 
a want which was duly brought under notice of the Board. It is 
satisfactory to state that towards the close of the year, the Board 
having concurred in our views, active steps were taken to carry 
our suggestions into effect. We have, however, to express regret 
that the grounds lately added to the Asylum are permitted to lie 
waste, and would consequently recommend their being enclosed 
and made available for the employment of the patients. 

During the year there was occasionally a great pressure for 
admission ; in fact, finding at one of our visits the regular number 
was exceeded, we recorded our opinion that should this pressure 
continue and be yielded to — there being in fact no other alter- 
native as regards dangerous lunatics— the house might become 
inconveniently overcrowded before a permanent remedy could be 
applied. From an experience of such results elsewhere, and appre- 
hending the possible outbreak of epidemic disease, we recom- 
mended the observance of the greatest discrimination in the 
admission of fresh cases.

Looking to the steady increase going on from- year to year in 
the population of Belfast, already more than one-half of that of 
the district at large, we have represented to the Board in minutes 
of inspection our belief that additional provision for its insane 
cannot be much longer delayed, in which case the present Asylum 
would after the lapse of a few years be barely sufficient to meet 
the wants of the town alone, the number of patients chargeable to 
it being at this moment 228. Ultimately it will become a question 
for consideration whether the best means of making fresh provision 
for the general insane of the District would be by additions here, 
or by the erection of a new subsidiary asylum in a more rural 
locality. We should certainly be inclined to support the latter 
alternative. 

There were admitted during the year 93 males and G 7 females— 
of these 17 males and 13 females were relapsed cases, and 76 
males and 54 females, cases of first attack. 

Discharges in the same period amounted to 123, of whom 49 
males and 44 females were recovered, and 19 males and 11 females 
improved.

A very large number of patients are daily employed at useful 
avocations — 164 males and 104 females — a greater proportion 
than is to he found in most asylums. ■ 

Amusements are here provided on a very liberal scale. Belfast 
was one of the first Asylums in which a band was introduced, and of 
course it relieves the monotonous character of asylum life, and has 
very soothing effects on the patients. Dancing, handball, and 
parties contribute their share towards the enjoyment 
o the patients, and in suitable weather excursions to the country 
accompanied by the band has an exhilarating effect.

3 ™ 10e these officers have formed part of the regular 
relic' ^ ^ een n0 * onl y a com plete absence of anything like 
amif 10 !, 13 “ hscord.and the excitement apprehended, but the utmost 
D , , f T* 1 Prevailed, their ministrations being attended with res- 
ve bene ncial results. The Inspectors for a long period had to 
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contend with the Board upon this point, as in a place like Belfast, 
where religions feeling has occasionally led to disagreeable con- 
sequences, the proposed introduction of Chaplains into the Asylum 
was viewed by the local authorities with some doubt. 

It is, however, to be regretted that no suitable and distinct 
place has been erected for any one of the different persuasions, 
and that the room available for divine service, employed in the 
interval for other purposes, is much too restricted in size. The 
Inspectors would therefore take this opportunity of urging as a 
matter worthy the attention of the Board, the propriety of erect- 
ing a separate structure for the purpose, and thus follow an 
example set by even smaller asylums. 

Dietary during the year as follows : 

Ordinary Diet. — Breakfast — Stirabout and new milk. Dinner- 
Bread, vegetables, meat and soup, three days a week ; bread, vegetables, 
and milk, on Fridays. Supper — Bread and new milk, first six months; 
stirabout and new milk, last six months. 

Hospital Diet. — Whies, whiskey, brandy, eggs, butter, sago, as prescribed. 

Quantity of Food consumed in the Asylum during the Year.— Beef, 
39,083 lbs.; ox heads, 1,560; bread, 152,826 lbs.; oatmeal, 4,152 
stones; potatoes, 5,920 stones; rice, 150 stones; tea, 897 lbs.; sugar, 
4,004 lbs. ; coffee, 19 lbs. ; butter, 1,215J lbs. ; new milk, 20,940 gals.; 
buttermilk, 9,032 gals. ; eggs, 94 doz. ;• wine, 144 pints; whiskey and 
brandy, 48 pints; straw, 200 cwts. ; coal, 615 tons. 

The dangerous lunatics committed by Justices out of a total of 
160 patients amounted to no less than 96, while the ordinary pases 
admitted by the Board amounted to but 19. This fact will illus- 
trate the rapid pace at which the Asylum accommodation is being 
absorbed by the former class, and the difficulties which beset the 
medical authorities in classification. 

The officers of this Asylum in their respective positions during 
the year have performed their several duties satisfactorily. • We 
had occasion to remark towards its close that the visits of the 
Surgeon Apothecary were by no means so frequent as they should 
be ; as his salary has been since increased, on the understanding 
that he should strictly conform to the regulations laid down in 
the Privy Council Rules in regard to his specific duties, we trust 
his attendance will be punctual. 

The expenditure for annual maintenance amounted to £9,742 
18s. 3 d., being an average cost per head of £26. 

The accounts for 1872 (not furnished in sufficient time to be 
hitherto noticed by us) were subsequently reported by the auditor 
as having been correctly kept, the sums received having been 
properly accounted for, and all payments satisfactorily vouched, 
with the exception of over payments for small amounts made 
to a clothing contractor, by whom they were refunded and lodged 
in bank. The prescribed books appear to have been duly kept. 
The audit for the expenditure of 1873 was highly favourable. 

The Belfast Asylum has been on the whole so well conducted 
during the year, and as a rule so adequate to the requirements o 
the District, that on the present occasion we have no alteration 
to suggest in its management or interior organization.

CARLOW DISTRICT ASYLUM „ 

. Carlow 

Was opened in the year 1832, for the accommodation of the DlsTm0T 
counties of Carlow, Kildare, Kilkenny, and Wexford for 104 As ™ M - 
patients. It is now confined to the counties of Carlow and Kil- State and Ac- 
dare, and is calculated for the reception of 250 patients, 125 oomm «>ation. 
males and 125 females.' The population of the two counties is 
estimated at 154,000 : there is provision, therefore, of one bed for 
about every 000 of the inhabitants — a fair proportion. 

After considerable difficulties and differences of opinion between 
toe members of the Board of Governors of this conjoint Asylum, 
belonging to Kildare and Carlow, those representing the first 
county being anxious to have a separate institution for it — and 
nose representing the latter to increase the accommodation of the 
present structure, so as to avoid the great expenditure of erecting 
a new institution, whereby an increased cost must necessarily be 
maintained for annual maintenance, and two staffs of officers and 
ervants ; it is satisfactory to find that our recommendation in 
avoui of not dividing the District, which in itself is very small,

District jr arm buildings are now in process of completion, so that this 

I SWAM. _ is yj unl) which a few years ago was not only inadequate to the 
wants of the District, but without facilities for the treatment 
of the insane, is now being completely reorganised, and, com- 
paratively speaking, at a very moderate cost. 

The Resident Medical Superintendent reported at each meeting 
of the Board upon the state of the Institution, which in the early 
part of the year was overcrowded by fifty patients above the 
legitimate accommodation, in consequence of which, and from the 
large number of workmen employed, both in and out of doors, 
it could not be maintained in its usual neat and orderly manner. 
Its condition, however,, in a sanitary point of view, was very 
favourable up to September, when an unexceptional mortality 
occurred within two months, 7 patients dying of common bodily 
affections ; subsequently there was little illness. 

With reference to accommodation in detail, Dr. Howlett, the 
Resident Physician, explains that, owing to the transition state of 
the Asylum, following the completion of the structural additions, 
he could not fill the table accurately, the arrangement as to the 
distribution of dormitories being unsettled, hence the absence of 
tabulated details which appear under every other asylum. 
Admissions and Sixty-four patients (35 males and 29 females) were admitted 
Discharges. dnxring the year — while the discharged amounted to 42 (33 males 
and 9 females), of whom 26 males and 6 females were recovered, 
and 7 males and 3, females improved. 

Recoveries and Per-centage of recoveries on admissions of both sexes would 
Dcartis. appear to be 50, and on the total under treatment 13. The deaths 
occurring in 10 males and 8 females — happily none from accidental 
or violent causes — constitute 7 J per cent, on the latter calculation. 
Employments. The employments are, for the most part among the males, con- 
fined to garden and farm labour, and cleaning the house. The 
females have been fully and usefully engaged at needlework, 
knitting, and general indoor occupation. 

Amusements. The amusements principally consist in those to be derived 
from books, periodicals, cards, bagatelle, and. draughts in the day 
rooms — out of doors in hand and football. 

Classification. From the overcrowded state of the house, as already referred 
to, an efficient classification could not be expected during the 
greater portion of the year, but under existing circumstances we 
found on our visits that the Resident Physician had been unremit- 
ting in his exertions to uphold one. The organization of the 
establishment is now so well projected that we anticipate the 
most satisfactory results in regard to classification of the inmates.

appearing to be sufficient in their opinion. On five occasions, 
however, the attending Governors went minutely through the 
establishment, noting the result of their inspections. 
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Castlebar CASTLEBAR DISTRICT ASYLUM. 

District 

Asylum. This Institution belongs to the class of modem asylums 
State. having been opened for the reception of patients in the year 

1866. Its accommodation at present as from the first is for 260 
inmates. There were remaining on 31st December in the house 
130 males and 86 females. The only county comprised in the 
District is Mayo, the insane of which, previous to the erection of 
the Castlebar were accommodated in the Ballinasloe Asylum. The 
population of Mayo being 266,000, the existing accommodation 
furnishes a little under one bed to each thousand. 

The Resident Medical Superintendent duly reported from 
month to month on the general state of the Asylum, which on 
the whole was satisfactory, its sanitary condition particularly 
appearing to have been up to a high standard, considering the 
very debilitated state in which many of the patients were 
received. 

The house generally, was inspected by the Governors only twice 
during the year, namely, on the 6th September and 6th Decem- 
ber, but no written report was entered in the proceedings as pre- 
scribed by the Privy Council Rules. It would- seem, however, 
that the Board placed such confidence in the Medical Superin- 
tendent and his judgment in examining into all the departments 
of the Institution, and in ascertaining its requirements as to 
consider a regular inspection on its part unnecessary. We cannot, 
however, but regard the omission with regret, and as one which, 
for obvious reasons, should not be continued. 

Accommoda- In regard to accommodation no pressure exists in this Asylum. 

tion. Upon our last visit, we found there were in the house 210 patients, 

or 40 under the number it is calculated to receive, this margin 
of vacancies contributes in no small degree to the orderly appear- 
ance of dormitories, day-rooms, corridors, bath-rooms, kitchen, 
and laundry, generally present. The noisy and refractory patients 
who form a large proportion in this Asylum, can therefore have 
full attention bestowed on them. 

Admissions and During the y ear 66 patients were admitted — 1 male and 5 

Discharges, females were relapsed cases, and 40 males and 20 females cases 
of first attack. 

26 discharged during the year — 11 males and 11 females 
recovered, and 3 males and 1 female improved. 

The per cent, of recoveries on total number in Asylum, of both 
sexes, was 8J. 

Within the same period 13 males and 5 females died, all from 
natural causes. One male patient attempted suicide, but being 
caught in the act, did not inflict any serious injury on himself. 
He lay for some time in a very weak and desponding state, and 
had an attendant in unbroken watch of him. 

Deaths. The per cent, of deaths, calculated on the same basis as that of 

recoveries, would be 6£. 

Employments. The employments consist principally of farm and garden labour, 
shoemaking, carpentry work, cleaning the house, painting the 
woodwork both inside and outside the buildings.

The attendance of Governors during the year was decidedly 
deficient; in the first place, the Privy Council Rules prescribe 
a meeting once a month or oftener, whereas there were only 
eight meetings. Secondly, it will be observed that out of a Board 
consisting of 22 members, only 6 attend r with any degree of 
regularity — great credit is therefore due to. the comparatively 
few Governors, who often too, at much personal inconvenience, 
come from long distances for the discharge of business. 

General Obser- 'With the exception of the very limited attendance of the 
Board, whose number has, however, been recently increased, 
to obviate any future inconvenience therefrom, and the con- 
sequent omissions of monthly inspections as already referred 
to, the Castlebar Lunatic Asylum has been in good working 
order, and maintained with economy and carefulness in detail. 
Within the past twelve-month, at our suggestion, a further fire 
insurance of £10,600 has been effected on the premises in the 
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Boval Insurance Company. From the preceding report it will Castlebar 
appear that while the Institution during the year just elapsed, as 
included in previous ones, has been on the whole successfully and SYLLM ' 
efficiently conducted. Its satisfactory condition has been materially 
dependent on the system of organization established by the code 
of rules passed by the Lord Lieutenant in Council, and the exercise 
under them of a central authority, Dr. Edmondson, the Resident 
Physician constantly communicating with the Inspectors on all 
questions of doubt or difficulty. 



THE CLONMEL DISTRICT ASYLUM. „ „ „ 

This Asylum was opened in the year 1834. It was subsequently asylum! 

enlarged at various times up to the year 1860, when it was ^ 

capable of containing 140 inmates. The want of provision for the state - 
lunatic poor of the district was, however, then so urgently felt, 
and the gaols were so overcrowded with dangerous lunatics, that 
it became necessary to provide additional accommodation. From 
motives of economy, but contrary to our repeated advice, the 
Board of Governors, appointed by the Grand Juries of both 
ridings, decided to take, as an auxiliary institution, the old House 
of Industry — a pile of buildings situated at a distance of about 
300 yards (two public roads intervening) from the original estab- 
lishment. This arrangement involved the appointment, to a large 
extent, of a separate staff, imposing a ' considerable additional 
expense on the county rates. To obviate the attendant outlay, 
on the recommendation of the Inspectors, both were in 1871 
amalgamated by Order in Council, and placed under the charge 
of Dr. Gamer, the present Medical Superintendent. The result 
of this amalgamation was productive of economy and convenience, 
by securing unity in the system of accounts and a more simple 
and effective mode of classification. 

To avoid the inconvenience arising from the separation of the 
two houses, as already referred to, a narrow strip of land lying 
between and dividing them, has been purchased for the purpose 
of affording more facile communication. As soon therefore as 
the tunnel at present about being cut under the interlying roads 
is completed, the 'communication will be unbroken, in which case 
it is proposed that the laundry at the auxiliary house, which is 
the better situated, should be enlarged, so as to do the work of 
both, whereby, as proposed by Dr. Garner, the resident Medical 
Superintendent, who has devoted a zealous attention to the sub- 
ject, a considerable saving in washing materials, fuel, and wages 
could be effected. It is further proposed that a new kitchen 
should be built adjoining the laundry, furnished with a cooking- 
apparatus and boiler sufficient for the combined establishment, 
as well as to supply the laundry and baths with hot water. By 
this arrangement a further saving will be effected. 

The total expense of these additions and alterations, which may 
be roughly estimated at £5,000, would be recouped in a few years 
by the saving to be effected in the cost of coals, which the Resi- 
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ri.nxMED dent Medical Superintendent calculates at £<100 a year, more than 
VmwT sufficient to meet the instalments that would be imposed for the 
1 __ L _ ' repayment of the capital sum. 

At the Spring Assizes a deputation from the Grand Jury made 
a minute inspection of the Asylum, reporting favourably on its 
condition, with the exception of woodwork, which they considered 
to stand in need of painting. Acting on their representations, 
the Governors entered into a contract for the purpose. But a 
committee of the Board appointed in August last, to examine into 
the manner in which the work was done, haying found fault 
therewith, a sum of £60 was withheld until it was satisfactorily 
finished. The contractor threatened at the time to institute pro- 
ceedings for the recovery of this sum, but since has taken no 
steps in the matter. 

The Resident Medical Superintendent reported to the Board 
on the 9th December, that part of the ceiling in one of the 
sleeping rooms fell in, owing to the worn-out condition of the 
joists of the flooring above. The necessary repairs were at once 
effected, but the occurrence showed the disadvantage of dealing 
with an old concern.

The attendance of Governors, not only at the usual prescribed 
meetings, but equally so on adjournments from pressure of busi- 
ness, has been large and regular ; but on one occasion alone, 
although their attention was directed to the subject by us, do 
they appear to have complied fully with the Privy Council, 
directing an inspection of the Asylum at the monthly meeting. 
In explanation it is but right to add that on the 10th June, the 
Board stated, in reply to a circular issued by Lord Spencer 
on this that they did not see how the rule referred to m 
the circular could be put into practice, and that at an)' tune 
if two or more Governors, accompanied by the Resident Mediea 
Superintendent, were to leave the Board room to inspect the 
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two Asylums — a tedious duty if properly done, the regular Clonmel 
business of the meeting would be neglected, and in its opinion District 
a much better plan would be to appoint a visiting committee. It AsYI '° M ' 
is, however, to be regretted that the power of visitation between 
meetings of the Board should be overlooked by its members. 

The sanitary state of the Asylum during the year was parti- 
cularly favourable, the inmates of the infirmary being all old and 
infirm cases. 

Upon our visits we were happy to find the accommodation Accommoda- 
distributed with such judgment and care, that it was found not tion - 
only ample for the wants of the District, but that there were 
eleven vacancies in one building, and twenty-six in the other. 

We examined into the general state of the various departments 
and found them clean, orderly, and well ventilated, the bedding 
unexceptionable, and the dormitories in a creditable state. We 
suggested having in the flagged or tiled cells matting at the side 
of the beds, and pointed out in detail improvements that were 
requisite. We also recommended as advisable to have benches 
with backs to . them to be placed in some of the airing courts as 
substitutes for those without backs, which would be an induce- 
ment to the patients to sit on them instead of lying on the 
ground to the detriment of their' clothes, as was observable in 
some instances. 

In the course of the year many harmless and incurable 
lunatics were^ committed as dangerous, thus threatening to 
occupy the entire accommodation to the exclusion of suitable cases.

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Irrespective of its tending to a serious matter as regards accom- 
modation, it saddles the ratepayers with an unnecessary expense— 
thus proving the well-groundedness of our frequent complaints 
both to your Grace and previous Lords Lieutenants, of the 
careless and indiscriminate manner in which Justices exercise 
the power vested in them by the 30th & 31st Vic., cap. H8 
There is no remedy once the so-called dangerous lunatics get 
admission. Guardians of poorhouses will either not receive 
them, or there are no proper places for their treatment in some 
unions. 

74 patients were admitted during the year, 9 male and 7 
female were relapsed cases, and 34 male and 24 female cases, of 
first attack. 

The discharged amounted to 33 patients — of whom 18 males 
and 8 females were recovered — and 4 males and 3 females 
improved. 

Per-centage of recoveries on total number in Asylum, of both 
sexes was 6-rrw- 

17 males and 12 females died from natural causes. 

From accidental cause, one male. 

Per-centage of deaths on daily average number of patients ia 
the house was 8J. 

Two males attempted suicide, but were frustrated through the 
vigilance of the attendants. The accidental death occurred from a 
fall from a window. It was caused by the giving way of an iron 
bar against which the patient, an old man, was leaning. An 
investigation was held by the Coroner, who acquitted the atten- 
dants from all blame, but recommended that the window sashes 
should be more securely fastened. 

About 172 of the patients appear to participate in amusements 
consisting of reading — there being in circulation a small library- 
bagatelle, drafts, cards, &c. The Asylum band performs weekly ; 
at intervals during 1873, musical and dramatic performances were 
given on five occasions. 

On an average 90 male patients are employed at farm and 
garden labour, shoemaking, carpentry work, tailoring, assisting 
servants to clean house, and miscellaneous occupations ; and 
86 females at needlework, knitting, quilting, laundry, assisting 
servants, and other miscellaneous occupations. 

The various officers have, with one exception, performed their 
duties efficiently. The Resident Medical Superintendent, upon 
whom devolved the work almost of re-organization when the 
Asylums were amalgamated, has carried out the task with much 
judgment. The storekeeper, who was brought before the Board 
upon charges of intoxication and absence without leave, as well 
as for general incapacity for the discharge of official duty, was 
dismissed. 

The expenditure during the year amounted to £10,706 13s. id, 
being per head £30. This high average appears to be owing to 
an increase not only in the rate of pay and allowances of servants, 
the advanced price of provisions and articles of consumption 
generally, but also in expenses connected with structural repairs 
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and alterations. Tile Resident Medical Superintendent is. of Clonmel 
opinion that the most certain mode of curtailing the expenditure District 
will be by consolidating the staff, and the laundries and kitchen, Asrl - UM - 

The audit for 1872 disclosed a satisfactory state of the accounts, Books and Ac- 
there being only one disallowance, an over-payment to a con- c0llQts - 
tractor. The several books had been regularly kept. But for the 
year 1873, we regret to observe that the Auditor found it incum- 
bent on him to comment upon the unsatisfactory condition in 
which he found the storekeeping department of the Institution. 

Stock had been taken as is requisite and in obedience to pre- 
vious suggestions, but without a satisfactory result. 

This regrettable circumstance is no doubt due to the late store- 
keeper, who, as we have already stated, was dismissed, amono- 
other reasons, for incapacity.

The classification appeared to us, taking into account local Classification, 
difficulties, to have been very effective. The arrangements were 
according to the prescribed order of convalescent, quiet and 
orderly though insane, moderately tranquil, noisy, and refractory. 

In these different states every available means were adopted for 
preserving a distinctiveness of character. 

Ordinary Diet. — Breakfast — 8 ozs. of cutlins made into 1 quart of Dietary, 
stirabout, and \ pint of new milk ; 1 pint of new milk, 8 ozs. of bread ; 

1 oz. of tea, 4 ozs. of sugar, j\ quart of new milk, to 6 people, and 8 
ozs. of bread to each. Dinner— (5 days in the week) 6 ozs. of beef, 
including bone, made into soup, and 8 ozs. of bread, or 2| lbs. of potatoes 
—the soup to he thickened with pea flour, cutlins, condiments, and 
vegetables — there are patients who prefer milk or tea on these days ; 

(2 days in the week) 1 pint of milk, pure new, all round. Supper— 

8 ozs.'- of bread to males, 4 ozs. to females, and 1 pint of best cocoa 
for both sexes, made thus : \ oz. of soluble cocoa, \ oz. of sugar, and 
| quart of yew milk ; 1 pint of new milk to males, pint to females 
who prefer it — tea to some, who will not take milk or cocoa. 

Extra Diet. — Breakfast — Eggs and butter. Dinner — ^ lb. of chops, 
beef tea (made from 1 lb. of beef to a pint), rice, bacon. Supper — No 
extras, tea excepted. 

Eospital Diet.— Butter, eggs, arrowroot, ale, porter, wine, whiskey 
punch, brandy, gin, &c., as the physicians may deem necessary.

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Adverting to the general working of this Asylum, heretofore 
two separate establishments, as already observed, we anticipate 
that the results of a consolidated management will be attended 
■ with many advantages; at the same time we must express our 
regret that a small portion of land lying between the two build- 
ings was not included in a late purchase, on which a chapel could 
be erected as suggested by us, and of sufficient size to meet the 
requirements of the large number of patients resident in the 
Asylum, the place at present set apart for the celebration of 
Divine Service being inadequate to the large attendant congre- 
gation. 

CORK DISTRICT ASYLUM. 

This Institution is the second both in importance and extent 
in Ireland. It was opened in 1852, when the patients were 
transferred from the old building which had been declared a 
District Asylum in 1845. For a long period previous to this 
latter year, the provision was of a limited and imperfect character 
for the insane poor of the county and city of Cork, it having 
originally commenced by the adaptation of the House of Industry 
for the purposes of a lunatic asylum, and which from time to 
time was supplemented by the addition of cells. The accommo- 
dation in the present asylum on its opening was prepared for 250 
males and 250 females has of late years reached 306 males and 
290 females by the extension of the buildings; and when the 
structures in contemplation are finished, it is estimated there 
will be additional beds for 90 males and 90 females provided; 
the population of the District at large being 487,000, the provision 
for its insane will be equivalent to nearly one in every six hundred 
of the inhabitants. 

For a considerableperiod this Asylumhasnot been adequate to the 
demands upon it, as we invariably found on our visits it was much 
overcrowded. The house is calculated to contain 596 patients, 
whereas upon the 31st December there were actually in it 687, 
or 91 over the proper number, the daily average during the year 
being 661 or 65 beyond the prescribed limit. . We consequently 
took occasion to observe that were the admissions suitable cases, 
though it was to be regretted there was not space sufficient for 
them, no reasonable objections could be raised, but. upon finding 
that the crowded state of the Asylum arose from the indiscriminate 
committal of dangerous lunatics, so called, be they blind, dumb, 
or debilitated by old age, without, proper inquiry, we felt it 
incumbent upon us to complain against this monopoly as it were 
of accommodation, tending as it did' to exclude legitimate cases, 
the mode of whose admission required deliberation and compliance 
with certain forms. When we mention the fact that curing 
February, a child at the tender age of ten years was committed 
as a dangerous lunatic, it will be seen that justices m some 
localities do not pay due regard to the intention of the Leois 
lature when framing the 30 & 31 Vic., cap. 118. . Inconveine.ii 
and expensive as necessarily must be the transmission ol iuua i 
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autgoJ to be dangerous under police escorts from one part of a 
countyjfco another, even though of small area, the conveyance of 
such a class in a district of the dimensions comprised by the 
county Cork, becomes a question of very serious consideration 
two, and even three, days being occupied in the journey when 
the patient comes from some of the extreme points of the county 
while possibly the individual when brought, as we have known 
not infrequently to be the case, may turn out to be one which 
afforded no justification for such an extreme procedure.

the laundry, have been erected ; within the same period, 
several of the corridors and day-rooms were repainted and 
in parts refurnished. Early in the year, finding the stores in 
an unsatisfactory state, the workshops confined, dingy, and ill- 
ventilated, and the servants’ dormitories uncomfortable, we 
invited the Governors to judge for themselves by personal obser- 
vation ; later on we were glad to notice very material improve- 
ments in the several matters complained of. 

Both the late and present Resident Medical Superintendent 
have made monthly reports during the year to the Board upon 
the general state of the house, which as a rule was represented to 
be in good order. 

With reference to the inspection of the Asylum by the 
Governors at their monthly meetings, which formed the subject 
of a special communication to the Boards of the different Asylums 
by circular, we find that the Cork Asylum has not been regularly 
visited. This deficiency of monthly inspection however did not 
proceed from any feeling of apathy or want of interest on the 
part of the Board ; on the contrary, several of its members have 
gone through the house and investigated minutely into its 
management in the interval between meetings; in fact, we believe 
no Board in Ireland attends more regularly and numerously 
than that of the Cork Asylum, or is more unsparing of its time 
and best efforts to promote the welfare of the important charity 
under its control.

Several changes took, place in the medical staff of this Asylum 
during the year. Dr. Power, who for over twenty years had filled 
the office of Resident Medical Superintendent, with great efficiency, 
died early in April. Dr. Eames, who held a similar position in 
the Letterkenny District Asylum for the antecedent eight years, 
was appointed to the vacancy, it being deemed highly desirable 
by the Board of Governors and the Inspectors, in which the Earl 
Spencer concurred, that a physician of experience should be 
selected. Dr. Merrick, the Assistant Medical Superintendent at 
Cork was appointed to the post vacated at Letterkenny by Dr. 
Eames, subsequently Dr. Ring-rose Atkins was nominated by the 
Board Assistant to the Resident Medical Superintendent. 

The other officers, both intern and extern, have performed their 
respective duties to the full approval of the Board. 

■ As regards the servants, it would indeed indicate a high degree 
of discipline if in so large a staff, amounting to 83, occasional 
irregularities did not occur. The Resident Medical Superinten- 
dent reports the conduct of the attendants to have been generally 
good. There were however certain acts of misconduct and infrac- 
tion of rules to which we must advert. Three attendants were 
dismissed, two males and a female ; one of the former was charged 
with maltreating a patient, kicking him in a scuffle, hut there 
appearing no external mark of injury he was only fined ; a repeti- 
tion of the charges ended in his prompt dismissal ; the other male 
attendant was dismissed for threatening a night watchman. A 
female for some years in the house lost her place for insubordinate 
conduct, and beating a fellow servant, while four male attendants 
were fined for inattention in allowing patients, but who were 
immediately retaken, to cross- the boundary walls.

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This expenditure is nearly £2,000 more than it was during the Come 
preceding year, when the daily average number of patients -Djstkict 
was 654 — and the cost per head £21 8s. The higher total during AsYL ™' 
1873, upon reference to the details of outlay would appear to be 
owing not only to the maintenance of a larger number of inmates 
hut to an increased cost in certain items — furniture for instance, 
which nearly doubled the amount for 1872. On the other hand, 
it must be taken into account that the cost of the stimulants con- 
sumed during 1873 was nearly £200 less than that for 1872. The 
advanced price of commodities in general, and particularly in coal, 
had also a large influence, and with other causes satisfactorily 
explains the difference adverted to. 

The prescribed books were regularly kept during the year Books and 
1872. The auditor, in reporting upon the financial affairs for this Accounts, 
year, states that they were conducted by the Board of Governors 
in a business-like manner, and that the accounting officers dis- 
charged their duties efficiently, as evidenced by the fact, that the 
large expenditure was properly authorized and vouched, and the 
charges duly entered up. 

In conclusion we would observe that some years ago, in order General Obser- 
to meet demands on the Asylum, as an alternative arrange- Tat!olls - 
ment, being in favour of converting the Youghal Model School 
into a receptacle for chronic and old cases, in which also idiots 
and certain of the epileptic classes could be located, we brought the 
question under the consideration of the Board, but perhaps upon 
a thorough inquiry into the advisability of this plan the situation 
might interpose difficulties, the principal one consisting in the 
fact that it is at the extreme eastern side of the county, and 
distant over 100 miles, from portions of the district where such 
a provision would be most useful. 

From the frequency of the Board meetings, 17 having taken 
place within the year, and the large number of members, averaging 
11, who attended at each, it is quite apparent that the Governors 
of the Cork district asylum are animated by a desire to combine 
the economy of its working with the welfare of its inmates. 

DOWNPATRICK DISTRICT ASYLUM. Dowwatkc* 

District 

^This Asylum, opened in the year 1869, for 150 males and A syl W - 
150 females, belongs solely to the county of Down, which pre- state, 
viously had been associated with Antrim. The edifice itself, con- 
structed with red brick, from its great size and architectural 
pretensions, presents an imposing appearance. As the present 
district contains a population of 302,000, a lunatic provision of 
about one to every thousand of the inhabitants is afforded. The 
site and buildings adjoining the town of Downpatrick are admir- 
ably adapted for an institution of the kind, the former being open 
and elevated, the latter commodious, well ventilated and of ample 
space. The furniture all through the house is good and plentiful. 

In the early part of the year, when there were 23 patients in 
excess at the male side, a question arose at the Board, as to the 
best mode of making fresh provision. Various plans were sug- 
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Downpatrick gested, but without leading to any definite result. One propo- 
AsyTum 1 s iti° n was *0 convert the house occupied by the Resident 
' ' Medical Superintendent to general purposes, an arrangement 

which, necessitating the erection of a separate building at a very 
large cost, could not be entertained by us. Although in the course 
of the twelve month, there has been a diminution of 12 male 

patients, and that a few additional cells have been constructed 

by which much inconvenience from pressure has been obviated— 
we still think it advisable that an accommodation for about 50 
male patients should be prepared to meet contingencies. 

Admissions. The admissions during the year amounted to 85 ; 14 males 
and 5 females were relapsed cases, and 29 males and 37 females 
cases of first attack. 

Within the same period there were discharged 42 males and 32 
females — of whom 35 males and 29 females were recovered, and 
7 males and 3 females, being convalescent, were removed by their 
friends. 

Discharges. The per cent, of recoveries on total number in Asylum — male 
21 '6, female 27'61 — reached 23'97. 

Deaths. ■ In the course of the twelve months 27 died — 12 males and 15 

females — all from natural causes.

Employments. With reference to employments — the aggregate industriously 
occupied was 155 — 86 males and 69 females — a large portion of the 
former in garden and farm labour, the others in making walks, 
laying down the pleasure grounds ; of the females 39 were 
employed in knitting, spinning, and needlework, and 30 in the 
laundry, or assisting servants to clean the house. 

We' find but very few engaged in handicrafts such as shoe- 
making, tailoring, carpentry. We should desire to see more at 
work in these profitable avocations. 

Amusements. Great attention seems to be given to amusements both in and 
out of doors, such as drafts, music, cards, hand-hall, foot-hall, &c. ; 
every week dancing parties are held in the large hall, perhaps 
the finest and most spacious apartment in the kingdom. For 
. those who can read there are cheap periodicals and illustrated 
papers.

The officers of the Down Asylum have performed their several Officers, 
duties to the entire satisfaction of the Board of Governors and of 
the Inspectors. The Resident Medical Superintendent reported 
in detail at each, monthly meeting on the state of the Asylum, 
which in a sanitary point of view as well as in respect to order, 
and every arrangement tending to the comfort of the inmates, 
has been uniformly favourable. 

We regret however being obliged to record the frequency and 
gravity of offences amongst the subordinate servants and attend- 
ants, as in the following cases. It is due however, to the Board 
of Governors and Resident Medical Superintendent to testify that 
breaches of discipline were invariably detected and rigorously 
punished. 

In January, a male attendant was dismissed by • the Board 
for gaining admission into the house by climbing over the refec- 
tory wall at a late hour of the night. Another who admitted 
him was severely reprimanded. 

In February two male servants were discharged for insobriety, 
and in August a female for the like reason. 

Between October and December, three male attendants were 
dismissed — one for the seduction of a laundry maid. He denied 
the fact, but on a sworn investigation before an Inspector the 
oftence was proved. Two females were called on to resign for 
irregularity of conduct. The above unfolds a very unsatisfactory 
state of things ; it is however to be hoped that the decision with 
which the offenders have been treated will prevent a repetition 
of any similar occurrences, particularly as Dr. Tyner, the Resident 
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Downpatrick Medical Superintendent, an energetic and zealous officer

Asylum take a deep interest in its welfare, and assemble in sufficient 
numbers for the transaction of its business, the average attendance 
being at a high rate. 

It would probably be still larger, but the Asylum is situated 
at a great distance from the residences of very many of the 
Governors. A committee of from three to four members ap- 
pointed at each meeting regularly visits the Asylum in the 
interval, and reports to the succeeding Board. 

Independent of the expediency of increasing the accommodation 
oi the Down District Asylum, as referred to- both in our minutes 
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of inspection and at the Board, we have submitted to the Governors Downpatrick 
that it would be highly advantageous to the institution, both as 

affording means of additional employment for the large number . ' 

of agricultural patients in the house, as also on the score of 
economy, that the farm should be enlarged by the purchase of 
from fourteen to eighteen acres of land lying immediately in front 
of the buildings. We trust the Board may be induced to recon- 
sider a proposition which we advance from experience, and its 
utility as carried out elsewhere. 

ENNIS DISTRICT ASYLUM. ennis 

This Asylum, built for the reception of 260 patients, was opened Asylum!'. 

in 1868 for the insane poor of the county of Clare, the population 

of which being 152,000 the accommodation is 1 to about every 750 state - 
of the inhabitants. On the 31st December, 1873, the patients in it 
amounted to 126 males and 124 females, the daily average during 
the year having been 127 of the former and 113 of the latter sex. 

The institution, situated about a mile from the town, has 
attached to it a farm of thirty acres. It stands on rising ground 
and possesses the advantage of a southern aspect. The land when 
purchased was ill-drained and impoverished, it is now in a high 
state of cultivation and produces very remunerative crops. 

With regard to the grounds immediately in front, adjoining a 
well-constructed terrace, and which to be in character with the 
buildings should be ornamentally laid down, we directed in J uly 
the attention of the Board to their neglected state, since which they 
have been much improved ; at the same time we recommended that 
the interior of the house should be repainted, the passages leading to 
the kitchen and laundries whitewashed, and as damp had shown 
in some of the day-rooms and corridors, that the stonework ex- 
ternally should be painted, in furtherance of which a contract has 
been entered into.

In the course of the year two changes were effected in the 
domestic economy of the Asylum, the first in the establishment of 
a dairy on the premises, by which the institution has been 
supplied with excellent milk to the full amount needed- 
whereby the necessity of resorting to the customary plan of gettirw 
suppiy by contract— often of inferior quality and irregular!? 
delivered is obviated. The second in the erection of a bakery in 
which bread for the establishment has been made daily at a samw 
upon contract prices. 

The sanitary condition of the house has been good, while the 
per-centage of recoveries shows an increase on previous’ returns 
. The accommodation at present available in the Ennis Asylum 
is barely sufficient to meet the pressure on it. On the Slst De- 
cember there were but four vacant beds, so that a further com- 
mittal by magistrates of lunatics alleged to be dangerous was 
looked to with some apprehension by the Governors, very 
particular themselves in regard to admissions, and anxious that 
the house . should be disembarrassed of inmates, who, deriving 
little benefit from an expensive maintenance, occupy space that 
might be better used, and thus raise the county expenditure 
considerably ; we suggested to the Board of Governors that as 
there was no legal power to transfer idiots, imbeciles, or the quiet 
but hopelessly demented to workhouses against the will of Boards 
of Guardians, that perhaps upon a conference between the Gover- 
nors. and the Guardians an understanding might be arrived at, 
particularly should, it be made clear that an ultimate expense of 
a costly nature falling alike on both might be averted. Such an 
application was made by the Governors to different Boards of 
Guardians, but up to the present without any uniform or satis- 
factory result. 

During the year 53 patients were admitted — 4 males and 2 
females relapsed cases, and 24 males and 23 females cases of first 
attack. 

The discharged amounted to 31 — 17 males and 14 females — of 
whom 9 males and 10 females were recovered, 4 males and 1 
female improved., and 4. males and 3 females unimproved. 

Eighteen patients died from natural causes — 9 males and 9 
females. One . male committed suicide by throwing himself from 
a day-room window. An inquest was duly held, and a verdict 
returned , in accordance with the facts. The matter was subse- 
quently investigated by the Board and one of the Inspectors, 
when it was elicited that the attendant who had the man in 
charge omitted through inadvertence to secure the window. 
Owing, however, to his previous good character the Governors 
considered a severe reprimand with a fine would prevent the 
recurrence of similar negligence. 
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The per-centage of recoveries on total number in Asylum was Ejrais 
0, and that of deaths similarly calculated 6±. D™ 

In respect to employments, the male patients are chietly 

„ e( j a t farm and garden work, cleaning the house, assisting Employments, 
the servants, and other domestic avocations, either of a useful 
character, or merely for the purpose of relieving their minds by 
occupation. A considerable number of -the females work in the 
laundries and the day-rooms, where they knit, sew, make and 
mend their own wearing apparel, &c. 

The amusements consist principally in dancing, cards, ball- Amusements, 
playing, reading, bagatelle, &c. ; 70 males and 66 females represent 
the average who participate in these or other recreations. 

Up to H the present there has been an absence of any internal 
decoration in the Ennis Asylum ; the day-rooms and corridors 
are cheerless and naked, while no regular walks for outdoor 
exercise have been made. It is, however, satisfactory to find that 
steps are being taken by the Board to remedy this defect in 
accordance with our views, as personally urged on the Governors.

The means of classification are ample and fully availed of in Classification, 
this institution by the medical officers, who, with the other 
members of the staff, have performed their respective duties in a 
creditable manner. 

The conduct of the servants appears to have been on the Officers, 
whole satisfactory. We notice however that the carpenter and 
a male attendant were dismissed in March, for irregularity and 
insobriety.

1 Thi ® Asyffim is situated at the distance of a mile from the 
town of Enniscorthy, and stands on a farm of about fifty acres 
of ground overlooking the river Slaney, the surrounding scenery 
being of a pleasant and varied description, was opened in the 
year 1868 and is calculated to contain 144 males and a like 
number of females, belonging to the county of Wexford only, 
the population of which being 136,610, the per-contage of accom- 
modation available is fully two to the thousand. Upon the 31st 
last December, the vacancies in the institution were 17 on the 
male and 38 on the female side, a margin which has existed with 
i e variation for a considerable period. It would hence appear 
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,, * j)j e accommodation is not only ample for present wants, but Enniscortiit 
likely to prove so for the future, if due care and discrimination be 

used m the admission of ordinary patients, and in the committal 

alleged lunatics as dangerous. 

The sanitary state of the Asylum during the year was favour- 
able We should, however, notice that in the spring a few cases 
of typhoid fever occurred, but not of a fatal character, as might 
have been the case but for the perfect state of the ventilation and 



The Resident Medical Superintendent reported monthly to the 
Board on its general condition, and it affords us much pleasure 
to be enabled to state that regularly upon the occasion of each 
meeting several of the Governors, after a minute inspection, re- 
corded their approval of the condition in which its various 
departments were found by them.

The admissions during the year included 57 patients — of these Admissions. 

- males and 2 females were relapsed cases, and 27 males and 
2'o females cases of first attack. 

The discharges in the same period amounted to 39 — 15 males Discharges, 
and 19 females recovered, and 4 males and 1 female improved. 

Per-centage of recoveries on total number in Asylum was 10^. 

Twenty-four patients died from natural causes. 

The per-centage of deaths similarly calculated was 7J. . Deaths. 

We find that this mortality was somewhat in excess of that for 
the preceding quinquennial period, accounted for by the accumu- 
lation. of chronic cases of long standing in the Asylum having at 
length succumbed bodily to disease, a result that may be 
periodically looked forward to in all institutions, and is not ascrib- 
iitie to sanitary defects, or to want of care on the part of the 
Physicians. It is, moreover, gratifying to note that for the past 
hve years no suicide has occurred, nor has any death resulted 
Irom violence or accident, although the Asylum has contained 
patients of dangerous propensities, and bent on self-destruction. .

the general health of the patients, and relieve morbid impression 
An average of 73 males has been daily engaged during the year 
principally at garden and farm labour, cleaning the house and 
other useful occupations, and of 62 females, chiefly at needlework 
knitting, assisting in laundry and house cleaning. 

A very considerable number of the inmates participate in 
amusements both in and out of doors— music, dancing, singing • 
there are books and illustrated periodicals for those who wish to 
read ; ball playing and quoits are favourable recreations. When 
the weather is favourable, selections are made from the tranquil 
and amenable for walk in the country. 1

The accounts for 1872 were found in a very satisfactory state, Books and 
ffl d all the books prescribed by the Privy Council Rules kept by Accmmt3 - 
the Clerk (and Storekeeper) with great accuracy. The auditor 
made certain disallowances affecting the coal contract, which led 
to a correspondence extending from the date of his report, the 
17th September, 1873, to the present time, when it has been 
closed by the arrangement that he is not to take any proceedings 
to enforce a repayment of the disallowance — in fact, his own 
concurrence with this view appeared by his having allowed 
the time for taking proceedings to expire — and though the 
Inspectors may have exceeded their authority under the Privy 
Council Rule in approving of the modification of the tender, they 
did so in conformity with their previous usage during a long 
series of years never before questioned, and which during the year 
1872 was upon audit ratified in two other asylums. They further 
feitfor justification the expediency of conceding the point laid before 
them by the Board in favour of the contractor, seeing that it 
carried with it no additional expense beyond what an adherence 
to the alternative method would have caused, and if rejected, 
might have produced inconvenience as well as extra expense, 
coals being at the time scarce as well as dear.

Esotscobthy It only remains to the Asylum to add, that on our visits of 
District inspection, we found its organization so well upheld, whether as 
Asylum. re g ar( j g the staff or the arrangement of the divisions that we 
observed no defect or maladministration eitjier calling for notice 
or suggestion, except, perhaps, the absence of a little ornamentation 
in the day rooms. As we stated in our minutes, the establish- 
ment though costly, with reference to structure, and expensive in 
its maintenance, yet through the benefit it affords the community 
for whose wants it has been provided, cannot but be deemed as 
amply requiting the ratepayers of the District, and when it is taken 
into account that difference of expense of building and maintaining 
an asylum creditable in both respects, and one which from a feeling 
of parsimony falls short of the desirable standard is not great, we 
have no hesitation in saying that true economy will in the end be 
found on the side of the more perfect establishment. 

Kilkbmy KILKENNY DISTRICT ASYLUM.

Asylum. This Asylum opened in the year 1852, was originally constructed 

State"™! Ac- for 76 males and 76 females. Subsequent enlargements have 
commodation. however, extended the accommodation to its present number— 
namely, 216 — 108 males and 108 females. The District for which 
it provides, consists of the city and county of Kilkenny— which 
with a population of 118,659, has therefore accommodation allo- 
cated to it nearly to the extent of two per thousand. We find 
that during the year the average vacancies existing on the female 
side amounted to 25, while in the male divisions one month with 
another the accommodation was fully occupied ; apprehensive of 
pressure from an increase of admissions we accordingly recom- 
mended the Board of Governors to negotiate with the Board of 
Guardians of neighbouring W orkhouses for the transfer of harmless 
patients to their respective Unions. The Guardians in question, 
having conceded to the reasonable demands made on them, the male 
side of the Asylum became not only disembarrassed, but after the 
lapse of a little time presented a margin of vacancies which we 
are always . glad to see, to meet the requirements. of . urgent 
cases or the sudden influx of patients to which these institutions 
are liable. ' . 

The sanitary state of this Asylum has been unexceptionable, 
it was regularly inspected by the Board of Governors at then 
meetings, and its several divisions found clean, orderly and well 
ventilated. , 

Admissionsand The admissions during the year amounted to 50 of which 
Discharges, y males and 5 females were relapsed cases, and 17 males and 21 
females, cases of first attack. On the other hand, there were 
discharged a total of 38 — 8 males and 12 females recoveied, 
males and 1 female improved, and 13 unimproved or incurable. 

Twenty patients died all from natural causes, 8 males and 
females, and chiefly of cerebral or pulmonary affections. .

The officers of this institution have performed their several 
duties efficiently during the year. We found, as our minutes 
of inspection testify, all parts of the Asylum up to a high 
standard as regards order, comfort, cleanliness, &c., and the 
attendants careful and attentive in their different occupations, 
under the supervision of Dr. Delany, the experienced Resident 
Medical Superintendent. 

The total expenditure, £3,965 18s. 9(7, average cost per head £20 
13s. Id, which is comparatively low, while the wants and comforts 
of the patients have not been overlooked. The maintenance fif 
this Asylum has been uniformly very moderate, a result in 
part owing to a cheapness of contracts and to the small amount 
of needful repairs and alterations in the house itself. 

The fiscal business was transacted in a commendable manner 
during 1872. 

The auditor’s report on the.accounts for 1873 is now before us: 
he concludes in the following words : — 

“It is right that I should add that the duties of the clerk and 
storekeeper, in relation to the accounts, have been discharged rift 
marked efficiency, and that the mode in which the financial business 
has- been transacted is creditable to the Board of Governors and the 
Medical Superintendent.” 

This Board consists of 30 members, including 4 who are ex- 
officio— the Mayor of Kilkenny, the High Sheriff, and the county 
and city Members. 

It is to be observed that owing to paucity of attendance on three 
occasions the meetings had to be adjourned on the regularly 
appointed days, but they were subsequently held within tne 
month. This is perhaps the more remarkable with a boara 
numerically large. As some additional members have been atWea 
to the Board resident in the neighbourhood, we anticipate by then 
taking part in the transaction of business, that the meetiy 
henceforward will be more regular.

■ine county comprised in the District is Kerry, which with a 
population of 193,192, has a lunatic provision of about one to 
every nine hundred of the inhabitants. The building, erected on 
tin elevation, is surrounded by mountain scenery, and commands a 
wew of the lakes. There were remaining in it on the 31st last 
ecember, 162 males and 98 females, being on the male side 52 
more than it was constructed to contain, there were 12 vacancies 
for female patients. 

Upon examining the numbers reported to the Board as 
esiclent in the Asylum at the dates of its several meetings 
nf * um , year ’ we are ena Uled to strike therefrom an average 

(U males and 97 females, from which it will he quite 
pparent that the male side was overcrowded, the evil con- 
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sequences contingent thereon having had to he provided against 
in the best way the Physicians could devise. The Resident Medical 
Superintendent had already brought the subject before the 
Governors, at the same time reporting that the infirmary was 
occupied as a dormitory for twenty male patients, and that 
consequently those suffering from any form of disease must 
be treated in their respective divisions ; and that the ventilation 
of the cells occupied by such patients must be defective, as the 
shutters of the windows in a great many cases would have 
to be closed up at night for safety sake as well as the doors. 
He stated in further proof of the necessity for extending the 
accommodation for male patients, that one of their attendants 
getting typhus fever, and there being no place available where 
he could be cut off from the main building, he was. obliged, to 
send him out to the union hospital, at the same time adding 
that if this happened to a patient he could not legally do so, 
as he should be treated in one of the wards at the risk of 
disseminating the contagion throughout the entire institution. 

Both previously and subsequently to the opinion so strongly ex- 
pressed by Dr. Murphy we ourselves urged upon the Board the 
manifest inadequacy of accommodation which has now for a 
considerable time existed at the male side, suggesting that at least 
forty additional beds should be provided, but up to the present 
no steps have been taken to carry our recommendation into effect. 

It is however a matter of congratulation that under the 
circumstances the Asylum has continued free from epidemic 
disease, and that its sanitary state generally has been so good. 
Neither did we omit to direct attention to the irregular though 
unavoidable purpose, to which the infirmaries were converted, 
being occupied by strong and healthy patients to the exclusion 
of legitimate cases, should such unfortunately present themselves, 
our object being to impress on the Board the expediency of 
taking prompt measures, and the dangers of a delay which should 
be speedily obviated. . e ' 

No report appears on the minutes during the year from the 
Board of Governors on the state of the Asylum as to cleanliness, 
order, &c. Upon our visits, however, we found its general 
condition satisfactory, the patients appearing to us to be 
carefully attended to, and remarkably healthy. We advei.e 
however to the necessity of repainting the woodwork, replacing 
worn out bedsteads, repairing some of the inner passages, and 
recoloring the lower corridors and day rooms. We also, early m 
the year felt it our duty to comment on the very unsatisfactory 
state of the drying and scullery yard, but which subsequent y 
has been materially improved ; except on one occasion when we 
considered the quality of the milk and meat was not as goo a 
it ought to be, and had the contractors warned, the provisions a 
been excellent.

The total admissions during the year amounted to 62 — of these Kmuuomr 
11 males and 6 females were relapsed cases, and 22 males and asylu™ 
28 females cases of first attack. 

There were discharged during the year 52 patients. The Admi » sions - 
recoveries being 17 males and 8 females. Improved 15 males Discharges, 
and 9 females. Unimproved or incurable 3 males. 

Per cent, of recoveries on total number in Asylum : —

Two suicides were committed by males, one — for some years 
a patient, quiet, amenable, and generally useful man — with a 
small bit of iron hook which he found on the grounds and sharp- 
ened ; he inflicted a deep wound in his neck, severing the blood- 
vessels ; the other strangled himself in his cell at night. On 
each case a coroner’s inquest was held, attended by some of the 
Governors, acquitting the attendants of blame, but with a recom- 
mendation in the latter that a second night watch should be 
appointed. 

An average of 92 patients between males and females has been Employments, 
daily employed during the year, the former at garden and farm 
labour, in making and repairing articles of apparel, assisting 
servants, &c., the latter in needlework, knitting, washing, and 
other domestic occupations. 

We believe the capacities of the more tranquil patients are 
Wly utilized, both to their own advantage and the benefit of the 
institution. 

The amusements both in and out of doors are of the usual Amusements, 
ind and variety to be found in District Asylums — books, illustra- . 
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ted papers, drafts, cards, handball, football. There are extensive 
walks around the grounds on which the patients exercise. IVe 
regret there is no approach to a badfe, or that the monotony of the 
twelvemonth is not broken by some little festivity at Christmas 
and Easter. 

The ministrations of the Chaplains are regular, and in this 
institution appear to be particularly agreeable to the inmates 
who by' denominations on the 31st December last were

The means adopted for classification are suitable and efficient, 
its practicable object being to segregate patients with a view to 
their safety and treatment, it is very important that the 
arrangements for carrying it out should be studiously regarded, 
in futherance of which object we have directed the keeping of 
case books, in which symptoms of a marked and prominent 
character should be duly recorded. The quiet, orderly, and con- 
valescent were at the close of the year in excess of the other 
classes.

The Resident Medical Superintendent, Visiting Physician, 
Apothecary and Matrons, have discharged their respective duties 
satisfactorily during the year. 

W e have however to report the clerk and storekeeper absconded, 
when defalcations on his part amounting to £117 14s. 5 d. were 
discovered. The circumstances connected with this transaction 
were duly submitted to the Executive in connexion with the 
report of the auditor, which disclosed the particulars, in com- 
pliance with a minute that such unusual incidents in the 
financial management of district asylums should be brought 
under the cognizance of the Government. The Asylum will 
not sustain any loss by the embezzlement, as the sureties of the 
defaulter will have to make good the deficiency. 

The conduct of the attendants on the whole has been satis- 
factory. We had occasion, however, to remark upon a rising 
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nirit 0 f insubordination noticeable among some few of them from Kiixakxey 
family feuds, but which was checked by the measures adopted, 

in compliance with our suggestions, by the Board, before any overt ' 

act of indiscipline had been committed. 

As regards the accounts for 1872, owing to the absconding of Books and 
the clerk and storekeeper a few days before the audit, the auditor Accoun s - 
found them in rather a confused and imperfect state. 

The provision and clothing books were also left by him not 
fully made up, it was therefore impossible to ascertain for a 
certainty whether any shortcomings might not have existed 
though none were apparent. 

It has since been wisely determined to separate the offices of 
clerk and storekeeper. 

The total current expenditure during the year amounted Expenditure, 
to £6,4*13 14s. 9 d. at a cost per head of £24 5s. 10 d., or 12s. less 
than in 1872. 

It is nearly what the general average cost of maintenance 
is takino- the total outlay for the 22 District Asylums into account.

It is thus apparent the attendance is sufficient for the transac- 
tion of business. 

On our different visits to the Killarney Asylum as a rule we General Obser- 
found it in a praiseworthy condition, the various apartments, rations, 
corridors, dormitories, occupied by the patients remarkably clean, 
orderly, and well ventilated, in no establishment are the inmates 
more humanely treated. We consider the accommodation in 
it not adequate to the wants of the district, especially for male 
lunatics. One of the gables three stories high having shown 
tendency to a lodgment the architect of the Board of Control 
examined into its state, but for the present at least apprehends no 
danger ; in case of additions being made to the buildings, as they 
would be adjoining the main wall in question, every necessary 
precaution for the future could be adopted. 
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LETTERKENNY DISTRICT ASYLUM. 

This Asylum was opened in the year I860, for 150 males and 
150 females; no additional buildings have been since erected. 
The population of the District being about 246,000, accommoda- 
tion at the present time exists a little in excess to one for every 
thousand. There were remaining in the Asylum on the 31st last 
December, 164 males and 105 females. The average residents 
monthly, were 160 males and 108 females — the greatest number 
at any time having been 169 males and 109 females — and the least 
150 males and 104 females — the former being in February, the 
latter in July. Thus it will be observed, that while the accommo- 
dation at the male side has been invariably overcrowded, the 
female side has presented a large margin of vacancies, indicating 
a fact not however peculiar to this Asylum, that the demand for 
the admission of males is greater than for the opposite sex. 

Upon our visits of inspection during the year, we suggested 
an addition to the Asylum by the erection of a separate hospital 
at either wing of the house for males and females, calculated 
respectively to contain 25 beds. Besides affording the required 
accommodation, the plan proposed would enable patients labouring 
under contagious or epidemic disease to be isolated without 
causing any change in the usual discipline of the institution, 
the present hospital being merely one of the dormitories set 
apart for the reception of sick and. infirm patients. The over- 
crowding was so that we suggested, some of the corridors should 
be used as temporary day -rooms. This suggestion was adopted. 
We deem an increased accommodation to be highly advisable, 
as though up to the present the female divisions have not been 
fully occupied their non-occupation cannot be relied on taking 
into account the population and the number of insane returned 
as being at large. 

Another important subject to which we addressed the atten- 
tion of the Governors, was the advisability of making provision 
for a proper and continuous supply of water, the most urgent of 
all necessities in a lunatic asylum. It has failed here more than 
once, and we have reason to believe that quite recently the 
Resident Medical Superintendent has been put to considerable 
straits on the subject, having had to explore the surrounding 
neighbourhood in search of a spring. Agreeably to the wishes 
of the Board, we communicated with Mr. Neville, the Metropolitan 
Engineer, who so successfully carried out the Vartry Water 
Works, and requested him to inspect the capabilities of effecting 
a similar system of supply in this Asylum, be it by staunching 
the tank or through the agency of a fresh spring. 

Mr. Neville examined the site of two springs, and the feasibility 
of conveying water to the institution from them. One he 
particularly approved, as from its elevation a pipe from it would 
command the highest portion of the buildings ; further, the spring 
was ample even in the dryest season, not only to supply the 
institution but also the adjacent town of Letterkenny, which was 
badly in want of water during the summer months. The distance 
of the spring is about a statute mile, and the conducting pip 63

The Resident Medical Superintendent Dr. Eames in the early 
pert of the year and subsequently Dr. Merrick, reported regularly 
to the Board at their meetings upon the sanitary state of the 
house, as well as upon matters generally affecting the discipline 
and management of the establishment. 

We should state, however, that in the month of April eight 
patients died, the largest number within a similar period since 
the opening of the house, attributed to the cold easterly winds 
then prevalent, taking off old and infirm inmates. 

With reference to inspections by the Local Board, no entry 
appears upon its proceedings during the past twelvemonth of 
any formal one having been made, though individual governors 
visited the various departments of the institution. 

It would appear from a communication addressed to. the 
Inspectors by order of the Board in April, that inconvenience 
was experienced by patients being returned from workhouses 
after being sent there from the Asylum without sufficient, cause, 
which helped to some extent to produce the overcrowding on 
the male side, and to cause an uncalled for expenditure. We 
duly ' advised the Board on the subject.

Employments. Throughout the year about 90 male patients were employed, 
chiefly upon the farm, cleaning the house, tailoring, shoemakine’ 
and other useful handicrafts. And 68 females at needlework 
knitting, assisting in laundry, and miscellaneous employments. 

Amusements. The nightly performance, of a well instructed band is a char- 
acteristic of this Asylum. Great care was devoted to its forma- 
tion, and it is now the most complete of any in Irish District 
Asylums, owing to the liberality of the Board towards its main- 
tenance. We have frequently listened to it, and noted the 
evident pleasure of the patients to be present at its performances. 
The members of the band are for the most part attendants, and 
the recreation afforded by the practice involved is much to be 
appreciated in a locality like Letterkenny, where the means of 
enjoyment for the subordinate staff are limited. Instead there- 
fore, of seeking for permission to spend their evenings without 
the precincts of the Asylum, which otherwise they would wish 
to do, there is a strong inducement for them to remain at home, 
and thus a double object is accomplished. 

A number of changes from incidental causes has latterly 
taken place in the staff of this institution. On the appoint- 
ment of Dr. Eames, who had been Resident Medical Super- 
intendent in it for over 8 years, to the Cork District Asylum, 
Dr. Merrick was selected as his successor, having been previously 
the efficient Assistant Physician at Cork. Dr. Carre, the Visiting 
Physician was nominated to his present office on the resignation 
of Dr. Ashe, who accepted the appointment of Resident Medical 
Superintendent to the Londonderry Asylum. The clerk and 
storekeeper have also changed by preferment. 

The servants, with the exception of a male attendant suspended 
for drinking, have been uniformly well conducted and attentive 
to their duties. 

Expenditure. The expenditure, amounting to £7,725 -2s. lid, constitutes an 
average cost per head of £27 2s. 

Dietary. A proposition was made during the year to alter the dietary by 

lowering the quantity of meat, which we deemed it unadvisable

The accounts were reported to us as having been correctly kept Books and 
for the year 1872. The want of a properly qualified permanent Accolmts ' 
storekeeper resulted in certain unexplainable deficiencies in pro- 
visions and necessaries calculated at about £25 19s. id., but as 
the items had been accumulating for some years owing to that 
circumstance, and changes in the office of storekeeper, the auditor 
found it impossible to discover who was responsible for the loss, 
or when it might have occurred. The decision of the matter was 
therefore left in the hands of the Governors.

The financial business of the Asylum is regulated hv a 
of - the Governors, elected by the Board genially ®d called ft 
“Finance Committee,” who minutely investigate all claims and 
applications involving outlay. So far no Board is more zealom 
in the discharge of responsibilities devolving on them. 

Under the head of general observations we have no remarks 
to make beyond stating that when the additions to the Asylum 
proposed by us to relieve its overcrowded state on the male side 
are erected, and which we hope will be speedily undertaken 
the Letterkenny District Asylum will be second to’ none in 
Ireland in its organization and interior management; the grounds 
are highly cultivated, the prospect open, and the means of ven- 
tilation quite ample, sewerage pervading all parts of the establish- 
ment.

LIMERICK DISTRICT ASYLUM. 

^Tliis institution was opened in the year 1827 for 75 males and 
75 females, the District then consisting of the counties of Clare 
Kerry, and Limerick, and the city of Limerick. The counties of 
Clare and Kerry having now each an Asylum of its own, the 
present District comprises only the city and county of Limerick. 
From time to time additions have been made to increase the 
accommodation, while rooms originallyallocated to other purposes, 
as occurred frequently elsewhere, have been converted into doimi- 
tories and day rooms, but in proportion to such actual requirements 
for the insane themselves, no sufficient arrangements of a domestic 
nature -were carried out, beyond the erection of a commodious 
chapel, some improvements in the kitchen and laundry, and a 
well-constructed Turkish bath. 

The Asylum has been for several years far below the require- 
ments of the city and county, whilst conveniences have been sadly 
deficient, such as water-closets, lavatories, bath-rooms, &c., &c. ; 
the servants’ apartments too, are restricted in number and not 
of sufficient dimensions for their occupants, in fact, on an analysis 
of the atmospheric area that ought under favourable circumstances 
be apportioned to each inmate, we find in some divisions it is not 
one-half of the normal quantity ; nothing can be more prejudicial 
to patients than to be obliged to reside continuously during incle- 
ment weather, and to have their meals in closely inhabited rooms, 
a fact which was frequently made the subject of comment by us. 
Briefly it may be said that the institution, according to the 
amount of space now allowed in hospitals for the insane is over- 
crowded by at least 120 patients. The number of inmates in the 
Asylum at the close of the year was 427, very many of both sexes 
being excitable and violent, while under more appropriate circum- 
stances 320 would constitute a legitimate average. 

The exercise yards attached to the refractory divisions both 
male and female, particularly the latter, are narrow, dark and 
circumscribed, without facilities for cleanliness. The low position 
too < of the ground floors has materially interfered with the sewage, 
which, however, is in process of improvement, the conduits being 
constructed on a better principle and lower level. The structural 
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deficiencies of this Asylum are under the consideration of the Limerick 
Commission of Control, whose architect has prepared plans so as to 

meet not only the deficiencies of provision arising from the excess ’ 

of inmates as referred to, but to efl’ect an addition of 100 beds, 
with a spacious refectory, all necessary improvements. The 
proposed additions and alterations will involve a large outlay, 
probably amounting to fully £10,000, including furniture generally, 
the present being in some divisions old and unseemly, this 
expenditure we anticipate will render the Asylum very perfect in 
its details, and open out the buildings, at present confined, to the 
full participation of air and light.

Adverting to an investigation which was held at close of 
November, 1872, on the death of a patient in the Asylum, and 
already referred to in the report of the Inspector, who held a sworn 
investigation upon the particulars of the case at the Asylum 
before the Board of Governors, His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant 
on becoming officially" cognizant of the facts, by the advice of the 
Attorney-General, had the attendant who administered the bath 
immediately committed to prison for trial at the ensuing spring 
assizes (1 873), on the charge of homicide. It unfortunately happened 
that no Coroner’s inquest, as ought to have been the case, had 
been held on the deceased, a male patient, and it was nearly eight 
months after the occurrence that the particulars came to be 
inquired into. The prisoner, who was charged with the offence 
then of causing the death of the lunatic, if not by a malevolent, 
at all events by a most imprudent submersion of him in the bath, 
was acquitted by the jury. The Resident Physician, however, 
who gave directions that the bath should be administered not so 
much for a curative object as for the purpose of upholding dis- 
cipline, and who was not present when the bath was given, had

unhappily in part obliterated the original entry of the occurrence 
in the Daily Statement Book, was called upon to resign in the 
succeeding April, which he accordingly did. The Board, however 
with the full sanction of the Executive, as being a gentleman of 
remarkable benevolence, during the long period of his service and 
much liked by the patients, he could have had no improper motive 
but acted, owing to ill health, from an apathetic thoughtlessness 
on the occasion, we are happy to say, awarded him the highest 
pension that could be legally given. Subsequent to his official 
resignation, Dr. Fitzgerald held office for over three months until 
his successor was appointed, in the person of Dr. Courtenay, who 
had been Assistant Physician in a large English Asylum. 

Eighty-seven patients were admitted during the year — 8 males 
and 9 females being relapsed cases, and 42 males and 2S females 
cases of first attack. 

The discharges amounted to 57 — 23 males and 8 females 
recovered, and 10 males and 5 females improved — 6 males and 5 
females unimproved or incurable. 

The per-centage of recoveries on total number in Asylum be- 
tween both sexes was 7'40. 

Six males and 12 females died from natural causes, making the 
per cent, of deaths 4'44. 

There was one death from burning, a male patient of tranquil 
habits having unobservedly set fire to his clothes. The verdict of 
the Coroner’s jury, after minute inquiry, was to the effect that he 
committed suicide while labouring under insanity, and acquitted 
the officers and attendants in charge of all blame in the matter. 
Two attempts at suicide were made by females, but were frustrated 
by the vigilance of the attendants in charge. The cures even on 
admissions have been comparatively few, only 3 5 ‘6 per cent., 
a circumstance the Resident Medical Superintendent attributes to 
the long duration of disease, before admission, and to the over- 
crowded state of the wards, preventing proper means of classifica- 
tion and cubical space, and causing irritation among the inmates 
from their constant proximity to each other ; but if the recoveries 
were small, the per-centage of deaths was unusually low. 

About 60 male inmates have been daily employed during the 
year, principally at garden and farm labour, assisting the servants 
to clean the house, tailoring, painting, carpentry work, and shoe- 
making. A still larger, proportion of females, 128, have beer 
industriously occupied, chiefly at needlework, knitting, fancy-work, 
assisting in laundry, and other miscellaneous employments. 

The amusements consist chiefly in foot and hand ball among the 
men. Reading is a constant source of recreation, for which 
purpose the local papers, illustrated periodicals and books are 
furnished. Weekly dances attended by about 60 patients are 
held, and entertainments of a comic character,, at the same time 
simple and inexpensive when opportunities offer. 

— Breakfast — 8 ozs. of Indian meal and catlings, made into 
stirabout; 12 ozs. bread for men and 8 ozs. for women; 1 pint new 
milk ; tea.

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for such as do not use meat; 1 pint soup ; 12 ozs. bread or 3 lbs. 
potatoes for males, and 8 ozs. for females, or 2| lbs. potatoes. Supper 
—for each, 6 ozs. bread and \ pint milk ; tea. 

Extra. — Breakfast — butter, eggs. Dinner — broils, beef tea. 

Hospital. — Wine, whiskey, porter, rice, arrowroot. 

Quantity of Food consumed in the Asylum during the Year. — Beef, 

51 996 lbs. ; mutton, 10,054 lbs.; ox heads, 122 ; pork, 2,059 lbs.; bread,

The attendance of Governors at the monthly, as well as at 
adjourned meetings, which not unfrequently took place, was 
numerous in the course of the past year, when all matters con- 
nected with the administration of funds and the management of 
the institution were fully discussed. The house during the past 
year was occasionally inspected by some of the members present, 
and its condition duly entered on the minutes. With regard to 
the important subject of classification, such is the want of day 
room accommodation, and so ill-adapted in some respects the 
construction of the buildings, that it is necessarily very imperfect, 
lienee the excitement occasionally observable among the inmates,

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Limerick who according to the Resident Physician have not even a full 
District am0 unt of cubical space for pure breathing air, as well as the 
Asylum, difficulty of maintaining an effective discipline ; however the staff 
of officers of the Asylum have fulfilled the various duties allotted 
to them to the full satisfaction of the Board and of the Inspectors, 
and as a body the attendants and servants have conducted them- 
selves with great propriety, and a uniform kindness of manner 
towards the patients. The fiscal business of the institution has 
been carefully conducted in all its details on a gross expenditure of 
£9,000, or an annual average per head of £26 8s. 3c?. No errors 
were discernible, the auditor reporting in favourable terms of the 
general regularity with which the accounts were kept, and that 
the books as prescribed, though admitting of improvement, were 
on the whole accurately kept. 

General Obser- The population of the Limerick District between city and 
. Tattoos. county is , 192,000 — allowing as is the case in some districts a 

lunatic provision of one bed to 500 of the inhabitants — 380 would 
be its amount of asylum accommodation, but we find insanity 
varies in extent and character in different localities ; from the 
statistics before us we deduce that there is considerably more of 
genuine lunacy in the Limerick District than is to be found 
elsewhere in Ireland, and that types of the malady there are 
more variable and pronounced ; this fact we have frequently 
noted ip. our minutes of inspection. It is not within our pro- 
vince to theorize on the causes thereof. We simply advert to the 
result' as practically bearing on the approximate provision that 
ought to be made to meet contingent wants, and which, if 
extended to the amount just named, including hospital accommo- 
dation, appears to us as one not likely to be in excess of require- 
ments — ino doubt did auxiliary institutions exist, as originally 
suggested by us many years ago, to which from time to time in 
the, long intervals of quietude that occur so frequently among the 
permanently insane, patients might be transferred, and taken 
back in cases of dangerous relapse; a costly asylum accommo- 
dation need not be extensive, but till such institutions are esta- 
blished, with the power of moving and removing the mentally 
affected from one to another under definite regulations, no satis- 
factory solution of existing difficulties can be obtained. 

Londonderry LONDONDERRY DISTRICT ASYLUM. 

Asylum. This Asylum, opened for 60 males and a like number of female 

patients in the year 1829, is situated on the confines of the city 

of Londonderry, in a rather low position. At one time the pros- 
pect it commanded was more open than it is at present, it being 
now surrounded by wharves and buildings which stand between 
it and the sea. At the rere it is surmounted by a hill sudden y 
rising from the out offices, from which at a distance of not more 
than 200 feet, private residences, remarkable to say, have been 
built of a costly character, looking actually into the airing cour s. 
The site itself has been sadly deteriorated and confined by e 
progress of the town upon three sides, while the existing bui . 
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ings iii'fi incommodious in every respect, tliat it would perhaps he Londonderrt 

wiser for the Board of Governors to meet the difficulty at once by District 

erecting an asylum elsewhere, as frequently suggested by us. Astmm - 

Arguments, however, of more or less weight have been advanced 

by the Governors against the proposition which we have urged, 

being chiefly (1), that the present rate of extension of buildings 

in the city, hold out no certainty that the premises would realize 

their full value ; (2) that undischarged debts to counties forming 

part of the original district, would not justify them in saddling 

the ratepayers with the additional expense of building a. new 

asylum; (3) that no land could be purchased at a reasonable 

distance from Derry at a lesser rate than the ground for sale 

would now bring. The project therefore remains in abeyance. . 

The institution contained 189 patients on the 3ist last Decern- Accommoda- 
ber, 11C males and 83 females, or 50 more than its 'proper com- tion. 
plement, provision but of a very indifferent character having to 
be made from time to time for the excess, not only by the conver- 
sion of out offices and workshops into day-rooms and dormitories, 
but of the apartments of the Medical Superintendent (thus 
obliged to reside off the premises) to similar purposes. 

The population of the county of Londonderry being 183,000, 
the present legitimate accommodation may be regarded as. only 
in -the proportion of one to every thirteen hundred, of the. in- 
habitants. Notwithstanding its overcrowding — for it must be 
acknowledged, with all its defects, the situation is most 
salubrious — the sanitary state of the house was particularly good 
during the year, in regard to which and also other domestic 
matters, a report was made monthly by the Medical ; Superin- 
tendent or Visiting Physician in his absence. The various 
departments, too, were examined by the Governors, and on two 
occasions minutely in detail, accompanied by one of the Inspectors.

Classification. The thronged condition of the Asylum materially interferes 
with the efforts of the Medidal Officers to carry out a satisfactory 
classification, combined with which are the structural arrange- 
ments of the divisions, inherent defects in the buildings, and a 
scantiness of modern improvement. All that can be done is, 
however, effected, and we can bear testimony to the care bestowed 
on the inmates, the uniform cleanliness and order of the establish- 
ment, and the general discipline maintained in it. 



Dietary. The following is the scale of dietary : — 

Breakfast. — 7 ozs. meal made into porridge, and 1- quart of new 
milk ; six days in the week. Dinner — 1 quart of meat soup, males 
3£'lbs. potatoes or 12 ozs. bread; females 2«| lbs. ditto, or 8 ozs. bread. 
Fridays, 1 pint of milk in lieu of meat soup, with potatoes as above, or 
vegetable soup with bread as above. Supper — 5 ozs. meal porridge and 
£ quart«new milk. 

Extra. — Breakfast — 8 ozs. bread and quart of tea or milk. Dinner — 
\ lb- beef steak and £ quart of sweet milk. Supper — 8 ozs. bread and 
I* quart milk. 

Hospital Diet. — Specially ordered as may be necessary. 

On Sundays and Thursdays the soup is made from 40 lbs of beef 
without bone for 100 quarts, on the other days from ox heads, one 16 
lbs. weight to every 25 quarts. 

The soup also contains oatmeal with rice and peas, or garden 
vegetables.

Some changes took place in the staff of officers during the Officers, 
year, the present Resident Medical Superintendent (Dr. Ashe) 
being appointed in succession to Dr. Smith. Owing also to the 
death of the late Episcopalian Chaplain, a new appointment was 
made. The clerk and storekeeper resigned, on which occasion 
the Board determined on the salutary measure of separating the 
office of storekeeper from that of clerk, an arrangement found to 
work advantageously in other asylums, and a competent person 
was appointed to each post. All these officers have performed 
their several duties very efficiently. The conduct of the attendants 
has been satisfactory. 

The Expenditure has been £5,915 10s. lid on a daily average Expenditure 
of 190 patients, and the cost per head £31 2s. lid, as against 
£27 3s. 3d during the preceding year. We consider the cost 
per head exceedingly high, much of the extra amount in 1873 
being chargeable to repairs. 

The Board, consisting of twenty-six members, never omits to Attendance of 
form a full quorum, by which the affairs fiscal and other of the Governors, 
institution are carefully inquired into. The following are the names

The question of an increased and more suitable accommodation General Obser- 
for the lunatic poor of the wealthy and important district 0 f T “ ll0ns - 
Londonderry admits, in our opinion, of no further delay. It is 
apparent the present asylum is not only much too limited in size, 
wit that it is ill-adapted both from structural deficiency and 
situation as an institution for the treatment of insanity. For the’ 
last twenty years no useful additions have been made to the 
buildings, which in many parts are altogether out of repair. There 
easts in them a marked want of domestic requirements, both 
servants’ rooms, bath-rooms, lavatories, and water-closets. The 
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Londonderry kitchen and laundries are quite inadequate, constructed forty-five 
District years ago without suitable appliances, they have not since been 
Asylum. renova ted. Originally belonging to the asylum, and on which it 
stands, are seven acres, but the farm of sixteen acres is distinct 
and separate from them by a public road. 

No doubt the erection of a new asylum in a rural locality would 
be attended with a very large outlay, if for 240 inmates amounting 
probably to not less than £40,000, from which, in the sale of the 
present premises, there would be a deduction. Should, however, 
the old structure be enlarged, improved, fully repaired, and 
furnished, it would entail an expenditure of. many thousands; 
so the actual difference of cost between a complete institution on 
a better site and with more land, and 'holding on to the present, 
would be measured by the sum obtained on a sale of the property, 
added to that for repairs, additions, &c. If, for example, £1,000 
was had for the concerns as they are, and there was a saving on 
the score of repairs, improvements, &c., of £6,000, the district, at 
the extra cost of £24,000, would possess a perfect establishment. 
That the Grand Jury of the County feels the urgent expediency 
of securing suitable accommodation for its insane poor is clear 
from the following report: — • 

“ The Committee, however, feel it necessary to refer to the .Report to 
the Grand Jury of July last, in which the previous Report to the Grand 
Jury of two years before was specially brought to notice. The chief 
necessities then complained of as being deficient have not been supplied 
yet, and the Institution remains in a state far behind that which is 
expected of similar institutions in the present day. 

“ The Government Inspector of Asylums has recently reported on 
the insufficient provisions now existing for the proper maintenance 
of the objects of the Institution; these are chiefly — the absence of 
proper bath accommodation ; a hall for patients’ dhiing-rooms ; room 
for assembling for Divine worship ; want of water-closet accommodation 
for officers ; total insufficiency of the kitchen and laundry, and the con- 
sequent heavy charge on the County for coal ; the want of proper 
arrangement for the preparation of officers’ meals, and room for them to 
partake of their meals in. 

“ On this latter point it should be known that the meals of officers are 
cooked in the sleeping apartments of the men by a female officer, who 
has no other place to eat her meals in. 

“ The Committee observe that at a recent meeting the Committee of 
Governors Rave had a report which includes the necessity of the above, 
and. we consider that no farther delay should be allowed in the removal 
of the complaints now alluded to.

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been laid out for the maintenance of their insane poor, would have 
a fee-simple estate, and on it a perfect establishment for the 
mentally affected of the district. 

MARYBOROUGH DISTRICT ASYLUM. mabv- 

This institution, originally constructed for 104 patients, in an district 
equal proportion for males and females, was intended for a district Asylum. 
which at the period of its occupation comprised the King and state 
Queen’s Counties, and those of W estmeath and Longford. On the 
establishment of the Mullingar Asylum in 1S45 the two latter 
counties were detached, subsequently however the demand for the 
admission of patients from the King and Queen’s Counties became 
so pressing, that considerable structural additions had to be pro- 
vided, so that the Asylum is now capable of accommodating 130 
males and 130 females. 

It is situated within a half-mile of the town of Maryborough, 
and adjacent to the infirmary and gaol. The structure of cut 
stone two stories in height, with an extensive frontage of 360 
feet, is uniform and pleasing in design, but standing in a rather 
low position, and the surrounding country being flat, the views 
from it are altogether limited to its own primitive grounds of 
eight acres, and surrounded by high walls. These grounds lie 
principally in front. The portion, about one half, not under tillage, 
is tastefully laid down, well planted, and ornamented with shrubs 
and flower beds, the commodious walks intersecting them being 
prolonged around the whole enclosure, afford means for exercise 
in favourable weather to both sexes. After many years of discus- 
sion, and repeated recommendations on the part of the Inspectors, 
twenty acres of additional land were purchased, which when 
thrown into the former grounds by the removal of a gloomy 
interposing wall at the rere, and in close proximity to the building, 
a material improvement will result, and the present confined aspect 
of the establishment at large will become cheerful and airy. 

The following Table shows the distribution of the dormitories : — Accommoda- 
° tion. 



Classification of Sleeping Apartments in each Division. 
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The population of the district, being 168,000, the provisions 
for its lunatic poor at present amounts to one in every 700. There 
were remaining in the Asylum on the 31st last December 217 
inmates, thus leaving 43 vacancies — 15 male and 28 female, an 
average margin that obtained during the preceding twelvemonth 
but one which judging from our experience elsewhere may without 
due precaution be fully occupied in a couple of years. 

The Board itself employs much care, not only in the admission 
but in the discharge of patients, the advisability thereof being 
duly considered, and on the occasion of each meeting some of the 
attending members inspect the establishment in detail, reporting- 
on its condition, and as a rule in very favourable terms. We 
regret however to observe that of the 24 males and 6 females 
committed as dangerous lunatics by justices of peace during the 
year, no less than twenty were considered as unsuitable cases by 
the Resident Medical Superintendent. Hence it is to be feared 
that the discretion used by the Board in the admission of ordinary 
applicants will be frustrated by an injudicious exercise of their 
power of committal by magistrates, should it continue, as the 
overcrowding of the Asylum, the more particularly from such 
a cause, not only interferes with the treatment of those otherwise 
likely to benefit from it, but is attended with an increased local 
taxation. The Resident Medical Superintendent reported monthly 
to the Board upon the general condition of the Asylum, and 
upon its sanitary state, which but for the appearance of a few 
cases of scurvy in the spring, owing to a scarcity of vegetables, was 
uniformly good. 

Many improvements have taken place within the House during 
the year. Nearly all the corridors and day-rooms have been 
painted, and at a trifling cost, by the attendants and patients, 
to the height of four feet. The variety of colours used, contri- 
buting much to their cheerfulness. The galleries have been 
re-covered with cocoa-fibre matting, and ornamented with an 
increased number of pictures and flowering plants ; several stoves 
have also been erected, which have not only increased the 
warmth of the divisions, but from their construction diminished 
the general consumption of coal. 

Means of amusements are liberally supplied in dancing, singing, 
cards, ball playing, hand and foot ball, cricket, &c. There is a good 
magic lantern. In the several day-rooms newspapers and hooks 
of a suitable character, and bagatelle boards and drafts are pro- 
vided. 

During the day time when the weather is fine, the patients 
exercise on the grounds — the females in the morning, the males 
in the afternoon.

The accounts were kept in a creditable manner and were Books and 
satisfactorily vouched for the year 1872. The auditor reports Account9 - 
that they bore evidence of careful supervision of the fiscal affairs 
cf the Asylum by Dr. J oseph Hatched, the "Resident Medical 
Superintendent. He had only occasion in one instance to object 
~ 7 a trifling excess in an officer’s rations, the result, of misconcep- 
tion, but on which no surcharge was made. 

The various books as prescribed by the Privy Council Rules 
were regularly and accurately kept. 

The officers on the staff of the Asylum have during the year Officers, 
discharged the duties of their respective offices to the satisfaction 
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of the Board of Governors and the Inspectors. The Visitino- 
Physician obtained four months’ leave of absence on account 
of ill health — a substitute having been provided. 

The conduct of the attendants appears to have been uniformly 
good, excepting that of a male attendant, removed for ill-treatino- 
a patient, but not in any serious manner. 

The admissions during the year amounted to 83 12 males and 

5 females were relapsed cases, and 34 males and 32 females cases 
of first attack ; the discharged to 56 — 18 males and 15 females 
as recovered; 12 males and 9 females as improved; 2 males 
unimproved or incurable. No patient escaped. Two males 
attempted to do so, but were immediately retaken. 

Per cent, of recoveries on total in the Asylum — 

Male, 16; female, 15; 15-50. 

The number admitted appears to have been the largest since 
the Asylum was opened ; 40 being chargeable to the King’s 
and 40 to the Queen’s County. Strange to say amongst the 
males two had been efficient attendants in the Asylum for some 
time. A considerable proportion of the admitted were represented 
as having attempted or threatened suicide, but owing to the watch- 
fulness of the subordinates in charge, no untoward event resulted. 

The deaths — 12 males and 10 females — all proceeded from 
natural causes. 

Per cent, of deaths on total number in the Asylum — 

Male, 5 ; female, 5 ; total, 8. 

A daily average of 99 males and 64 females have been employed 
at useful and profitable work on the farm and within doors. 
The late purchase has afforded an opportunity for turning to 
account the labour of a larger number of the males accustomed 
to agricultural pursuits, and at the same time of furnishing- a 
healthy source of occupation. As is usual in District Asylums, 
many of both sexes were engaged in cleaning the house, yards, 
&c., and at handicrafts, the proceeds of which, utilized in the 
establishment, to some extent contributed to lower the expense, 
such as making up female apparel, tailoring, shoemaking, car- 
pentry, and painting ; eighteen men were employed daily at 
pumping water. 

We have but few suggestions to make in. regard to the Mary- 
borough District Asylum, which has been most creditably con- 
ducted. On each inspection we recorded in our minutes the neat 
and orderly condition in which we found the institution, the 
evident care bestowed on the inmates, and the quiet discipline 
applied in its management. We would, however, recommend 
that the boundary wall between the two divisions of the farm 
should be levelled, and that a suitable fence be at once constructed 
to enclose the three exposed sides of the late purchase. Inde- 
pendent of economy and increased employment for the patients, 
one of our main objects in urging on the Board the expediency 
of a large addition of land, was to to afford amplitude of space 
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■ nd more personal freedom out of doors to the patients, many of 
whom, from the nature of their malady, are doomed to a life-long

MONAGHAN DISTRICT ASYLUM. 

. . . . _ Monaghan 

Tins Asylum is one of very recent construction, being rum district 

occupied in 1869. It was built for 340 patients, belonging to a Asylum. 

district comprising the counties of Cavan and Monaghan, with a gtate 
conjoint population of 269,733 ; the provision is thus about 1 to 
every 800 inhabitants. 

The site is close to the town of Monaghan, on a gentle acclivity, 
commanding an extensive prospect over an undulating country 
in front. 

The buildings are extensive, composed of a massive centre and 
out-detached blocks at either sides, between both capable to 
accommodate eighty inmates. 

The interior organization of the establishment is in every 
respect well adapted to its object, the day-rooms, corridors, and 
dormitories being spacious, lightsome, and airy ; the domestic 
arrangements, kitchen, laundries, out-offices, are in character, 
while the furniture generally is ample, and of good quality. The 
farm of forty acres, previously worn, and of an inferior soil, has 
not as yet reached a prosperous state of cultivation, but improves 
from year to year, and is being tastefully planted. 
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On the Slst December last there were in the Asylum 162 m 1 
and 147 females, the daily average during the vear beino- 1 wJ* 63 
both sexes, 226, from which it will be obvious that no un6,» 
pressure existed. uue 

Though no inconvenience from want of space was felt durum 
1373, yet from the steady growth of admissions, and the number 
of lunatics at large, it may fairly be anticipated that in course of 
time there will be few or no vacancies. In anticipation of such 
an event, the Resident Medical Superintendent submitted to the 
Board in August last a scheme for altering certain parts of the 
Asylum, by which, at a very slight cost, an addition of from 
forty to fifty beds would be obtained. The feasibility of carry- 
ing out these alterations having been examined into' by us and 
meeting our approval, the proposed plan has been sanctioned bv 
the Board of Control. J

The Resident Medical Superintendent reported carefully and 
fully to the Board at each of its meetings upon the general state 
and wants of the establishment, as well as its sanitary condition, 
which throughout the year was remarkably good. The house was 
inspected by members assembled on the following dates, and 
found in good order on each occasion : — 13th February, 8th May, 
12th June, 10th July, 14th August, 11th September, 13th 
November, and 11th of December. 



Dietary. The scale is as follows : — 



Ordinary.- — Breakfast — 8 ozs. of meal, made into stirabout, with 
3 quart of sweet milk. Dinner— 1 pint of meat soup, with 3 lbs. of 
potatoes for males, and 2 lbs. for females.

The admissions amounted to 110, of whom 3 males and 3 Admissions, 
females were relapsed cases, and 67 males and 37 females cases 
of first attack. 

There were discharged 25 males and 19 females recovered, 4 Discharges, 
males improved, and 1 male and 1 female unimproved, or incur- 
able. 

The percentage of cures on total number in Asylum : — 

Male, 11-8; female, 10-8— 11-4. 

The bodily condition of the larger number of the patients when 
admitted was marked by great debility — for example, one patient 
died on the third day after admission, another on the eighth, 
and another on the sixteenth. 

The deaths, 28 in number — 20 males and 8 females — arose from Deaths, 
natural causes, their per cent, being 7'2. 

It is satisfactory to be able to report that owing to the zeal, 
and efficiency of the attendants, though new to their duties, no 
death from accident, violence Or suicide has occurred in this 
Asylum. 

There was one attempt at escape ; the patient was retaken in 
a few minutes. 

An average of 70 males was employed at various domestic, Employments 
agricultural, and handicraft occupations during the year, and one 
still larger, of 102, on the. female side of the house at needlework, 
knitting, assisting in the laundries, kitchen, &c. The opportunity 
of utilizing skilled labour is judiciously turned to account. 

Ninety-six males and 54 females are enabled to share in the Amusements, 
amusements and. means of recreation afforded, which within doors 
consist of cards, dominoes, drafts, reading light literature, illus- 
trated periodicals ; and out of doors. For some few patients who 
evince superior intelligence, or whose education is above the 
average, books suited to their mental capacities are provided.

The officers attached to the Monaghan Asylum, both interior 0fficers - 
and exterior, have discharged their respective functions in a highly 
efficient manner, and appear to have been seconded by the atten- 
tion and uniform good conduct of the servants and attendants in 
their several departnients. ) 
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The classification of the inmates of this Asylum we found 
arranged upon those principles which we approve, and there 
being ample space, and structural facilities, every means *■ 
afforded for carrying it out in an efficient manner. The Resident 
Medical Superintendent, Dr. Robertson, who has had experience 
of the system adopted in England, bestows much attention to 
the subject, and, indeed it may be regarded as indicative of the 
absence of restraint generally in Irish Asylums. We notice that 
while 22 males and 33 females were in temporary seclusion, there 
was only one male under restraint during the year. The neces- 
sity for restraint in this case, for very brief periods, arose from a 
marked homicidal impulse which the lunatic occasionally 
evinced. 

The total disbursements for the year have been £7,417 19s. id 
and the average cost per head nearly £24 ; during the previous 
year it was £22 11s. Qd., the increased difference incurred being 
ascribable to a general rise in the price of all consumable articles. 

The fiscal books have been kept in a very satisfactory manner. 
The accounts for 1872 were found regular, and the various charges 
duly authorized and supported by the necessary vouchers. The 
Auditor, however, observed that during this year the laundry 
book, required by Rule XCIV. of the Privy Council Code, had 
not been regularly filled up by the Laundress, nor the inventory 
of furniture, beds, &c., in proper form by the Clerk, as required 
by Rule LXVII. 

These defects have, however, been repaired by the complete 
and accurate manner in which all the books were kept during the 
year 1873, the disbursements, as previously, having been duly 
authorized and vouched. We have every reason to be satisfied at 
the business-like manner and accuracy with which the various 
returns and communications are transmitted to our office. 

The worldng of the Monaghan District Asylum has been 
hitherto successful in its results, and productive of the greatest 
benefit to the community of the district at large, a fact which, 
fully appreciated by all classes, we anticipate will continue to be 
equally felt. 

There are, however, certain deficiencies, particularly in regard 
to interior comforts, and an agreeable homeliness of appearance, 
we should like to see made up. Many of the day-rooms and 
corridors look cold and cheerless from the want of furniture and 
a little ornamentation, to be had at a very trifling expense, 
Where from forty to fifty thousand pounds are expended,, as has 
been an average, on the construction of each district Asylum, the 
saving in . annual outlay of a few pounds should not mar the 
interior aspect of great public establishments, or abstract from the 
social enjoyment of their inmates, who in truth benefit by their 
possession. 

Lunatics, even of the humblest and most uneducated class, 
value, as it were, domestic appearance, as evidenced at the 
Monaghan Asylum, which contains more glass, and of larger 
dimension, than, perhaps, any similar institution of the kind in 
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the Three Kingdoms, yet breakages or injury of any kind to such Attendance of 
fragile materials it may be said, are unknown in it. Governors.

MULLINGAR DISTRICT ASYLUM. Moliamai 

District 

This Establishment was opened in the year 1855 for the Asylum. 

counties of Westmeath, Meath, anS. Longford, which constitute the 

District. The population of these three counties being 245,000, btate ' 
and the Asylum at present being capable of containing 400 
patients — 200 males and 200 females- — there is thus provided . for 
the lunatic poor of the District, accommodation for about two 
in every eight hundred of the inhabitants. The Asylum was 
originally constructed for 150 patients of each sex, but after some 
years it was found necessary to make additions for 50 male and 
50 female patients owing to the pressure for admission, which 
threatened not only to absorb the available space, but overcrowd 
the house. There remained in the Asylum on the 81st last De- 
cember, 222 males and 176 females — or 22 more on the male side 
and 2 4 less on the female side than the actual number of beds 
provided. Whereas, the average numbers of residents monthly 
in the house during the year were 210 males and 181 females. 

From these returns it would appear that the male side is rather 
overcrowded whereas the female side is short of its allotted 
number. 

The Asylum is situated at about the distance of half a mile 
from the town of Mullingar, and stands on a somewhat level site, 
which detracts from the architectural effect of the edifice itself, 
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Mullingar one of the finest and most extensive in Ireland. The m-omul 
AbyIum T in front are am P le > and tastefully laid out, being divided into 

' knots and parterres which are ornamented with flowers in great 

profusion and variety. There is a small conservatory on the 
grounds in which some exotics and liot-house fruit are grown 
tended to by the patients under careful supervision ; indeed the 
cheerful and varied aspect these front grounds present is mate- 
rially due to their labour. 

Accommoda- The Resident Medical Superintendent reported to the Board 
tlon - of Governors at each monthly meeting during the year upon the 

general state of the house, particularly as regards its sanitary 
condition, which was uninterruptedly good. The diiferent depart- 
ments of the Asylum were inspected by them upon the follow- 
ing dates : — 13th March, 8th May, 12th June, 10th July, llth 
September, 9th October, and 13th November. On each occasion 
a favourable record was entered on the minutes.

Admissionsand The admissions during the year amounted to 100 — of these, 
Discharges. X4 males and 10 females were relapsed cases, and 45 males and 
31 females cases of first attack. 

Discharged, 20 males and 21 females recovered, 1 male im- 
proved, and 1 male and 2 females unimproved or incurable. 

The per cent, of recoveries on total number in Asylum was 
10'32, and that on deaths — 18 males and 27 females — to 91, No 
death occurred from accident, neither was there any attempt 
to escape. 

Employments. An average of 93 male inmates have been employed daily in 
this Asylum — principally at farm and garden labour, assisting 
servants to clean the house, shoemaking, and carpentry. On the 
female side 120 in needlework, knitting, assisting in laundry, 
cleaning the house, and other domestic avocations. The industry 
of the patients in this Asylum, as in the others generally, is 
turned to profitable account for the establishment in the making 
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of socks, shirts, dresses, &c., to the extent of many hundreds of Mhllixgae 
each during the year. Distent 

The land belonging to the institution, and which after some 
years of discussion between the Board and Inspectors, who strongly Land, 
urged the expediency of its enlargement, has been increased, and at 
present amounts to seventy statute acres ; it is in a very forward 
state of cultivation, and produces highly remunerative crops. In 
fact it has become a sort of model farm in the county under the 
management of the Resident Physician. 

The usual means of amusing the patients open to their influence, Amusements, 
were employed during the year — consisting of books, papers, 
bagatelle, cards, ball playing, draughts, &c. There is a very good 
band attached to this Asylum, which plays very frequently, much 
to the gratification of the inmates generally, and thus with bene- 
lieial effects, if not in a curative at least in a tranquilizing point 
of view. Reading is also largely indulged in here. At the cus- 
tomary festival seasons, several forms of suitable pleasure and 
relaxation are permitted, made all the more enjoyable by the 
more generous description of diet sanctioned by the Governors.

The system adopted in this Asylum of separating the patients Classification, 
according to the several forms of their malady, appeared to us an 
efficient one. As in most District Asylums, there were in this 
Asylum a few cases — 4 males and 6 females — who had to be 
placed under restraint, such as camisoles, on account of dangerous 
tendencies, but at no time was it maintained longer than was 
absolutely necessary. 

Ordinci/i'y. — Breakfast — 6 days in the week — 8 ozs. oatmeal made into Dietary, 
stirabout, and 1 pint new milk • 1 day in the week — 8 ozs. bread and 
1 pint new milk. Dinner — 4 days in the week — 8 ozs. bread and 8 ozs. 
meat ; 4 days in the week — 1 pint soup, with vegetables ; 3 days in the 
week — 10 ozs. bread and 1 pint cocoa. Supper — males — 8 ozs. bread 
and 1 pint cocoa ; females — 6 ozs. bread and 1 pint cocoa.

willing co-operation between them appears to have existed and 
which is so desirable. The Resident Medical Superintendent 
reports that he is singularly fortunate in having associated with 
him persons who acquit themselves of their different functions 
with readiness and care. 

The attendants, both male and female, have also conducted 
themselves in a very becoming and attentive manner. Much 
anxiety is felt in the desire to retain servants when they become 
trained. Dr. Berkeley reporting that such places becoming vacant 
he finds an increasing difficulty in procuring suitable candidates. 
It is, therefore, all the more desirable that a remunerative rate of 
wages should be attached to these situations, decidedly some- 
thing higher than what is here given, the more especially when 
the nature of the duties are taken into account. They require 
skill and intelligence, in the first .instance, and after having 
acquired the necessary experience and become useful hands they 
weary of their employment, and seek the change which some 
other calling may offer. The only inducements to stay appear to 
be a prospect of a small increase and the retiring pension. 

The expenditure amounted to £9,699 14s. lOd. ; daily average 
number of patients, 391; average cost per head, £24 16s., as 
against £23 2s., during the preceding year. 

The several items of expenditure for 1872 were duly vouched, 
and the accounts were kept in a satisfactory manner by the Clerk, 
he having been divested of the duties appertaining to the stores, 
and a trustworthy servant, who . had gained the confidence of the 
Board and the Resident Medical Superintendent, appointed Store- 
keeper-, with a small addition to his wages, which, if he continues 
to give satisfaction, may be deemed not at all commensurate with 
the increased responsibility and labour imposed upon him. This 
plan of dividing the duties of Clerk and Storekeeper was adopted 
here, at our request, having been found to work so well as a 
mutual check in other Asylums, besides relieving the Clerk, who 
had been an over-worked officer. 

There was a disallowance in regard -to a local contract for 
this year, similar to one at Enniscorthy, and no surcharge 
made, as the allowance was based on equitable grounds, which, 
however, we anticipate will be properly adjusted. The Farm 
Book, prescribed by the 102nd Privy Council Rule, was not kept 
up by the Land Steward, or rather the keeper who acted as 
such, during a portion of the year. Neither were entries accu- 
rately made in the Laundry Book. The Resident Medical 
Superintendent undertook that these books should be strictly 
attended to in future, agreeably to the regulations, 
f In no District Asylum in Ireland do the Governors take a 
deeper interest in the well-being of the institution under their 
immediate local control than in the Mullingar ; hence, in a great 
measure, not only the uniform cleanliness and order which it 
presents, but the considerate kindness and care bestowed on its 
inmates so observable to us on our many visits and inspections. 
Were we to notice any deficiencies in the present report, and in- 
deed we are bound to add, that wants remarked on by us have, 
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as a rule, been remedied, we would refer .to the rather nude and 
unfinished state of some of the day-rooms and corridors; the 
former, we think, should be panelled, not alone for comfort sake 
but for economy. Another desideratum will, we think, be soon 
reached, viz., of a dining-hall, some of the apartments in which 
the inmates, both males and females, take their three meals daily, 
being fully one hundred and sixty yards from the kitchen, as we 
can testify from a personal measurement. 

On a visit to the Institution early in the year the late Lord 
Lieutenant drew attention specially to the manifest want of proper 
means to extinguish fire, should such unhappily break out. We 
now advert to the subject as one of paramount importance, and 
in regard to which no substantial action has since been taken.

This institution was opened in 1853 for 150 males and 150 Asyxum. 
females, the counties comprised in the District being then as at state, 
present Fermanagh, and Tyrone, Subsequent additions have.-ex- 
tended the accommodation to , 510, by which a provision of 1 to 
every 700 of the inhabitants is obtained. The site of the Asylum 
is particularly favourable in a sanitary point of view, being on an 
open elevation over a small and clear river, in which the patients 
oatne during the summer months.

-There were remaining on the 31st December,. 1873, 268 males 
and 194 females, or 12 more on the male and 60 less on the 
female side than the legitimate number. - This inequality in the 
. proportion of sexes is alike noticeable in some other- institutions 
whether as regards, the monthly average, or the actual residents at 
the .close of the year. Although the insane at large of 'other sexes 
closely approximate, we can only account for the discrepancy in 
this and other exceptional cases by attributing it to the operation 
of the 30th and 31st Vic., cap. 1 18, a larger number, of males being 
committed as dangerous under its provisions than females, which 
-perhaps, is to be expected, taking all things into consideration' 
but particularly the greater tendency among men to intoxication 
in some localities. The fact, however, remains as stated, and the 
Resident Medical Superintendent is obliged to meet the pressure 
on the male side as he. best can, it being obvious that vacancies 
cannot be utilized for that purpose. We adverted to this subject 
in our local minutes, recommending the exercise of caution in 
admission's, but at the same time expressing fear that through 
irregular committals our public asylums by degrees would be 
converted, into chronic hospitals.

The Resident Medical Superintendent reported to the Board at 
its meetings in his usual careful manner upon the general con- 
dition of the Asylum. The Governors, however, who from time 
to time visited its various departments, considering probably that 
no cause of complaint or dissatisfaction existed, did not enter their 
notes of inspection in the monthly proceedings transmitted to us.

On our different inspections we. certainly found the institution to „ Omaoh 
be conducted in a satisfactory manner, and maintained with a due District 
regard to cleanliness, order, and ventilation, the patients appearing ' AaY1,UM ' 

to be kindly and judiciously treated, as a body remarkably healthy, 

and enjoying, great personal . freedom. Early in the year we 
directed attention' t.o the state of the woodwork in several of the ; 
corridors- and' day-rooms, which for its preservation .requited 
painting, as also to the flagging in some of the passages in the 
lower story, and leading to the out-offices, which we found much 
worn, and requiring-immediate repair; our suggestions upon these 
points were duly attended to. - - 

The admissions . in 1873 amounted to 140 — 21 males and 15 Admissions, 
females being. -relapsed, and- 51 males and 47 females- cases of. 
first attack. . 

With reference to admissions, from his experience of the past- 
year, Dr. West, the Resident Physician, dwells on the great dis- 
advantage accruing to patients in not being sent by their friends 
in the early stages of their malady when asylum treatment would 
be beneficial, lengthened delays rendering many cases hopeless, 
and inducing fatal results both from physical debility and nervous 
prostration. 

There were discharged 41 males and 26 females recovered, 3 Discharges, 
males and 6 females improved, and 5 males and 2 females 
unimproved or incurable. 

Per cent, of recoveries on total number in Asylum was ITS. 

Nineteen males and 16 females died; all from natural causes, Deaths, 
constituting a per-centage of deaths of 6. 

No actual escape was effected, but there were a few attempts, two 
of which through the co-operation of the Constabulary were 
frustrated. , ... 

An average of 103 male patients was employed daily throughout Employments, 
the year,- principally on the land, and in garden labour— the pre- 
sent farm - affording full occupation -for those- whose physical 
strength is equal to it — cleaning the divisions and handicraft work 
occupied about 46 more. The average of females engaged in 
sewing, knitting, crochet work, the laundries, kitchen, and other 
domestic works amounted in like manner to 110. 

Amusements in this Asylum are conducted on a liberal scale, Amusements. 
240 of the inmates being enabled to join in them. They consist 
of draughts, Chinese billiards, nine pins, steeplechase game, 

American skittles, dominoes, cards, bagatelle, music and dancing, 
as well as occasional walking parties outside the grounds. Reading 
also commands its share of attention, chiefly of periodicals and 
newspapers, and the latter as a rule, it may be said are much prized 
11 Irish Asylums, as they give rise to discussion and exchange of 
political opinion, which go a great way in relieving the monotonous 
life of the more intelligent inmates. There is in this Asylum an 
excellent band, the services of which are frequently taken advan- 
tage of in giving evening entertainments.

The Resident Medical Superintendent has been both anxious 
and successful in his efforts to render classification of his patients 
thoroughly efficient for practical purposes. Violent cases are placed 
in temporary seclusion, and restraint resorted to only in extreme 
cases, and in a very modified form — principally to prevent refrac- 
tory patients from removing bafidages, or inflicting injuries on 
themselves. 

The officers have performed their duties severally in a highly 
efficient manner. Some changes took place during the year, the 
late clerk resigned, and xvas succeeded by one who had filled a 
similar post in the Letterkenny Asylum. A change also took 
place in the appointment of Protestant Chaplain. 

The attendants were attentive to their duties, and their conduct 
has -been reported to us as generally good throughout the year. 
At the August meeting of the Board, however, the Resident 
Medical Superintendent brought certain irregularities on the 
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mrt of three male servants before it, but not of a serious nature ; Omagh 
two were reprimanded, and one fined. Towards the close of the 2™?™ 
year the bandmaster was dismissed. 

J The expenditure amounted to £10,859 Os. 9 d., at an average Expenditure, 
cost per head of £20 Is. 9d., as against £18 14s. 9d. in 1872. 

The increase in 1873 was owing to an excess in the item of coal of 
£428 16s. 5 d., and in the providing, at a cost of £127 11s., of a 
hose in connexion with the steam pump, to be used in ease of fire. 

The accounts for 1872 were accurately kept, and all the charges 
adequately vouched. The auditor testifies in his report to the 
admirable manner in which the late clerk discharged his duties. 

The various books also as prescribed by the Privy Council Books and 
Rules were severally and fully entered up.

RICHMOND DISTRICT ASYLUM. 

The Richmond or Metropolitan Asylum, now the largest in 
Ireland, was opened for the reception of patients on the 29th May 
1830. _ As in our last report we devoted a separate section 
epitomizing the origin and progressive enlargement of this 
institution, and at the same time availed ourselves of the oppor- 
tunity to refer generally to the existing and previous accommo- 
dation for lunatic cases m Ireland, recognising in the history of 
the Richmond Asylum an illustration of the extent of insanity 
in this country, and the development of the means to insure its 
proper treatment, we do not deem it necessary on the present 
occasion to dwell -upon its antecedent circumstances The 
counties comprised in the present District are Dublin includinu 
the Metropolis, Louth, Meath, and Wicklow, and the county of 
the town of Drogheda. ■ J 

The present accommodation extends to a total of 1,040—475 
males and 565 females. The population of the District being 
682,167, a provision is thus established at the rate of one bed to 
about every six hundred of the inhabitants. On the 31st last 
December there were 450 males and 552 females, being 25 under 
the prescribed number on the male side and 13 on the female 
side. 

The daily average resident during the year was 456 males and 
541 females ; and as there were remaining in the Asylum on the 
31st December, 1872, 455 males and 525 females, it would appear 
fiom these figures that the actual numbers have closely approxi- 
mated to the prescribed accommodation, but without being in 
excess for the last two years. 

The admissions amounted to 429. Of these 45 males and 44 
females were relapsed cases, and 146 males and 194 females 
cases of first attack. 

A subject of some importance occupied our attention in the 
course of the year, with reference to the admission of a class 
of persons committed to prison by the city divisional magistrates 
for drunkenness, insubordination, and violence in the public 
streets, and altogether comprising females of abandoned habits of 
life, utterly regardless of every principle of morality. In the 
first instance these individuals were not charged with offences in 
regard to which a question of insanity could be raised, but were 
simply committed to prison for different periods of confinement. 

As a rule, it might be said of many of them that after a few 
days’ detention they become so insubordinate, so wantonly , 
destructive of property, and so indifferent to restraint, as to 
induce the prison authorities to believe that such misconduct 
must be attributable to mental derangement. Certified to as 
being lunatics and subsequently placed in the Asylum they at 
once become amenable and frequently useful, and as a matter of 
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course discharged at the expiration of their period of imprisonment. 
Sometimes a week or a fortnight would have scarcely elapsed until 
they were again brought before the magistrates, sentenced, and 
retransferred to the Asylum with the same results. It is no 
doubt a matter of some difficulty to decide how far habits 
of profligacy, intemperance, and depravity in its every form may 
be regarded as more correctly indicative of criminality or 
insanity — at the same time we have frequently visited members 
of the class above alluded to both in prison and at the Asylum, 
and in no case discovered delusions, on the contrary, some of these 
young women were well informed, intelligent, and all perfectly 
conscious of the distinction between right ' and wrong. The 
conclusion arrived at after a consultation with the Inspectors- 
General of Prisons, who were naturally anxious to get rid 
of such offenders from institutions under their control, was con- 
veyed in a communication to the Executive, in which we recom- 
mended that for the future the divisional magistrates should in 
awarding punishment on these individuals, regulate the period 
of confinement in proportion to the repetition of their misconduct, 
on a cumulative principle, as thus an opportunity would be 
afforded of recommitting them to prison from the Asylum if such 
was deemed advisable, or of transferring them to reformatories. 
In this opinion the Resident Physician of the Richmond, who has 
oreat experience on the subject as well as the Medical attendants 
at the city prisons, fully concurred.

287 were discharged— 88 males and 123 females as recovered; 
35 males and 26 females as improved ; and 9 males and 6 females 
as unimproved ; the per-centage of recoveries on the total under 
treatment being 1 5. 

64 males and 56 females died, all from natural causes, a per- 
centage on a like calculation of 8 - 50. 

The mortality has been pretty much in the same proportions 
as last year, and cannot be considered high under the circum- 
stances of an institution thronged with old and debilitated inmates. 
The increase, though small yet constant, in admissions and in the 
daily average number resident for some years past, all point to a 
difficulty in meeting the demands of the District for accommoda- 
tion. A margin of only twenty-eight vacancies is very scanty in 
so great a metropolitan establishment. 

It is very gratifying that we have no attempts at suicide 
to notice, and the more so as the number of cases reported with 
suicidal tendency was large ; neither was there any serious 
accident or permanent escape. 

An average of 325 male patients was employed during the 
year — 90 at garden and farm labour, 14 shoemaking, 4 carpentry 
work, 6 painting, 13 tailoring, 69 assisting servants to clean the 
house, 12 at miscellaneous occupations, and 117 attended at the 
schools. 

On the female side 401 of the inmates were regularly engaged — 
137 at needlework,’ 15 at knitting and quilting, 62 assisted in the 
laundry, and 80 cleaning the dormitories, &c. 
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The Board of Governors of the Richmond Asylum provide on Richmond 
a liberal and varied scale for - the amusement of the very large asyIujT 

proportion of the inmates — 310 males and 320 female's — who are 

lible to partake therein ; and in this respect as well as in all Amusements, 
others bearing directly on the moral and material well being of 
the patients, and in the promotion of their mental and physical 
health, co-operates with thhexperienced Medical. Officers, -a-prin- 
ciple which generally recommends itself for adoption. 

The vigorous and healthy male patients have cricketing, hand- 
ball, and football provided ; bagatelle, cards, chess, and other 
similar games for those whose mental capacity is equal to them. 

There are magic lantern exhibitions and other like entertainments, 
enjoyed even by the imbecile, whose faculties for the time being- 
are aroused to something like healthy action. Newspapers, 
books on history, fiction, general literature, are provided for the 
more intelligent. The well-appointed band belonging to the 
Institution attend the fortnightly balls. Out-door entertainments, 
which excite a very general interest among the. patients, are 
permitted during the summer; and until lately the friends of 
the patients and other outsiders were admitted as spectators 
under certain restrictions.

The average attendance of patients at morning and evening 
prayers in the year 1873 was 733, and at religions services on 
Sundays and Holidays, 515. 

It is only natural to expect that in this the Metropolitan Classification. 
District Asylum, with its large number of patients and adequate 
staff, the latter including as it does so many experienced medi- 
cal officers, and the establishment being under the close and 
constant supervision of the Inspectors, and, taking its structural 
facilities into .account, that the classification of the patients 
according to the governing features of their malady, should 
be effective for all practical objects, and such we found to be the 
case ; hence it may be said no escape or untoward accident 
occurred, while the seclusions on all occasions, and some, but 
for a few hours, amounted only in the year to 121, the assigned 
cause in 82 cases being violence after epileptic fits. The shower- 
bath, which like seclusion, should be used as a remedial agent, 
lias come to be generally considered as being bad recourse to solely 
for the maintenance of discipline. The Resident Medical Super- 
intendent has been induced by this feeling to make a trial of its 
discontinuance during the greater part of the year.

The officers.of this Asylum have afforded the Board of Gover- 
nors, as well as the Inspectors, an unmixed satisfaction during 
the year under review. We have uniformly found them attentive 
to their duties, and considerate to the well-being and comfort 
of the patients in the various departments under their charge. 
The Resident Medical Superintendent has rendered during 
his tenure of office, we are bound to state, essential services, 
exercising a wise discretion in management, and in the allocation of 
the different divisions of the House to the purposes for which 
they were peculiarly suited. The Institution is not only large 
in regard to the number of patients in it, but from its construc- 
tion is extensively diffused, consisting of three large piles of 
buildings at considerable distances from each other, all under the 
immediate superintendence of Dr. Lalor, aided by the Assistant to 
the Resident Superintendent and the Apothecary. From the size 
of the Asylum it was deemed advisable to attach to it two Visiting 
Physicians who attend daily, affording the benefit of tlieir advice 
both in mental and corporeal affections. A Surgeon, under the 
Privy Council Rules, also forms a member of the medical staff. 
Two spare chapels of suitable construction, one for Protestants the 
other for Roman Catholics, have been erected on the grounds, 
detached, at which religious services are constantly celebrated 
by the Chaplains, who independently visit frequently during 
the week, and at all times when specially required. The 
servants and attendants of the Richmond Asylum comprise 
a very large number of individuals, amounting to 96. We have 
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very great satisfaction in stating that, notwithstanding the prox- Richmond 
unity of the Asylum to a large city, and the freedom of exit Dbtbiox 
allowed to the domestics of all classes, they are remarkable for AsYI,IiM ' 
their sobriety as a body and uniform good conduct. We deem 
it further but justice to state that the fiscal business of the Rich- 
mond Asylum is most correctly conducted in every branch, as 
evinced by the fact that since the appointment ' of Auditors, 
although an annual sum averaging about £30,000 and exceeding 
a total of £160,000 has been expended, no disallowance has 
hitherto been debited against the Board. 

The expenditure for 1873 has been £27,638 0s. 6 d. ; an average Expenditure, 
cost per head of £27 14s. 5(7., or £2 7s. 1 d. less than in. 1872. 

There has been a decrease of expenditure under every head of 
service, except fuel and light, in which there has been an increase 
of £1,548 17s. icl. 

The Accounts for the years 1872 and 1873 were accurately Books and 
and carefully kept, and all the Books as prescribed by the Accounts, 
regulations. In his report for 1873, addressed to us, the Auditor 
recommends an alteration with a view to a closer correspond- 
ence between the cash book and the monthly expenditure. In 
this we concur, as we are of opinion, as recorded in our general 
observations, that to obviate perplexity in dealing with returns 
embracing the same outlay and only differing in the periods of 
their preparation, or the quarters to which they are transmissible, 
their headings should be assimilated. It is due to the Resident 
Medical Superintendent to state that he brought this matter 
before his Board in July, at the same time pointing out the 
inconvenience arising from the want of uniformity complained 
of, and explaining that in the annual account there are 15 head- 
ings, in the assizes returns 15, in the quarterly account 23, 
and in the monthly expenditure book 19; there being nothing 
in the Privy Council Rules, or the requirement of our office, 
to prevent the adoption by the Board of uniform and much 
simpler forms, which would be an obvious saving of time and 
labour, he strongly recommended it. We hope during the present 
year this desirable improvement will be effected. 

In former reports we had occasion to refer to the paucity of Attendance of 
Governors of this the largest Asylum in Ireland, and the duties G<mrlwri 
they imposed on themselves by a regular fortnightly attendance, 
which they deem necessary for its efficient management and 
control. We brought the subject on more than one occasion 
under the notice of the Executive. Early last year eleven addi- 
tional Governors were appointed, selected in due proportion from 
the City and County of Dublin, and Counties of«Wicklow and 
Louth The attendance now, regular as before, is much increased 
numerically. W e trust that this increase will eventuate in the 
formation of a Visiting Committee; as, taking the size of the 
Institute into account, it would be utterly impossible for any of 
the Members of the Board to report from personal observation 
npon the Institute on the day of meeting. In the absence of 
such a Committee the Governors rely on the Inspectors for 
assistance and advice in detail, referring to them all matters for 
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Richmond tlieir opinion and arbitration connected with domestic arran 
aSIdT ments - Our 'visits were consequently very frequent during tfe

SLIGO DISTRICT ASYLUM. 

This institution, situated a little less than a mile from the town, 
and itself a conspicuous object, commands an extensive view of 
wooded and mountain scenery ; attached to it are nearly five 
acres of land tastefully planted and in a high state of cultivation. 
The buildings form an irregular quadrangle, with a large project- 
ing centre and gables ; they are very ornate and of cut stone. 
The interior of the house js on the whole lightsome, airy, and 
well-designed ; the day-rooms, unlike any other arrangement in 
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tliis country, are in parts made out of the corridors, communicating Sugo 

with large recesses, having bay windows in front. District 

The Asylum, now occupied nearly fifteen years, was constructed AsYLUM ' 
for 125 of either sex. On the 31st last December it contained 
lot males and 127 females, or, between both, 28 in excess of the 
legitimate number, at the same time that the infirmaries were 
converted from a totally different object than at first intended, 
namely, into dormitories for farm labouring patients. No doubt, 
up to the present there has been an immunity from fevers of a 
dangerous type and from epidemics, but as its continuance cannot 
be guaranteed, we have for some time strongly adverted to the 
expediency of a proper and distinct hospital. 

The population of the district, Sligo and Leitrim, amounts to 
220,000, so the provision for the insane belonging to it is somewhat 
over one in a thousand — too limited a proportion — particularly 
as we find the late admissions are from the remote portions of the 
counties, which hitherto had not taken due advantage of the 
establishment.

tendent adverting to the form of the malady in -which they 
mostly supervene — namely, “recurrent insanity,” states that 
when the intervals are likely to be of long duration, and where 
the patients have friends who are able to take care and be re- 
sponsible for them, his colleague and he have had no hesitation 
in recommending such cases for discharge, in order to relieve the 
institution of the cost of their maintenance during those periods. 
There can be no doubt in our opinion the economic saving effected 
by this plan strongly recommends it for adoption, when, as here 
much judgment is exercised, the more particularly if space in the 
asylum is an object as well ; but it should also be viewed in 
another aspect — namely, the risk that may be seen in discharging 
as temporarily cured patients liable periodically to insane out- 
breaks of violence, as they might do great mischief before being 
re-admitted. 

The deaths — all from natural causes — occurred in 15 males 
and 11 females. 

The number of recoveries and deaths was mainly the same 
during the year, or 27 of either, constituting a per-cehtage of 7'6 
on the total under treatment. 

The occupation of the patients is carefully looked after. The 
average number daily employed being 164 — 102 males and 62 
females, or 60 per cent, of daily residents. The number unem- 
ployed was, however, large, 109 — 47 males and 62 females, or 
40 per cent., the latter comprising the aged, infirm, sick, refrac- 
tory, epileptics, idiots, and imbeciles, who are proportionally 
large in this institution. The employments chiefly were in 
agricultural labour, cleaning the house, several trades, needle- 
work, knitting, quilting, &c., and the results are given in the 
appendix to the Resident Medical Superintendent’s report, 
under a heading of Articles made and Repaired during the 
year. We find a large portion of clothing was made up in this 
way, boots and shoes, counterpanes, and a considerable assort- 
ment of carpentry work, which effected a ■ considerable saving in 
expenditure. 

As heretofore, much attention has been given to the amuse- 
ment of the patients. They have music on week evenings both 
in and out of doors as weather permits, football, handball, and 
occasional theatrical and other like entertainments by profes- 
sionals who visit the town. The school- continues a source of 
agreeable pastime as stated by the Resident Medical Superin- 
tendent, who has no doubt as to its remedial efficacy, and also. as 
to its moderate utility in an educational point of view. A singing 
class has been established.

The system of classification as carried out by Dr. M‘Munn in Classification, 
this Asylum has been attended with satisfactory results. With 
the exception of one male who attempted to commit suicide, 
nothing of a dangerous character occurred ; one escape was 
effected out of six attempts ; 25 males and 45 females had to be 
secluded, some from violence after epileptic fits — but no restraint 
was employed during the year. 

The several officers have performed their respective duties to Officers, 
the satisfaction of the Board of Governors and the Inspectors, 
and we have no irregularities on the part of the servants to 
report, who would also appear to have been well-conducted and 
attentive to their duties. 

The expenditure has been during the year under all headings Expenditure. 
£6,105 17s. Id, or on 273, the daily average maintained, £22 7s. 
lid per head, being in excess by £1 8s. on the past year. . The 
increased cost for 1873 was owing to payments for repairs, a 
new cooking apparatus, drying closet, altering windows, papering 
and painting, as also to the higher cost of coals. 

The books as prescribed have been all kept strictly in accord- Bookstand 
ance with the regulations.

Sligo 0 f an institution under their control, are fully impressed with the 
aSlusl advisability, and in which we .cordially concur, of increasing the 
— extent of the farm attached to the Asylum, and which from its 
original size of twenty-two acres has been enlarged by the annual 
hiring of sixteen acres, since purchased in fee. The Board is 
desirous to obtain more ground at the western side of the build- 
ings, which are confined for space, and it is proposed to make a 
further purchase of fully the same extent of ground, the occupa- 
tion of which would be highly beneficial, not only by affording 
ample employment for the patients during all seasons of the year, 
but by the certain gain to be obtained through free labour and 
the supply of all domestic articles of consumption of the best 
quality. Last year after paying all expenses, between the value 
of what was used in the house at market price and the produce 
sold; there was a profit, after deducting every outlay, of £360. 
Advantageous, however, as would be the farm enlargement, it is 
in our estimation secondary to the expediency of increasing the 
accommodation by about fifty beds, in such mode as our two 
colleagues on the Board of Control and we might deem advisable, 
to meet requirements. The Governors of the Asylum— gentlemen 
of position and ample fortune themselves. — feel, as is the case with 
members of other District Boards, an unwillingness to expend 
further money, fully appreciating their motives, it is nevertheless 
our duty to point out deficiencies in a department over which we 
are officially placed ; and we have the less difficulty in doing so 
from the large concessions made by the Executive to cover a part 
of the expenditure on district hospitals for the insane, 
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WATERFORD DISTRICT ASYLUM. Waterford 

District 

This is one of the nine primitive Asylums, constructed for an AsrI,PM - 
aggregate of 910 inmates about forty-six years ago, the lunatic State, 
population of the country out of its seven millions of inhabitants 
at the time not being supposed to require a larger accommodation, 
while at present there are no less than 7,210 in public district 
institutions for the insane. 

The Asylum stands on an elevated site close to the city of 
Waterford, but being built like its contemporaries in the radiated 
form, is not well adapted for structural enlargements. Since its 
opening for the reception of 100 patients additional provision has 
been made on three occasions for a total of seventy beds — the 
first, by the conversion of workshops into dormitories, the second, 
in 1858, by the erection of a small infirmary, and the third, in 
1869, by the extension of the female wing, on which last occasion 
two suitable chapels were built for the members of the Protestant ■ 
and Roman Catholic faith, as well as ten single sleeping-rooms for 
males. On the 31st December the house contained 210 patients, 
felly-forty in excess- of itsdegitimate ' number, -and particularly in 
regard to females. The population of the district — one in which 
mental disease would appear to be rather largely developed — is 
returned at 125,000 of all classes. To meet the pressure for 
admissions and domestic wants we think a fresh provision, extend- 
ing to fifty beds, should be prepared; that the laundries and 
kitchens, clearly too small and ill-constructed, should he utilized 
for other purposes, and new ones erected, and with them a suitable 
dining and recreation hall. In these our views, not only the 
Governors, are quite prepared to coincide, but, we believb the 
grand juries of the city and county. Plans had been in part 
prepared for the object, but, in consequence of the opposition of 
parties who had a right of way by an almost unused road, dividing 
the Asylum farm into two portions, and which was to be availed 
of in the. proposed scheme, rather than pay the extreme value set 
on this right of way, the Board preferred extending the buildings 
rerewards, for which purpose plans are being made out jby the 
architect to the Commissioners of Control. 

Notwithstanding the disadvantages inseparable from such an Accommoda- 
overcrowded institution, it has been most satisfactorily maintained tion - 
during the year, not alone in regard to its sanitary state, but to 
the order, neatness, and regularity at all times observable in it. 
ihe Board is constant in its attendance, examining into details 
and duly visiting the establishment at its meetings after the report 
ot the Resident Medical Superintendent has been read.

leing proportionally larger, numbered 66 — 24 males and 42 
.e males; the discharged, 38 — of whom 32' were cured, and 6 
improved There were 11 deaths — 7 males and 4 females — none 
originating from violence or accident.

Both amusements and means of occupation have been carefully 
attended to. Music, dancing, books, periodicals, cards, &c., con- 
stituting the former. A large portion of the men have been actively 
and congenially employed on the farm of fifteen acres, lately 
purchased, levelling ditches, walls, subsoiling, preparing the land 
for green crops, &c., while others indoor assist the servants 
generally. The females as a body are very industrious in the 
day- rooms, sewing, knitting, making fancy articles, and cleaning 
the divisions, washing, &c. 

With respect to religion, inmates of the Roman Catholic per- 
suasion amount between males and females to 211, those of the 
Protestant community to 15 ; and it may be observed, that here, 
as in all other Asylums throughout Ireland, the administration by 
the respective chaplains of the duties pertaining to their important 
offices is carried out with results at once praiseworthy as regards 
themselves, and beneficial with reference to its tranquillizing in- 
fluence, at least, on the minds of the patients occasionally, even of 
those of violent and dangerous tendencies. 

_ The various officers of the Institution have fulfilled their respec- 
tive duties to the entire satisfaction of the Board, whose approba- 
tion they deservedly merit. The servants and attendants also, not 
only from the statements of their superiors, but from our own 
personal observation, we consider as efficient and well conducted. 
With regard to classification, in a house so over- thronged by patients 
and attendants much cannot be fairly expected, still Dr. Fletcher, 
the Resident Physician, has made the most of any facility at his 
command in the sustainment of order and quietude, taking 
from time to time the more tranquil and intelligent of the 
patients, both male and female, for excursions into the country, 
with picnics, or to the sea side for bathing.

Theauditor 
returned to us a favourable report — in fact, he not only had no 
disallowance or complaint to make, hut expressed satisfaction at 
the clear manner in which all the accounts were prepared and 
submitted to him. The books, as prescribed by rules in Council, 
and for the information of the Inspectors, have been regularly kept. 

While the Waterford District Asylum continues too limited in General Obser- 
size, and too restricted in domestic arrangements, it cannot be vations. 
regarded, however attentive the Governors or efficient its staff, as 
a complete establishment, but when existing difficulties shall have 
been surmounted, through the instrumentality of the local Board, 
we anticipate it will be fully equal to any like institution in the 
kingdom.

POOR-HOUSES. 

Our visits to these institutions, as in previous years have been verv 
frequent, though not within the period of a twelvemonth embrac- 
ing all, and amounting to an aggregate of 161, many beincr in the 
most remote localities of the island. Those amongst them contain- 
ing any large complement of insane have been once, and in various 
instances more frequently inspected by us. The greatest number 
under the various denominations of mental disease, from genuine 
lunacy to the most marked idiotcy continuing to be found in unions 
situated in or adjacent to large towns or cities, the metropolis, as 
might be expected, having a larger proportional contingent than 
any other, and supporting between the North and South Dublin 
Unions 227 patients of the classes referred to — Belfast, 167- 
Limerick, 99 ; Cork, 85 ; Waterford, 62, &c., whereas districts in 
which there are not many populous towns, contain but few, rela- 
tively speaking, of the mentally affected in their poorhouses, the 
five extensive counties of Connaught, with an area greater than 
Leinster, having a total of 300, or 782 less than the latter province. 
Analyzing the insane element in workhouses, fully one-half is com- 
posed of idiots and epileptic imbeciles, who between them consti- 
tute the class of lowest intelligence in the human family, and on 
whose behalf beyond that unceasing care, which should he 
peculiarly bestowed on them, little in a curative point of view 
can be effected. The simple lunatics amount to 1,04)1 — that is 
to say in general terms, individuals who once in the enjoyment of 
reason, have lapsed into a demented condition from infirmity of 
mind and body, and are for the most part advanced in life— quiet 
and manageable, as a rule, they occasionally become excited and 
difficult of control, for such, the expensive maintenance in a 
regular Asylum does not appear requisite. Finally there are 
epileptic lunatics, amounting to about 233, the most unpromising 
of all, and in some instances liable to paroxysms and sudden 
attacks of a dangerous character. These last, on becoming 
acquainted with their tendencies, are immediately removed for 
their own and the protection of others to District Asylums. 

The various inmates here adverted to and visited by us in the 
course of the twelvemonth just expired, we are happy to report, 
are generally treated with great consideration, and their creature 
enjoyments, so far as the limited accommodation in workhouses ad- 
mits of, humanely attended to. Indeed, for many years past, a 
growing liberality, encouraged by the Commissioners of the Local 
Government Board, has been observable, on the part of local 
Boards. In many if not most unions the dietary is not only ample 
but of excellent quality, and where, from a paucity of those 
afflicted inmates, paid attendants are not employed to take charge 
of them, well-conducted and intelligent paupers are substituted. 
Occasionally, too, we find when there are no regular wards for the 
classes in question, that imbeciles, harmless idiots, and epileptics 
are industriously occupied throughout the house, and sleep with the 
ordinary paupers. Twenty years ago it was different, but now 
more benevolence is exercised by sane inmates to their afflicted 
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coiiipaniorj-S- The main deficiency consists in the want oi day -room Poorhouses. 

provision, and out-door opportunities for air, exercise, and suitable ' 

occupation,?. To dwell further on workhouse arrangements as 
they affect the insane, would only involve a repetition of opinions 
fully expressed by us in antecedent reports. On our different 
visits to these institutions we point out any improvements on 
behalf of those who come within the sphere of our inspection, 
and which we feel bound to say, as a rule, are not overlooked. 

Exclusive of the more certain' and definite classes located in poor- Pauper Extern 
houses represented to be labouring under disordered manifestations Llmatics - 
of the mind, from the most pronounced to the least perceptible 
character, according to the returns afforded us through the police 
and constabulary departments there were 6,981 individuals on 
the 31st December last reported to be mentally affected and at 
large throughout Ireland, under the denominations of lunatics, 
idiots, and imbeciles, or weak minded. These returns cannot be 
accepted as strictly accurate, the mode and means through which 
they have been obtained being open to some obvious exceptions. 

Still they may be regarded as affording an approximate informa- 
tion. 

In the middle and upper sections of society there would appear Unprotected 
out of this total to be 2,157 persons who do not come within Females, 
the category of insane poor, the proper number of the latter being 
thereby reduced to 4,824, and of whom 1,800 are calculated to be 
females, very many of them unfortunately without due protection. 

In a moral, and equally so in a social point of view the hereditary 
character of insanity being considered, this latter important fact 
ia well worthy of attention, and we consequently readvert to the 
subject. 



CENTRAL ASYLUM, DUNDRUM. Tjra 0mT 

The Central Asylum for insane persons charged with ofiences 
in Ireland, and capable of accommodating 120 males and 65 females, Number of 
exhibits a decrease in the number of its inmates during the past Patient3 - 
year. On the 1st of January, 1873, it contained 175 patients. 

During the year 16 were admitted, 21 were discharged, and there 
were 9 deaths, leaving on the 31st December, 121 males and 39 
females, or a total of 160, as against 175 on the 1st of January. 

It will be observed that though the male side. is generally occupied 
nearly to its limit, there is an ample margin for the reception of 
females ; but in order to render the Institution equal to the require- 
ments of the country, we have from its opening deemed it advisable 
to exercise a selective discretion, by limiting the number of admis- 
sions to individuals who appeared to us to be suitable cases, either 
from the grave character of the offences with which they were 
charged, or, if such offences were of a minor nature, whose 
antecedent eireumstanoes were indicative of dangerous tendencies. 

11ns restriction upon the number of admissions, without inter- 
fering with the legitimate objects of the Institution, has been 
attended with a considerable saving to the Treasury. 
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Of the 160 patients at present in the Asylum, 64 are charged 
with homicide, 12 with assaults with intent to kill, 38 rvith 
violent and common assaults, and the remainder with various 
offences — including arson, robbery from the person, burglary and 
larceny. These inmates, standing in the eye of the law in the 
category of criminals, are in fact prisoners as well as patients ; 
consequently, an Institution devoted to their exclusive care and 
treatment, presents some special features which distinguish it from 
Asylums intended only for the reception of ordinary lunatics. So 
far, however, as the medical and moral treatment of the inmates are 
concerned, we have never recognised the merely legal distinction 
of their criminality. On the contrary, being admitted to the 
Institution, and duly certified as insane, we apply to them those 
general principles which are now happily established as the 
foundation of all treatment in cases of mental disease. But it 
will be readily understood that the safe custody and control of a 
resident population, a part of which is made up of convicts, 
requires a much larger proportion of attendants than is found 
necessary in ordinary asylums. Even in this respect we have 
studiously confined their number to a per centage little above the 
proportion in district asylums. 

The inmates of the Dundrum Asylum admit of two divisions. 
Within the first we would include individuals — fortunately, the 
most numerous — who, while labouring under insanity, have 
committed offences more or less serious. The essential point 
to be remembered with regard to these sufferers is, that the 
disease itself, depriving their acts of legal or moral responsibility, 
condones the criminality. We find from experience that such 
patients are not, as a general rule, more difficult of manage- 
ment than the inmates of ordinary asylums. Within the second 
we would enumerate those persons who, subsequent to con- 
viction, either while resident in prisons or gaols, or located at 
Spike Island, and undergoing terms of imprisonment or penal 
servitude, when certified to have become insane are transferred 
to the Central Asylum. In their regard the sequence of events 
has been punishment supervening upon crime, with the super- 
added complication of insanity, whether real or assumed. It is a 
remarkable fact that persons of this class not unfrequently bring 
with them to the Asylum the same obstinacy, impatience of 
restraint, and perversity of feeling, which had rendered them un- 
manageable under prison discipline. Sometimes the existence of 
the alleged insanity in these individuals is really very doubtful 
— their persistent disregard of discipline, their unwillingness to 
profit by the lessons of experience, and their mischievous dispo- 
sition having led to the conclusion that their conduct must be 
attributable to a mental or moral obliquity, although they betray 
no intellectual delusions ; and indeed we can hardly be surprised 
if under these circumstances an opinion should be elsewhere enter- 
tained that such impracticables were fit subjects for asylum treat- 
ment ; their admission, however, to Dundrum in some instances 
constitute an unpleasant and unprofitable addition to the ordinary 
inmates of the Institution. 
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It is to be regretted that patients coming within two classifi- The Central 
cations so distinct as those we have pointed out should neces- Asylum. 
sarily he associated. . 

‘ Nevertheless, under existing arrangements every exertion is made ireat ~ 

to meet the requirements of both, by a uniform system of kind- 
ness and we venture to assert that any visitor to the Institution 
who observed the various occupations and amusements in which 
the inmates are engaged, would hardly suppose that a certain pro- 
portion of them thus quietly employed had previously been so 
difficult of control. We have further to observe that occasionally 
persons acquitted of crimes on the ground of insanity, whether 
really insane or not in the first instance, have found their way into 
the Asylum without presenting, from the date of their admission, a 
single indication of mental unsoundness. In such cases, if the charge 
has been one of homicide, and the prisoner is ordered to be detained 
during the pleasure of the Lord Lieutenant, his admission to the 
Institution becomes a source of anxiety to all connected with its 
administration ; for, from the moment of his reception his ingenuity 
is employed, naturally as it were, against the watchfulness of the 
attendants, his object being to escape, theirs to prevent such an 
occurrence. Nor is the former to be wondered at, for we can 
conceive no position more painful than that of. an unclouded 
intellect linked in association with insanity in all its varied phases. 

For sake of illustration, we may adduce the case of M. M., who 
was tried some years since for causing the death of his child. 

His own account of the transaction is, and persistently has been, 
that he was drunk and fell upon the child, which died the same night. 

He was tried, and acquitted on the plea of insanity, and sentenced 
to be detained during the pleasure of the Lord Lieutenant. Soon 
after his admission to Dundrum Asylum he effected his escape, 
and returned to his family in the country, where he lived for 
nearly a year, when he was casually recognised by a police con- 
stable, who overheard him, as was stated, threatening another 
child. He is now once more an inmate, and throughout his resi- 
dence in the Institution has not betrayed the slightest indication 
of insanity. This man frequently complains of his enforced 
association with lunatics, on each occasion of our official visits 
appealing to us for freedom. 

The patients discharged from Dundrum in the course of the Discharges, 
past, year, as already stated, amounted to 21 — of whom 6 had 
recovered, one was improved, and 14 were still insane — the latter 
having terminated their period of legal confinement. 

The deaths — 9 in number, or about 5 per cent, on the total under Deaths, 
treatment during the twelvemonth — were aU from natural causes. 

On the occurrence of each the Coroner was duly communicated 
with and an inquest held. In 7 cases 'post-mortem examinations 
were made by Dr. MacCabe, the Resident Physician and Governor. 

The mortality of 1873 was greater than usual. Taking, however, 
the whole number of deaths since the opening of the Asylum 
in 1850, they would not exceed an annual average of 3£ per cent., 
than which, as we have frequently had occasion to remark, no 
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mortality m Lunatic Institutions annually being' one 'ti

instance of Captain S , who died early in August; taking tha 

■date of his offence into account, he was the oldest criminal himi 
m the kingdom. He was transferred to Dundrum, on its onenint 
from the Cork Asylum, of which he had been an inmate for nearly 
twenty- two years, having been acquitted so far back as 1829 on the 
ground of insanity, of the murder of seven men— the’ whole 
crew, in fact, with the exception of two boys, of a vessel then 
under his command, and on its return from Bermuda. There never 
existed a doubt as to the complete irresponsibility of the unfor 
tunate man. Possessing originally a very decided character but 
becoming the subject of mental disease from continuous excite- 
ment and want of sleep for nearly a fortnight, he laboured under 
delusions as to an intended mutiny amongst his shipmates After 
inducing them, in proof of their subordination, and of the absence 
of such intention, to allow themselves to be tied down with ropes 
on deck, in which position they lay for nearly an hour the first 
mate showing the example; when approaching Cork’ harbour 
with an iron bar he deliberately murdered them in succession! 
After some time he recovered his reason in the District Asylum. He 
was remarkable for a uniform kindness of disposition towards his 
fellow-patients. His piety was also very conspicuous, being con- 
stantly engaged reading the Bible and religious works. Occasion- 
ally, however, he had violent relapses, preceded by a taciturnity 
unbroken for several days, save by quotations of an incoherent 
character or the repetition of nautical phrases. For a few years 
before his death his memory and mental powers perceptibly 
declined. He died from senile decay, being considerably over 80 
years of age. The brain, of small size, was found to be perfectly 
healthy, and the component parts in a normal proportion. The 
only morbid indication noticeable was a slight opacity of the 
membrane covering the middle and posterior portion of the organ, 
thus strongly indicating that grave mental affections can exist for 
a long series of years without any appreciable lesion of structure. 

One escape was effected during the year by a criminal, 
convalescent at the time, and whose period of confinement was 
about to expire. He had been twice convicted of burglary. He 
was re-taken, and brought back within a week after his escape, 
which he had effected by removing a window -frame, with great 
skill and quickness, in one of the associated dormitories, into 
which he had stealthily entered. 

An average of 90 are daily engaged in industrial employment 
or occupations of some useful kind, within or out of doors. A 
large proportion also attend Divine Service on Sundays and holi- 
days with marked propriety, and benefit to themselves from the 
humanizing influence of religion — some few during the week 
joining in ordinary devotions in the chapels. 

The Library has been materially increased, and in addition to

The Treasury Departmental Commission, appointed to inquire Treasury In- 
into the position, duties, and pay of the staff in the Central Asylum, qffiiy. . 
did so at the close of the year, and it is hoped their Lordships will 
be pleased to sanction a definite and increased pay in its favour. 

The watchfulness and confinement incidental to the discharge of 
the duties of an attendant in a criminal asylum render the service 
somewhat unattractive, while under the present system of remu- 
neration the inducements it offers do not compete with the 
advantages held out by other branches of public employment or 
even by private domestic sendee, with a greater amount of 
liberty, and freedom, and less personal risk. Under improved wages 
candidates presenting themselves would find inducements to 
remain permanently in the Asylum, for it should be remembered 
that besides natural qualities — temper, patience, and the like — 
experience is essential in the management of criminal lunatics. 

The general aspect of the Dundrum Asylum has been much state, 
improved during the past year — within, by the introduction 
of flowering plants, birds, and cheap .and suitable decorations 
to the corridors — without, by the substituting iron railings for 
wooden fences.- The grounds in front have also been newly and 
tastefully laid down by the Resident Physician and Governor. 

Before winter sets in we think it advisable that an additional pro- 
tection against attempted escapes should be afforded, by raising 
portions of the outer walls, particularly those adjoining the front 
entrance, and which have been considered to afford inducements 
or facilities for the object. With regard to the management and 
internal economy of the establishment, they have been creditable 
to all connected with its local organization as heads of the depart- 
ment, and trusted with its control and supervision ; our visits of 
inspection are frequent, averaging fully as hitherto — four in the 
month — we therefore feel justified in testifying to the order, neat- 
ness, and regularity of the Institution, to the accuracy with 
which all accounts and books are kept, as well as to the moral 
and medical treatment of the inmates, as evidenced on the on, 
hand by their quietude, and on the other by the total absence 
it may be said, of bodily affections, save those incidental to age 
and to primitive debility of. constitution. 

Early in August, in consequence of a paralytic seizure, the Officers. 
Asylum was deprived of the valuable services of Dr. Law, for 
many years Visiting Physician to it ; but his place was tem- 
porarily filled by Dr. Long, a gentleman versed in the treatment 
of the insane. 

The farm, through the patients’ labour, is in a very forward state 
of cultivation. The dairy supplies the house amply with milk, 
and a certain quantity of butter. The value of the former alone, 
at market price last year, a shilling the gallon, amounted to 
£301 18s. Vegetables of different kinds were grown in abundance, 
with over twenty tons of potatoes. For produce sold, £353 13s, 9 cl. 
was paid into bank. The total expenditure, defrayed on our 
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Tiie Cehthai, authority, as duly audited, and without any complaint or dis- 
stlum. allowance by the Commissioners, exclusive of coal, washing and 
light, in 1873 was £5,714 13s. del, as against £5,549 9 S . id ^ 
the previous year ; hut inasmuch as it was diffused over a some- 
what less number, and provisions were dearer, it anneara littlo 
higher than in 1872. 

Spike Island Connected with the transmission of alleged lunatics from Spike 

Patients. Island, some of whom were found to be malingerers, the question 
arises, whether it would not be more advantageous for the public 
service if a small department of that prison was converted into a 
probationary ward for the examination of doubtful cases, under 
the supervision of the Resident Physician, and an intelligent war- 
der, specially selected for the purpose, when, if found insane, the 
parties can be transferred to the Criminal Asylum. Three convicts 
for example, were sent up in 1872, whose true characters being 
soon discovered, were promptly remanded to prison. By the 
arrangement now suggested a saving would be effected, for the 
expense of conveying convicts and warders between Spike Island 
and Dundrum cannot be much less than £14 or £15 each case. 
In previous parliamentary reports issued from this office, criminal 
insanity in its various bearings has been discussed from time to 
time. From one, so far back as 1857, we venture to quote the 
following paragraph, in reference to the immediate subject before 
us : — “ If the probationary ward was at the Asylum, one of the 
objects aimed at by persons feigning insanity would be attained, 
■namely, removal from prison, thus holding out an inducement to 
them to persist in their attempts to deceive, and encouraging 
others to imitate their example.” 



Private PRIVATE ASYLUMS.

— . The condition of Private Asylums in Ireland, as contrasted in 

Genera 1 Condi- t h e i ast an( q the year p rece di n g, offers but little difference with 
regard to the aggregate number of patients in them. On the 31st 
of November, 1872, they amounted to 645 — 293 males and 352 
females. At the like date in 1873, to 305 males and 359 females. 
The admissions last year consisted of 88 males and 89 females. 
So far indicating the proximate rate of insanity between both sexes 
in the better classes of society. Taking the inmates of private 
asylums at the close of 1872, and those admitted in the subsequent 
twelvemonth, independent of Chancery patients and others else- 
where in private families, 822 were under treatment and subject 
to our official inspection and examination. Of these 126 were 
discharged — 27 males and 38 females as cured, and 18 males and 
19 females improved, while 12 males and a like number of females 
were removed by their friends, still labouring under mental dis- 
ease ; one, a female, escaped, while 18 males and 13 females died, 
none, however, from accident or suddenly. 

Recoveries. The recoveries speak favourably, being a full average on admis- 
sions and previous residents, at the same time that the mortality, 
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not quite four per cent, on the whole under treatment, is little Private 
over that among the general public. _ Astujms. 

With reference to the interior organization of licensed houses Management, 
for the mentally affected in this country, some institutions are 
materially in advance of others, much of course depending on the 
class of patients in them, and the salaries given for care and main- 
tenance, which vary considerably ; consequently, as may be ex- 
pected, there is not a uniformity of appearance or of domestic 
comforts to be found in them either as to furniture, scale of dietary, 
mode of serving it, &c., &c. ; and, indeed, it could not well be 
otherwise, when it is borne in mind that while in some establish- 
ments from £100 to £300 is allowed for patients, in others the 
stipends are not half so much, often too irregularly paid. 

Taken, however, one with another, they may reasonably be Benefits, 
regarded as fulfilling a truly beneficial object towards the afflicted 
to be found in them, and who, were they located at home, or 
placed out with irresponsible parties, and officially urn visited, might 
in the first instance, through mistaken affection, and a concession 
to delusions which immediate relatives, parents, sisters, and brothers 
would not have the courage or judgment to contend with, or, in 
the second, from an opposite cause, neglect and too close confine- 
ment, have a disease permanently fixed on them. Were it not for 
the advantages derivable from regular asylum treatment, a whole- 
some isolation from friends, and a removal from previous causes of 
excitement — certain it is, and our experience supports the fact, and 
more from the operation of private than public institutions for the 
insane, that the main probabilities of a restoration to health depends 
on early treatment, be it even attended with the abnegation of 
previous social comforts or enjoyments. That such abnegation 
should be as limited as possible, and for curative purposes alone, 
is one of the paramount duties of inspection ; and, also, that at all 
times a willing ear should be afforded to the complaints and 
delusions even of the insane, who, too often neglected by relatives, 
look to us for sympathy and protection. 

On our frequent visits to private asylums, independent of in- Inspections, 
quiring into the actual state of mind of the individuals detained 
in them, we do not fail to advert to any noticeable deficiency or 
requirement, and to suggest such improvements as in our estima- 
tion are calculated to benefit the inmates, an interference occasion- 
ally not uncalled for. At Cittadella, near Cork, the proprietor has 
just erected a commodious and well-devised building for twelve 
ladies, with flower-gardens in front, the apartments previously 
occupied by them being restricted in size. And at Lindeville in 
the same county, Dr. Osborne, under our directions, has materially 
renovated his establishment for twenty-eight patients. The 
two private asylums near Armagh, Course Lodge and the Retreat, 
are now very satisfactorily conducted, without any pretensions, 
simply and efficiently. In the Queen’s County the two licensed 
houses — one for gentlemen the other for ladies, a mile distant from 
each other, and standing in a pleasing locality on detached and 
open grounds belonging to the Visiting Physician to the District 
Asylum, are alike well maintained in every respect ; while many

of those in the vicinity of Dublin are in a very creditable state 
as we have stated in previous reports. Within the past eighteen 
months, the President of the College of Physicians has expended 
a large sum of money, not only in structural enlargements and 
alterations, but in improving the gardens and extensive pleasure 
grounds attached to both his asylums, containing, between the 
males and females, fifty-two inmates. Besides private houses 
for which licences under the statute are annually taken out there 
are three important institutions of a mixed character— Swift’s 
or St. Patrick’s Hospital, the Retreat belonging to the Society of 
. Friends, and Richmond Retreat, conducted by a religious com- 
munity, and for females only ; all these, however, make no dis- 
tinction whatever of creed in their admissions. As they accom- 
modate not only paying patients but others free on the foundations 
no licence is required of them under the statute. We have every 
reason to approve of the management of these institutions. The 
Stewart Asylum for imbecile and idiot children is still occupied 
at Lucan Spa. ■ The commodious, and in every respect well-suited 
residence intended for them, and with ample extent of land around 
it, not being as yet quite habitable or sufficiently furnished. 

Looking to the general working of private licensed houses in 
this country during the past year, we are gratified at being enabled 
to report that not a single cause of complaint sufficient to need 
an official inquiry was preferred to the Executive or to the 
Inspectors; neither was there an instance of improper detention. 
Some few patients were admitted on certificates not fully prepared, 
but the irregularities on being noted were speedily rectified. From 
the frequency of our inspections, abuses of the Act could not well 
take place, the provisions of which, as a rule, are carefully attended 
to, the proprietors of asylums being fully sensible, and none more 
so, that the success of their respective houses depends on a good 
name, to which kindness towards the afflicted under their care is 
essential. 

Before concluding our observations, we would beg to state that 
the 5th and 6th Victoria, cap. 123, by which alone private asylums 
are regulated in Ireland, is not so comprehensive in its provisions as 
could be desired. So far as interior supervision by the inspectors 
is concerned there exist legitimate powers at command ; but in 
regard to the right of detention, save in the case of lunatics under 
the Court of Chancery, none is authorized against common law. 
Hence the owner of a private asylum is liable at any moment to 
an action for false imprisonment in this country, on the plea of 
harbouring a paid for lunatic, however marked his malady. 
Indeed the same principle, if it be one, holds good in our public 
institutions for the insane, if the party detained is not deposed to 
as being absolutely dangerous to himself or others. The anomaly 
was sustained in a trial, here, when an acknowledged maniac 
obtained substantial damages against the Governors of the Metro- 
politan District Asylum, at a trial in the Court of Queen’s Bench. 

Again, there is no provision in Ireland as in England for allow- 
ing convalescents out on a temporary probation, to be protected 
during its continuance from incidental consequences. Nothing 
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is occasionally more practically useful than such an opportunity 
to test the mind prior to absolute freedom bein g accorded. Neither 
in case of an escape is there a legal power of capture or recovery. 
These deficiencies, from the result of experience, we should wish 
to see remedied, and especially on behalf of the insane themselves, 
and the protection of property. It appears to us most desirable 
that in certain doubtful cases the inspectors should have power 
to allow convalescents abroad, under cautious restrictions in each 
case and after a personal examination, to verify cures. 

The inmates of an asylum may appear in it, as it were, 
suspiciously reasonable for weeks, or even months, when in a less 
number of days, free to act, and uncontrolled by advice, they 
become palpable lunatics, often, too, to the serious inconvenience 
of their relatives, and to their own detriment.

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INSPECTORS’ MINUTES OF INSPECTION. 



Armagh. 

On my inspection of the Armagh District Lunatic Asylum this day 
I found the several corridors and day-rooms clean and orderly. There 
are many defects in several parts of the Institution, such as the lava- 
tories, water-closets, airing-yards, of which there are only two, one on 
each side, precluding the possibility of classification. There appears to 
me too much to be done to make this Asylum what it ought to be. I 
am of opinion that if the Board of Governors could dispose of the entire 
establishment to advantage, a new Institution could be built to contain 
250 patients for very little more than what they would probably receive 
by the sale of this.

The necessary additions to this Asylum having been under the con- 
sideration of the Board of Governors, and application made to the 
Executive for the sum which may be required to effect them, as well as 
general structural improvements in the Institution, it appears to me 
a matter of urgency that for the satisfactory extension of the male 
wing the field adjoining the boundary wall at the north-west side of the 
building should be purchased, otherwise the Institution will be too much 
confined in the very locality where it should have ample space. I went 
over the land in question very minutely this day, and am more satisfied 
than ever of the advisability of my recommendation. The main difficulty 
which presents itself is the right of passage to a neighbouring farm, but 
which can have a short road made from it to a high road leading to the 
town. At all events, a new passage to the farm in question could he con- 
structed at the other, or distant side of the field proposed to be taken, but 
most probably the tenant for some fair consideration would give up the 
right of passage. There are about five statute acres in the field, and as 
the purchase money would be granted by order of the Lord Lieutenant 
in Council, and bearing no interest whatever, repayable in twenty-eight 
half-yearly instalments, the produce of the land annually with the free labour 
of the patients would in future years almost meet the instalment ; with- 
out this ground I am quite of opinion that the structural additions 
would be very imperfect. On examining the farm account for the last 
two years of this Institution I find it averages a clear annual gain of 
£136. From the above reasons, and from the result of a long experience 
of nearly thirty years in the Lunatic department of this country, I 
would impress on the Governors the utility of the suggestion I now 
submit to them. Eight or nine years ago, when first I proposed to the 
Board the advisability of procuring about ten acres at the city side of 
the house, many objections were raised. I now venture to think the 
result of my advice then has been proved most satisfactorily. On my 
inspection of the Asylum I found it in its previous state, generally 
speaking, clean and orderly. The number of inmates, though not 
increased, is much too large in every respect for the accommodation, but 
as this cause of complaint is about being finally remedied, it is needless 
to dwell on it. 

September 12, 1873. 
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On inspecting the Armagh Asylum I find it, making allowance for its 
overcrowded state, in a satisfactory condition, and tlie patients duly 
attended to, numbering at this date 91 males and 71 females. The 
additional accommodation is now so urgent that the Board of Control 
will direct their immediate attention to its furtherance. In my opinion 
it would be most advisable to procure ground for the proper extension 
of the buildings, where particularly needed, at the male side. However 
as the Governors are, at all events for the present, so adverse to the 
project, I shan’t farther urge it on their attention. 

December 4, 1873. 



Ballinasloe. 

On my present visit to the Ballinasloe District Asylum, notwith- 
standing the long and continuous wetness and general inclemency of the 
weather, I find the establishment generally in a satisfactory state, and 
a fan temperature maintained throughout; but I am very apprehensive 
unless speedy measures be adopted that there will be soon a sad deficiency 
of fuel, than which nothing more is to be dreaded in an establishment 
such as this. . Dr. Eaton, at the next Board, unless, meanwhile coal or 
turf in sufficient quantity can be procured, intends to suggest the pur- 
chase of timber, which he is informed he can get on cheap terms, in bulk, 
and have it sawed here on the premises. I think the patients should be 
warmly clad, more so than usual, as a temporary substitute. The num- 
ber of inmates at this date amounts to a total of 366—215 males and 
151 females. To Galway county 127 males are chargeable, and 82 
females in all 209, and to the town of Galway 23 males and 10 females, 
making up 33, while to the county Boscommon there belong 65 males and 
59 females, a total of 124. Thus the relative proportions of parts of the 
district is fairly maintained. The sanitary condition of the house is 
good, five patients only being confined to bed from bodily illness. 

I am happy to learn from the Resident Physician and Matron that 
the servants and attendants are well conducted. 

With reference to a sudden death which occurred here on the 17th 
January, I think it advisable for the future that a Coroner’s inquest 
should, as a rule, be held under like circumstances, but that if the 
Coroner, in the exercise of his discretion, does not deem one necessary, 
that it would be well for the satisfaction of the Board a post mortem 
examination should be made by two medical gentlemen, of course the 
R. M. Superintendent being one, and the cause of death duly recorded 
for the information of the Governors. 

January 30, 1873. 



The Ballinasloe District Asylum at this date contains a total of 211 
males and 154 females, in all 365, by an odd coincidence exactly the 
same number as on the 29th May, 1872, and nearly in the same propor- 
tion as regards changeability to the two counties of Boscommon and 
Galway. The general condition of the institution varies but little ; the 
in erior needs renovation and painting. The furniture, too, particularly 
m the old building, is much worn, while many of the corridors and 
passages are dark and gloomy. The patients, as a body, appear to be 
carefully attended to, and in good bodily health, eight only being confined 
,-o bed in the infirmaries, five men and three women. The bed clothes 

n 
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are, generally speaking, good, but not so the bodily clothing, and I notice 
some of the patients have no shoes, and some no stockings. 

"With regard to employment, 35 men are actively engaged on the farm 
6 at trades, and 35 miscellaneous employments. Of the women 62 are 
industriously employed. I find none of the inmates under restraint. 

The provisions are, I understand, regularly supplied ; those which I 
examined were of good quality — the milk and bread. The grounds have 
a smaller crop of potatoes than I could have desired, only about 2^ acres. 
The visits of the extern officers are regular. 

May 29, 1873 



On my inspection of the Ballinasloe Asylum there are this day 377 
patients in it, 219 males and 158 females, or twelve more than on my 
visit in May last. I find on looking over the admissions since then 
that 16 took place within a month — all but two as dangerous lunatics, 
by magisterial warrants. I examined each case, and consider that it 
was a suitable one for immediate treatment. 

The sanitary state of the house is satisfactory, five inmates only being 
confined to bed. There are two females under mild restraint of muffs, 
and who are of very destructive tendencies — they are not within doors, 
but out walking on the grounds. 

In my last report to the Board of Governors I directed then’ attention 
to the gloomy condition of the corridors particularly, and the worn out 
furniture throughout the old building. I would again do so, and re- 
commend that before winter sets in, where painting and renovation are 
required, as will be pointed out by the "Resident Medical Superintendent, 
that the necessary steps to effect improvement be taken. 

Delays always add to expense in the end. By way of experiment in 
one of the passages I have requested Dr. Eaton to procure as much of 
Carson’s paint as will be required, and to use it before the next meeting 
of the Board. 

I am glad to hear that a supply of shoes for the patients has been just 
ordered. The sewerage in Nos. 3 and 7 galleries especially is very offen- 
sive ; no time should be lost in remedying it, particularly in face of an 
epidemic like cholera. 

The provisions are all of good quality, with the exception of, perhaps, 
the most important of all — bread ; the contractor does not fulfil his 
engagement, judging from the quality of the article I have just seen ; 
the price is high, and he has no excuse in supplying inferior provisions ; 
the white and brown bread are alike below contract. 

I quite agree with Dr. Dillon, who, during the absence of the Resident 
Physician, has devoted so much of his time and attention to the Asylum, 
that the heating apparatus in the laundry is quite worn out, and as such, 
useless. 

I examined the books, which appear to me to be very orderly. 
August 12, 1873. 

There are at present 369 patients in the Ballinasloe Asylum, or 7 more 
than on the same date of the month of last year, while the number is 8 
less than on the 12th August. This fluctuation is satisfactory, so far as 
it indicates, that, taking into account the existence of 70 vacancies 
between both sexes, the institution will prove fully equal to the wants 
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of the district. Referring to the chargeability of the inmates, 208, of 
whom 128 are males and 80 females, belong to the county Galway • ,.32 
to the borough of Galway, 22 males and 10 females; while 130* are 
chargeable to the county Roscommon, 68 being men and 62 women. 
The sanitary state of the house is favourable, 7 only being confined to 
bed from bodily ailment. I find no person under mechanical restraint 
of any hind, or in seclusion. With regard to employment, 70 males 
and 67 females are industriously occupied. Fully two-thirds of the 
patients appear to offer little hope of recovery, though fit subjects for 
the Asylum ; in fact, in no like institution are there more noisy and 
refractory patients, particularly among the females, than in this. I con- 
sider the lower corridors, Nos. 1 and 5, require immediate improvement • 
they are dark, gloomy, and ill ventilated. With Mr. Kempster, archi- 
tect to the Local Board, and the physicians, I have made a minute 
inquiry into the best mode of obviating existing inconveniences, and 
which we think feasible at a very inconsiderable expense in the manner 
which Mr. Kempster will submit to the Governors. I am happy to 
observe that the suggestions submitted in a former report to the Board 
are being carried out ; the bedding at either side of the Institution is 
good and ample, and the personal clothing generally in good repair and 
warm ; many of the females have no shoes or stockings, the cause being, 
as I am informed, that they cannot be induced to wear them. I examined 
the provisions, the milk and oatmeal being as usual of the best quality ; 
the bread by no means so good, while I must say that in regard to the 
meat supplied by the contractor it deserves full commendation. 

November 10, 1873. 



Belfast. 

On my present inspection of the Belfast District Asylum I consider it, 
so far as the condition of the patients is in question, satisfactory — parti- 
cularly so in a sanitary point of view. Seven only, out of an aggregate 
of 356, being confined to bed by actual bodily illness, while none are 
under restraint of any kind. The number of inmates this day, as com- 
pared with that of the same date last year, is twenty-six greater ; there 
appears between the male and female divisions to be twenty-four vacancies. 
On a late visit to the Institution, November 29, I noticed the state of 
some of the corridors and apartments on the ground floor, and particu- 
larly in the refractory wards, as requiring painting and other renovations. 
They still appear very neglected and cheerless, with scanty and wretched 
furniture. The walls, too, are badly whitewashed. I trust the Board, 
now that spring weather has commenced, will give the necessary direc- 
tions for improvements. Nothing has been done about the ground lately 
purchased, which lies waste — it ought to be enclosed and made available 
for the employment of the patients. 

March 31, 1873. 



Having inspected the Belfast Lunatic Asylum this day, I am happy 
o be able to report most favourably on its general condition — as to order 
and cleanliness. On going through the several wards and corridors I 
coulcl not but observe that painting and papering is much wanted, as 
also wainscoting. ’ 

April 7, 1873.

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On my inspection of tlie Belfast Lunatic Asylum this day I find there 
are on the books 386 patients — 223 males and 163 females — being 6 over 
the proper number ; should any increase of patients continue, the house 
will become overcrowded, not only to inconvenience, but to a dangerous 
extent, particularly so if the Institution should be visited by cholera or 
any other epidemic. I would recommend that great caution should be 
observed in admitting cases not likely to be benefited by Asylum treat- 
ment, and which could be as well cared in the workhouse, at a considerably 
less cost to the rate-payers. The house is as usual very clean and orderly, 
and the patients continue to receive the same care and attention as here- 
tofore. I have examined the food, such as bread, meat, soup, &c., and 
find it of excellent quality ; the sanitary condition of the patients is vei-y 
satisfactory. 

July 18, 1873. 



The general state of the Belfast District Asylum appears to me to be 
very satisfactory, the recent pannelling of the corridors, and the repaint- 
ing of the old woodwork, have effected a marked improvement in the 
different day-rooms and galleries. 

The patients appear as heretofore to be carefully looked after, and as 
a body, are remarkably healthy and tranquil. I find none of them to be 
under any restraint whatever. 

Their day-rooms and dormitories are clean and orderly, whilst the 
bedding, both at the male and female sides of the house, is quite sufficient 
and in good repair. 

The total number of lunatic inmates amounts to 379, or within one of 
the full complement, which the institution is calculated to accommodate ; 
of the total, 212 are chargeable to the borough of Belfast, and 167, in- 
cluding Carrickfergus, to the county of Antrim. Looking to the steady 
and progressive increase from year to year of the Belfast population, 
additional provision for its insane cannot be much longer delayed. The 
visits of the external officers are regularly entered as they occur. Those 
of the Surgeon Apothecary are by no means so frequent as they should be. 

October 31, 1873. 



Carlow. 

On my inspection this day of the Carlow District Asylum, as might 
be expected from the continuous wetness of the last four months, I found 
it rather under its accustomed satisfactory appearance, both internally 
and externally. Although there were good fires throughout the house, 
it was damp and cheerless ; fortunately, however, the sanitary condition 
of the patients is very favourable, two only being confined in bed from 
illness. 

It will be incumbent on the Resident Physicians to keep up a whole- 
some temperature. 

The number of lunatic inmates at this date amounts to 196 — 111 
being males and 82 females — or fully 50 above the legitimate accom- 
modation. The new buildings, considering the state of the weather, 
are progressing rather satisfactorily,

Found the institution- in a very satisfactory state. The number of 
patients this day is 200 — 113 males and 87 females — all carefully looked 
after. The sanitary state of the house excellent. 

April 13, 1873. 



From the date of my last visit considerable progress has been effected 
in the new buildings, so much that, no doubt, before the close of the 
autumn a portion of the male divisions may be occupied. The Asylum 
generally (making allowance for its very over crowded state) is in good order, 
and the patients duly attended to. There are at present 202 lunatic 
inmates — 111 males and 88 females. 

July 5, 1873. 



There are at present 207 patients in the Asylum — 115 males and 92 
females — 87 of the aggregate of both sexes chargeable to Carlow, and 120 
to Kildare, a fair proportion of accommodation as regards the population 
relatively of the two constituent counties of the district. The sanitary 
state of the house is good, and the inmates indicated a careful manage- 
ment. I am glad to find that within the last three months a portion of .the 
new buildings at the men’s side has been occupied for dormitory accom- 
modation. 

I think there are, however, too many persons sleeping in the one 
room, particularly when the adjoining one, equally available, is unoc- 
cupied. In the absence of the Resident Medical Superintendent on 
leave, I have directed that six beds should be removed to a second 
apartment. 

I minutely examined into the progress of the additional structural 
works, and think the contractor is fairly and expeditiously fulfilling his 
engagement. I would direct the attention of the Governors, now that 
the Asylum is undergoing enlargements not only, but improvements, of 
laving the basement rooms of the entire building put in better repair. 
They are damp and ill-ventilated, some so much so as to be useless, and 
there is a deficiency of domestic conveniences which I pointed out to 
the clerk of the works. 

The steam boiler is in a very bad condition — in fact it has not been 
employed for some days. One boiler is not enough for such an insti- 
tution as this ; there should be always a second in readiness against con- 
tingencies. It appears to me highly advisable to erect a steam-engine 
for pumping water ; the same fire would be available for the latter pur- 
pose as for the various objects of cooking, drying, supplying hot water 
for baths, washing, <fcc. 

There is a deficiency in the Carlow Asylum which on more than one 
occasion I submitted for the consideration of the Governors, but is now 
becoming more apparent with the enlargement of the institution — I refer 
to that of a night watchman, and beg also to add that there should be 
as ample protection as possible against accidents from fire. 

The sewerage is now apparently faultless. 

August 9, 1873. 

I this day inspected the Carlow Asylum, and found the establishment 
(considering it at present in its transition state, unfinished, and still in 
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the hands of the contractor) in a satisfactory state. The patients as a 
body are very healthy, and apparently carefully attended to. 

February 4, 1874. 



Castlebar. 

On my inspection of the Castlebar District Lunatic Asylum this day 
there are on the books 124 males and 86 females. I have seen them all 
and, on the whole, I am of opinion they are very carefully and kindly 
treated, being fairly and comfortably clad ; their amusements and employ- 
ments are well attended to. I was much pleased with the performances 
of the band, which evidently gave much pleasure 'to .the patients. The 
majority of the performers were, I was glad to observe, patients. Nothing, 
in my opinion, tends so much towards the happiness and recovery of the 
inmates as music, tending to calm the refractory and raise the spirits of 
the desponding. Periodicals and newspapers are supplied, and I am 
informed by Dr. Edmundson that he is about submitting to the Governors 
by their direction a list of books for their approval, so that a small and 
cheap collection might be made for the use of the patients. I am surprised 
that the character of the patients is such that out of 124 males only 24 
are sufficiently tranquil and manageable to be entrusted out working on 
the lands ; 6 are employed tailoring and shoemaking, besides 18 cleaning 
the divisions, &c., in addition to which 4 are employed painting the 
woodwork inside and outside of the building, making a total of some 52 
employed in some useful work. Of the females, 1 2 are at needlework, 
making male and female clothing; 3 at fancy work; 1 quilting; 14 
assisting in laundry; 12 cleaning the house, &c., making a total of 41 
employed out of 86 — a far greater number in proportion than on the 
male side. I have to state that I found the several dormitories, day- 
rooms, and corridors, as also the bath-rooms, kitchen, laundry, and the 
house generally in most creditable order, being clean and well ventilated. 
The sanitary condition of the patients is most satisfactory, none being 
confined to bed with one exception, which is a male patient, who 
attempted to commit suicide on the night of the 6th instant. It appears 
this man has been in the Asylum since July, 1869, and up to the night 
he inflicted the injury never evinced the slightest symptom of a suicidal 
tendency. On that night he suddenly jumped out of his bed and attempted 
to raise the window ; failing to do so he broke a pane of glass, a portion 
of which he secretly carried back to his bed, and made a punctured 
wound at the side of the trachea — fortunately no large vessel was 
wounded. He now lies in a very desponding state, anxious to repeat the 
attempt if possible, to prevent which an attendant is kept constantly in 
the room, day and night. He was in an associated dormitory, and there 
appears to be no blame attachable to the attendants, who immediately 
detected him. The grounds are well cultivated, and appear to have 
produced remunerative crops. The Resident Physician reports favour 
ably of the attendants. The external officers attend regularly, and the 
books are correctly kept. 

September 11, 1873. 



Clonmel. 

There are at this date 348 patients in the conjoint Asylums of .the 
County Tipperary district, or five less than on my last visit of inspection. 
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Of the total, 134 are in the upper house, which has 11 vacancies ; and 
214 patients in the lower house, which has 26 vacancies. This state of 
things’ is satisfactory, as it shows that the Institution may be deemed 
equal to the requirements of the district. 

I examined into the state of the Asylums very minutely, and am 
happy to report, for the information of the Board, that I found no cause 
of complaint whatever. The various apartments occupied by the inmates 
are uniformly clean, orderly, and well ventilated. The bedding I con- 
sider unexceptionable ; while the dormitories, associated or single, 
boarded or flagged, for certain refractory cases, are alike creditably 
attended to. At the same time I would suggest the advantage of having 
in the flagged cells strips of matting at the side of the beds. 

Of the total under treatment — males and females being almost equal 
in the upper, but with a difference of 40 in excess of men in the lower 
l 10lise — two only are confined to bed from bodily disease, and one under 
restraint from a physical cause. In some of the airing courts I think it 
advisable there should be benches with backs to them ; the seats are not 
sufficient, and thus patients lie on the rough gravel, much to the detri- 
ment of their clothes. It appears also to me that the lowering of the 
south wall, by three or four feet, in No. 4 Refractory Yard would render 
it more lightsome ; at present it is very gloomy. 

The books, both medical and fiscal, of the Institution are kept with 
great regularity, and the visits of the extern officers are duly entered. 
I am glad to learn from both of the Resident Physicians, as well as 
from the Matron, that the attendants, as a rule, give much satisfaction. 

9th June, 1873. 



In the Amalgamated Clonmel District Asylum there are at present 
exactly the same number of patients as on my last inspection on the 9th 
June — namely, 348 — of whom 190 are males and 158 females, all of 
whom I examined. Of the total two only are confined to bed, and none 
in seclusion; two men are, however, for safety sake, both as regards 
themselves and others, in strong refractory dresses, but without 
mechanical restraint. The sanitary condition of the house cannot but 
he deemed as highly satisfactory — the inmates of the infirmaries being 
all old, debilitated cases. 

Every attention seems to be bestowed on the patients, who are well 
clad; while their dormitories are kept in a very clean and orderly 
manner, the bedding being unexceptionable. I attribute much of the 
healthfulness of this Asylum to its full ventilation. 

The airing yards in the lower building need renovation, particularly 
that in No. 2 Male Division, which in wet weather is utterly useless. It 
should be either flagged, or the surface covered with asphalte ; after 
rain, as at present, it is a mass of mud. The gratings, too, over the 
areas in this yard are broken and dangerous ; they require a general 
repair, or their substitution by an alteration which the Resident Medical 
Superintendent will submit to the Board. R ow that winter is approach- 
ing I would again direct the attention of the Board to the advisability 
of having cocoa matting at the bedsides of the refractory cells, which, 
being flagged, are cold and cheerless, particularly as from the construc- 
tion of the building no heating apparatus can be employed. Both 
Resident Physicians have no objection whatever to the flagging ; on the

contrary, they prefer it for some cases, provided additional bed clothes 
as proposed be employed. 

There are thirty-two vacancies in the Asylum, and no application for 
admission from either riding. 

As heretofore I find the provisions to be of excellent quality, and the 
various books, &c., of the Institution properly kept. There does not 
appear any entry of the Board’s visit to any of the divisions for the last 
two months. 

September 5, 1873. 



Sunday, 21st September, 1873.— Passing through, I this day visited 
the Amalgamated Asylums of the county Tipperary, and was much 
gratified at noticing the becoming state of both Institutions — the various 
apartments kept with particular neatness and order, and the attendants 
and patients alike suitably attired. I could not fail, however, to observe 
in the upper house the very limited accommodation for the inmates who 
were at the morning Mass, the day-room, in which it was said, not bein°- 
capable of containing much more than one-half the number present, the 
rest being in the corridors, and out of sight of the officiating clergyman. 
All were most tranquil, and seemingly very attentive. ° 



Cork. 

As on previous inspections of the Cork District Asylum, I have to 
report on the present occasion that I consider the general condition of 
the inmates, now 660, or four more than at the close of last year, to be 
satisfactory. They are well clad, orderly, and remarkably healthy. Out 
of the whole number, ten only are confined to bed, and they more from 
debility than actual illness. Both at the male and female side a large' 
proportion of the patients are industriously occupied ; and of the men, 
fully 140 on the grounds. The attendants, too, appear to be careful 
and attentive to their respective duties. I went through all the depart- 
ments, accompanied by the Visiting and Assistant Physicians, as also by 
the Matron and Steward. The day rooms and corridors were of an 
equable temperature, the day itself being fine, but I deem it essential 
that sufficient warmth should at all times be kept up, and no place to 
be lower than from 46° to 50° Fahrenheit. Of all classes, the insane 
should have the unvaried benefit of a wholesome temperature. 

I quite agree in the action of the Board of Governors as regards the 
expenditure of fuel, but on following it up an opposite extreme should, 
be avoided. Nothing can be worse than the construction of many of 
the grates in the central buildings, a circumstance to which, long since, 
I directed the attention of the Board ; they should be reset, so as to give 
out heat, and not uselessly expend coal. On examining the kitchen 
range belonging to the Resident Medical Superintendent it appeared to 
me a very wasteful one, and needs renovation. 

I cannot say that I notice any improvement whatever in the state of 
the laundry, which is devoid of many necessary requisites, notably an 
apparatus for washing filthy linen, which now, for the most part, is done 
by hand ; neither is there any room for foul clothes, which are tossed 
about, offensively alike to the sight and smell. The stores are as dis- 
creditable as they can be to a great public institution. The workshops 
are confined, dingy, and ill-ventilated ; while, with reference to dormi- 
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tories occupied by servants, I shall only request that some of the 
Governors will, by . personal observation, judge for themselves. In my 
official position it is incumbent on me to make these remarks, which I 
am sure the Board will accept as intended by me. The additions or 
female wing, to correspond with the male side of the infirmary, will 
soon be undertaken, so it is highly advisable, in an economical point of 
view, for the rate-payers of the district, that the cost of all repairs and 
structural alterations should be included in the Government loan. On 
looking over the comparative outlay on fuel in all the Irish District 
Asylums, I calculate that this item in Cork is on an average from 20 to 
25 per cent, less than elsewhere, a circumstance, no doubt* agreeable to 
the Board. The sheds, which have so constantly been brought under 
the consideration of the Governors, are still totally disregarded At the 
request of the Medical Officers I again advert to them. 

February 20, 1873. 



It is with sincere regret that on my present visit to the Cork District 
Asylum a vacancy should exist in it, caused by the recent death of Dr. 
Power, a gentleman whose loss is much to be lamented, both in his 
official and social character. Connected with the Institution as Resident 
Physician for over twenty, and previously for ten years as Yisitino- 
Physician, in either capacity his genuine kindness observable towards 
the patients, and those subordinate to him, was no less than his profes- 
sional tact and experience in the treatment of the insane, facts to which 
the warm and unanimous appreciation of his services, as expressed at 
the last meeting of the Governors of the Asylum, bears a more effective 
testimony than any language I could employ. 

On my present, as on previous inspections, the interior of the institu- 
tion, or that immediately occupied by the patients, who are carefully 
and humanely looked after, is in a very orderly state, clean and well 
ventilated, but up to the present nothing has been practically under- 
taken to remedy the numerous wants and defects dwelt upon by me in 
former reports. I am glad to learn that it is the intention of the Board 
to commence immediate changes in the laundry, store rooms, and other 
domestic apartments, as well as improvements so long and so much 
needed in the airing courts, so as not only to render them more open 
and commodious, but to afford suitable sheds and seats for the lunatics 
when detained in them. 



The Asylum at large continues to be much overcrowded, the average 
number of patients being 650, or nearly 70 over its normal accommodat- 
ion. The proportion chargeable to the city being considerably in 
P°P u ^ a ^ 0I1 > 98,000, than that chargeable to the county, 
Mb,UU0— m fact, nearly twice as much, being 170 to the city, and 480 
o lie county. With regard to the east and west riding, there seems no 
veiy great disproportion, the former, however, has the surplus. 

is to be hoped that the additional provision about to be effected by 
e erection of a female infirmary will go far to meet requirements, 
eiwise some fresh accommodation elsewhere, and at no distant period, 
y J® ® ome years ago I suggested, after specially visiting the

]' ’ as we b as f° r idiots, and certain of the epileptic classes. There is, 

ever, a very fair objection to such an arrangement, inasmuch as 
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Youghal is situated at the extreme end of the east riding, while if there 
was a similar range of buildings in the west riding, but more central, 
all requirements would be met. 

On analysing the expenditure of the asylum during the year 1872, I 
find it amounted, every item of outlay included according to the auditor’s 
report, to £12,250, with a daily average of 650 patients, besides staff, or 
to about 18 guineas per head per annum ; the above £12,250 representing 
within it salaries, wages, &c. The valuation of the district, as available 
for the support of the Institution, being £1,400,000, the cost may be set 
down as ‘Id. in the £1 sterling, or per head, as contrasted with that of 
paupers in unions, one with another, and all establishment charges 
included, about three farthings more. Thus the lunatics for the whole 
district, city and ridings combined, do not entail an expenditure at the 
outside’ of more than £6,000 over that for an equal number of poorhouse 
inmates, so that, after all, when the peculiar claims of the . insane 
personally, as well as the protection of society, and the check to the 
propagation of the saddest of human visitations be taken into account, 
there exist no reasonable cause of complaint of the money so laid out— 
certainly less in Cork than elsewhere, for the current support of its 
lunatic asylum is less than in any other similar public establishment in 
Ireland— no doubt, this past year, the expenditure has been nearly £2 a 
head higher than eight years ago, but all articles of use and consumption 
are now much higher. 

On going over the farm I find fully the third of an acre adjoining the 
waterworks at the south side quite waste. I am informed the Corporation 
will not allow its cultivation ; in its present state it is both useless and 
an eyesore. At the west side, some 70 feet of the mound of earth will, 
I apprehend, have to be levelled before the infirmary buildings are 
commenced. I would particularly direct the attention of the Governors 
to the dilapidated condition of the house occupied by Mr. Crofts, the 
land steward, and Mr. Connell, the clerk ; it stands in urgent want of 
repair, both inside and outside ; they are very meritorious officers, and 
deserve consideration.

Visited — The house in a very satisfactory state. 

June 10, 1873. 

The condition of the Cork District Asylum, after a minute inspection 
of it, appears to me satisfactory; its interior organization is much 
improved, and the various departments of the Institution at large denote 
a careful supervision. The day rooms, dormitories, and corridors are 
clean and orderly, those particularly which are occupied by the > refrac- 
tory classes are maintained in a praiseworthy manner. The bedding all 
through the establishment is good and ample ; in the few sleeping rooms 
where it is deemed advisable to make use of straw, I think it should he 
put into strong canvas ticking, as being more comfortable to the patients 
themselves, and more economical. The personal clothing of the nmia es, 
both male and female, is of excellent quality for their condition ot file. 

I am glad to find that the suggestions made by me in the early pan 
of the year, with regard to a better ventilation, have been earned out y 
order of the Board, and with favourable results, for nothing is qaoi 
requisite, particularly in a lunatic asylum, than a full and free cncu a l 
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of fresh air, the more so in one so crowded as the Cork, when on each 
succeeding visit I notice an increase of patients. This day there are 
eleven more in it than in last J une. Were all admitted from time to time 
suitable cases, there could be no objection, but such is not the fact, for 
individuals are committed summarily under a recent Act by magistrates 
as “ dangerous lunatics,” be they blind, dumb, or debilitated by old age, 
■without proper inquiry, thus filling up the house to the exclusion of 
patients who otherwise would make application in due form to the Board. 
Unfortunately, too, when once a party is committed, he or she not 
unfrequently becomes a fixture, there being no mode of discharges, and 
thus the Institution tends to be in the end diverted from its legitimate 
object, as an hospital for the cure of insanity. The abuse, if it continues, 
can only be remedied by the formation in each lunatic district of an 
intermediate sort of an establishment between a regular asylum and 
poorhouse, maintained, as it would be, at a cost not greater, or perhaps 
so great as the present combined average expense per head in a poorhouse 
•and asylum, and into which establishment the hopelessly demented, 
incapable to work, epileptic, imbeciles, and idiots could be drafted. In 
the Cork Union there are now seventy-six of these classes, and not 
comfortably located. 

Readverting to the asylum, its sanitary state is highly favourable, for 
out of a total of 666 patients five males only are confined to bed from 
bodily illness, and no female whatever, while none of either sex is in 
seclusion, or under mechanical restraint ; much of this satisfactory state 
of things may be fairly attributed to the use of the Turkish bath, the 
credit of its first employment in asylums being due to the Governors 
here. I saw thirty patients in the bath this morning, and was informed 
that as many as 140 occasionally take it in a day — on analysing the cost, 
I find that the total expense of fuel for ten days amounts to 32s., £1 for 
a chaldron of coke, and 12s. for slack coal — in other words, 1,400 persons 
can have a bath at a little more than a farthing a head. 

The number of inmates industriously occupied both in and out of doors, 
though considerable, might, I think, be increased, for nothing is more 
calculated to benefit the insane than employment, be it ever so trivial, in 
the open air. It is the more necessary in the Cork Asylum, from the 
marked absence of means for recreation and amusement, as well as the 
listless sedentary disposition of those labouring under chronic disease so 
long in it. 

The provisions which I examined were of good quality, particularly 
the bread. In the meat contract just made by the Board, it has made 
the very best arrangement in getting the article supplied in bulk or in 
quarters, as thus there can be no mistake either as to quality or quantity. 
The culinary apparatus is now in good working order, but the laundry 
still continues in a backward state, and nothing can be worse than the 
sewerage. The drying closets, as noticed by Sir Thomas Tobin, are 
quite inadequate, but no doubt the contractor will rectify them before 
the whiter sets in. 

With reference to the erection of a large dining hall, I have long 
advocated the advisability of such an arrangement, for the comfort it 
would afford the patients, and its ultimate economy and great convenience. 
As these matters have been already brought under the consideration 
of the Governors it is now needless to dwell on them in their different 
bearings. I shall simply express my opinion that the wisest course the 
board could adopt would be to meet requirements fully and finally. The 
store rooms, sleeping accommodation for servants, and workshops, as well 
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as other improvements, should all be comprised under the one operation 
and the one loan from the Treasury. 

September 18, 1873. 

To prevent a misconception of my meaning as to “ combined averages ” 
I would observe, that assuming fifty patients in an asylum cost £18 per 
head, the total would be £900 a year ; and that if fifty in a poorhouse cost 
£10 a head, it would be £500 per annum ; 100 patients in an intermediate 
institution certainly could be maintained for £1,400, or probably less. 
Thus an asylum would be disembarrassed of hopeless cases, and the 
Union Workhouse relieved of troublesome ones. 



Downpatrick. 

On my present visit to the Downpatrick District Asylum I find in it 
an aggregate of 266 patients, of whom 164 are males and 102 females, 
constituting a very marked disparity, not so much noticeable elsewhere 
in Ireland between the respective number of the two sexes, and for which 
T am unable to account, the more so as there are no outstanding appli- 
cations for admission, unless, perhaps, it be referable to that futile cause 
of insanity, an indulgence in drinking, which is so much more prevalent 
in the North among men than women. It is, however, satisfactory to 
observe that the institution is not becoming overcrowded on the whole, 
as there are in it thirty-four vacancies — in fact, on this day of the month 
last year there were ten more inmates under treatment than now, while 
the females amounted to the existing number. 

Of the interior organization of the establishment I have just reason to 
report favourably, as being much improved, particularly in regard to the 
arrangement of lavatories and bath-rooms, as well as the selection of a 
well-devised system of water-closets, with an ample supply of water to 
them. The wainscoting in the refractory division, to the expediency of 
which I directed in my local annual report of last year the attention of 
the Board, has been fully effected, and in the opinion of the Resident 
Physician with satisfactory results, as materially tending to the clean- 
liness, the preservation of the walls, and general appearance of the 
day-rooms and corridors. I consider the re-opening of the fireplaces in 
the galleries far preferable, to the comfort of the patients, as well as for 
securing a more genial and healthful temperature, to the hot water appa- 
ratus, expensive in maintenance, and which has proved a failure, for I am 
informed that the heat within doors in cold weather could scarcely be 
raised more than four or five degrees by it. It will, however, be advi- 
sable that the means proposed by the architect, Mr. Smyth, and Dr. 
Tyner should be adopted to secure sufficient warmth in the new and 
refractory apartments, principally occupied by epileptics. 

The ventilation, as lately secured in the large dormitories, leave little 
to be desired. They are now as fresh after being occupied by the patients 
as at mid-day. To satisfy myself on this point I went through them at 
10, p.m., and found the air perfectly fresh. I cannot, however, say so 
much of the ventilation in one of the female divisions on the ground 
floor, which is very indifferent, and should be immediately attended to ; 
as heretofore, the bedding all through the house is good and ample. The 
various apartments, dormitories, corridors, and day-rooms are not only clean 
and orderly, but the latter, on the ground floor, occupied by the tranquil 
patients, have a cheerful and homely look from the simple omamen- 
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tation of plants and pictures. Tlie personal clothing of the inmates, 
particularly of the females, is sufficient, and suitable to their sphere of 
life. I could, however, wish that some of the males were more warmly 
clad, particularly at the opening of the winter months. With reference 
to the sanitary state of the house, the best comment on it is the simple 
fact that only three individuals are confined to bed from bodily ailments, 
and none under restraint of any kind, though I must say I never noticed 
a larger proportion elsewhere of violent patients. Unfortunately the 
building of the new cells has interfered with their being in the airing 
courts as hitherto — a circumstance which tends to undue excitement. 
The attendance of the extern officers is regular, and the books of the 
Asylum appear to be kept correctly. 

In conclusion, I would beg to call the attention of the Governors to 
the advisability of having a hose in case of fire, and to the unfinished 
condition of the grounds in front of the house.

I find the Asylum in a very orderly and satisfactory state, and the 
patients, as a body, remarkably healthy, for out of the present inmates, 
numbering 267, five only are confined in the infirmary from bodily ail- 
ments, and those not of a dangerous character. It appears to me highly 
advisable that a shed of simple and light construction should be erected 
in the large male airing yard, as is the case in other District Asylums, 
the utility of which is obvious, not only in showery and winter weather, 
but for the sake of shade in the hot summer months. The expense, 
though trifling, can be included in the application for advance of money 
to the Commissioners of Control, and, at the same time, it would be well 
to procure a hose, in case of fire, as there is a good supply of water at 
command. The provisions which I saw are of good quality, with the 
exception of meat, which appeared to be indifferent. The Privy Council 
Rules are duly attended to.

Ennis. 

I have this day examined in detail the Ennis District Asylum, which 
appears to be in good working order, and so far, particularly as regards 
the treatment of the patients themselves, carefully attended to. As a 
body, both males and females are well clad, and the rooms occupied by 
these warm, and at the same time well ventilated. 

The bedding all through the house is good and plentiful. I think, 
however, as I see suggested by my colleague on his last visit, that straw 
mattresses should be used for the reasons given by him. 

The female divisions are kept cleaner and more satisfactorily than the 
male, as is generally the case in all institutions for the insane ; in the 
course of the coming months Dr. Daxon intends making improvements 
at the male side, in which I trust he will be sustained by the Board. The 
refectory for the present number of patients is clearly too small — in fact, 
it is only large enough for one sex to occupy. 

On my inspection in June, 1872, the number of inmates was 236 — 
there are at present 239 (a very small difference, indeed). Among the 
a ter there are many individuals who could be well maintained in poor- 
ouses at little more than half the expense of their support here. Of the 
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aggregate five only are confined to bed from bodily illness and none under ' 
restraint I am happy to learn from the Medical Superintendent that the 
servants and attendants, as a rule, are very well conducted, and the 
visits of the extern officers regular.

Read 13th March, 1873. 



On my inspection of the Clare District Asylum this day I find there 
are at present in the establishment 128 males and 117 females, making 
a total of 245. They all appear to be carefully attended to and judi- 
ciously treated ; there are none in seclusion or under restraint. Con- 
sidering the season of the year, the sanitary state of the house is satis- 
factory, there being only sixteen confined to hospital. 

I beg again to call the serious attention of the Board to the state of the 
straw mattresses ; they are evidently worse from rust than when I saw 
them last. 

Many of the walls on the male side are sadly in want of being white- 
washed, causing the division where such want exists to look dirty and 
neglected. This, I am sure, the Governors themselves cannot help to 
observe when, in accordance with the 1st Privy Council Rule, they make 
their monthly inspection of the Institution. 

On looking over the Morning Statement Book I observe that the part 
relating to ‘‘The Physicians’ abstract of cases” is not filled up; to this 
omission I wish to call Dr. Daxon’s attention. 

I examined the provisions and found them of good quality. The 
boilers in the kitchen are out of order at present, causing delay in pre- 
paring the several meals, however, I am informed they are in process of 
being repaired. The laundry appears to be in good working order. 
March 27, 1873. 



The general state of the Ennis District Asylum appears to me to be 
satisfactory ; the day-rooms, corridors, and dormitories are maintained 
with a due regard to cleanliness, order, and ventilation, particularly too 
in the refractory divisions. 

The bedding through the establishment is good and ample, but I cannot 
fail noticing the continuance of a neglect to which the attention of the 
Governors has been already directed, viz. : — The want of some protection 
to guard the ticken from being eaten away by rust on the iron bedsteads, 
and which could be so easily obviated by slips of matting — one can be 
penny wise but pound foolish. 

Since the date of my last inspection there has been an increase of four 
patients ; there are now in the Asylum 248 as against 244 in March 
last; the males (amounting to 131) are in excess by one of the regular 
accommodation; the females (117) are 13 under it. Under all circum- 
stances it is desirable that anything like an overcrowding of the house 
should be prevented, bearing in view that there are some chronic, hope- 
less, and utterly demented, as well as quiet, inmates in the institution ; 
the available means at hand consist in the removal of such individuals 
to union workhouses. There is no legal power to transfer them against 
the will of Boards of Guardians to unions ; but it would be well for the 
Governors to make, if possible, an arrangement with all the Poorhouse 
Boards in the district for this object, otherwise additions, falling alike in 
expense on each Union, of a costly nature will be ultimately required. 
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The sanitary condition of the patients is favourable; a certain number 
of the males, but I could wish it to be larger, are industriously occupied 
out of doors. The female employment is very considerable. It is now 
nearly seven years since the interior woodwork of the house has been 
painted. It is obviously in need of fresh coating, and for the sake of 
economy, with the best materials. The fireplaces and flues should be 
attended to before the autumn, as already suggested. I went through 
the daily department, and congratulate the Board on an arrangement 
which promises so well — the best milk, and at a saving calculated at 
between £200 and £300 per year. 

Finally, I would direct the attention of the Board of Governors, and 
I am sure they will take my observations in good part, to the discredit- 
able state of the front grounds, though immediately around a building of 
the pretensions of the Ennis Asylum, which are totally neglected, and 
devoid of any shape or ornamentation whatever. 

The attendance of the out-door officers is regular, and I hear from 
Dr. Daxon that the subordinate staff is in every respect well conducted. 
July 10, 1873. 

This day, in company with Mr. M'Grath, Mr. O’Brien, and Dr. Cul- 
lman,' went minutely through the establishment, which we considered to 
be, on the whole, very clean and orderly. The patients appear to be 
very carefully and kindly attended to. We could not, however, fail to 
observe many deficiencies with regard to details. The woodwork in- 
teriorly stands much in need of being repainted ; the plastering in some 
of the day-rooms, dormitories, and sitting-rooms is broken, particularly 
about the surbase and doors, and unless repaired will become worse from 
day to day ; the female yards are not sufficiently looked after, the water- 
closets are out of repair in two divisions, and the scullery sewerage is 
choked up. I think the Board of Governors should at once direct their 
attention to improvements, which on inspection they will probably 
agree with me ought not to be deferred. 

I am happy to report that the sanitary condition of the house is most 
satisfactory, and that the diet afforded the patients is both good in 
quality and ample in amount. The farm is in every respect working 
well. Good crops, with a full supply of milk for the whole establish- 
ment. 

As the next Board is to inquire into the particulars of a late suicide, 
ancl the question is one of domestic discipline, connected with the inatten- 
tion of an attendant to fasten a window, it would be premature on my 
part to express an opinion.

Enniscorthy. 

1 I h ave the pleasure of reporting for the information of the Board of 
Governors of this the county Wexford, or Enniscorthy District Asylum, 
that its general condition on my present visit of inspection is, as 
hitherto, very satisfactory, both as regards the inmates themselves, and 
the personal care bestowed on them, as well as the interior organization 
of the establishment, which, though costly with reference to structure, 
and expensive in its maintenance, through the benefit it affords the 
community at large, camiot but be deemed worthy of the cost it neces- 
sarily entails on the rates of the District.

The number of patients at this date — 238 — in the house, is nine 
more than on the same day last year ; but the vacancies are so many, 
that, with a little foresight, they cannot be altogether filled up. It 
would be well, however, that some chronic incurable and harmless 
individuals should be sent to their respective Unions, where they can 
be fairly maintained, and at less than two-thirds of what is expended on 
them in a regular Asylum. On inquiry I find the various contractors 
fulfil their obligations, both in the quality of the articles supplied by 
them and the time of delivery ; and that as usual the extern officers 
are regular in their attendance, and the domestic staff attentive and 
well conducted. 

I am happy to learn that suggestions made by me about improving 
the yards have been adopted by the Board. 

March 24, 1873. 

The principal, indeed the only deficiency, I notice in the interior of 
the house is the absence of any little ornamentation in the day-rooms 
particularly at the female side. I would therefore propose to the 
Governors that the Resident Physician should be authorized to expend 
on one day-room as an experiment some trifling sum, also for the pur- 
chase of shrubs in front of the buildings. 



As on my last visit to the Enniscorthy District Asylum, I have on 
the present occasion ample room to speak in very favourable terms of its 
general state and good management. On the 24th of March there were 
238 patients in the house ; to-day there are five less, and only one out- 
standing application for admission, while the absolute vacancies between 
male and female accommodation amounts to 53. This is, so far, highly 
satisfactory, as it shows that in the district there is ample provision for 
the insane poor. Out of the existing total in the Institution, namely, 
108 women and 125 men, not one individual is confined to bed or under 
restraint of any kind. 

The day-rooms, corridors, dormitories, are maintained in great order 
and cleanliness, and at the same time fully ventilated. The bedding 
altogether is good and neat — in fact I feel justified in stating that the 
Asylum is most creditable to all connected with its local supervision. 

I lately observed the day-rooms totally devoid of any little domestic 
ornamentation, and not in character with the general appearance of the 
Institution. I would therefore reiterate my suggestion that the Board 
of Governors should authorize the Resident Physician to expend some 
small sum in obviating the deficiency. 

As hitherto the visits of the extern officers are regular. 

June 2, 1873. 



I have to report very favourably on the general condition of this 
Asylum on my inspection of it this day. The several day-rooms, 
dormitories, and corridors, are kept particularly clean, well ventilated, 
and orderly. The beds and bedding are clean and in good condi- 
tion. The bath-rooms, water-closets, and lavatories are also clean 
and in good working order. The patients have all the appearance 
of being well cared and attended to, being well clad and clean in their 
persons. The sanitary state of the house is most satisfactory, none 
being confined to bed from bodily ailment. The men are principally 
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employed on the land ; the women in sewing, knitting, and assisting in 
the kitchen and laundry. The grounds are kept in good order, and are 
producing excellent crops. The ball court, lately erected by Dr. Sliiell 
is a most desirable addition to the healthy amusement of the patients. 
There are up to this date 124 males and 111 females in the 
Institution. 

July, 1873. 



Visited and found the establishment as hitherto well conducted in all 
its various details of management. Out of the existing number of 
patients — 240 — 131 male and 109 females, not one labours under bodily 
indisposition, so as to be in hospital ; neither is any in seclusion. The 
ventilation of this Asylum is particularly good, and, with the cleanli- 
ness which is noticeable all through it, no apprehension need be 
entertained of epidemic disease. I think the tiling as ordered by the 
Board is even better than the asphalt recommended by me in the airino- 
court sheds : it is no doubt a little more expensive, but then it is more 
lasting and useful at all times. The articles of contract and of consump- 
tion are unexceptionally good, owing, no doubt, to the fair prices 
conceded by the Board. In consequence of the opening of a new 
division at the female side, at least one additional attendant is required ; 
and I have consequently requested the Resident Medical Superintendent 
to procure one : the appointment will only fill up the regular staff 
authorized by the Privy Council Regulations. The clothing and 
bedding throughout the house appear to be in a very serviceable 
condition. 

On looking over the admissions for the past six months I am 
happy to remark that those by Magisterial Warrants have sensibly 
diminished, and that the more legitimate mode of reception by direction 
of the Governors, and on forms giving useful information, is becoming 
more the practice. 

The various books, as ordered under the Statute, are regularly kept ; 
while the Officers and Attendants are reported to me by Dr. Shiell 
to fulfil their duties in an efficient manner. 

September 1, 1873. 

On inspecting the Enniscorthy District Asylum I find it in its accus- 
tomed orderly and cleanly state, and the patients themselves kindly and 
carefully attended . to. The various day-rooms, dormitories, and corri- 
dors, are well ventilated and of a uniform and wholesome temperature. 
The sanitary condition of the inmates is particularly favourable — in fact 
there is not a single individual in the establishment confined to bed 
from bodily indisposition, and none under restraint of any kind, or 
m seclusion. In some of the corridors, particularly at the female side, 

I would recommend that a strip of matting should be laid down along 
their length. The tiling of No. 4 female division bath-room, should be 
renovated. I noticed some pictures, or rather prints, are being placed 
m the day-rooms, which will give them a cheerful appearance. 

On looking over the number of patients industriously employed 
in and out of doors, I am glad to find it averages 1 20 daily, out 
ox the total under treatment — 238 — or two less than on my last visit in 
•September. 

The attendance of the extern Officers and the books of the Institution 
regularly kept.

Kilkenny. 

The Kilkenny District Asylum, on my present inspection, presents 
its accustomed appearance of order, cleanliness, and regularity in detail. 

The patients are carefully attended to, and, as a body, remarkably 
healthy. 

The" cistern adjoining the laundry is in need of immediate and sub- 
stantial repair. I think it would be advisable, both at the male and 
female sides, that, as suggested to me, both by Doctor Delany and tlie 
matron, there should be doors between the day-rooms and dormitories. 

The visits of the Extern Officers are regular. 

February 13, 1873. 



There are at present in the Kilkenny District Asylum 193 patients, 
of whom 114 are males, and 79 females — a great disparity as to sex in 
one county, and diametrically the reverse in the others. 

Of the total, 163 are chargeable to the county, and 30 to the city; 
according to population, the city has an excess of inmates by seven. 
The male side of the house is overcrowded, and must continue so, and to 
a larger extent most probably, unless some of the idiotic and hopelessly 
demented, as well as quiet, are received into the Union Workhouse, to 
which they, by birth or residence belong. I cannot understand on what 
grounds, if the various unions of the county agree, there can be an 
objection to their receiving a certain class of the- insane, which can, with 
a little care, be so cheaply, and at the same time satisfactorily, maintained 
in them. The sanitary condition of the Asylum is good, three patients 
only being confined to bed from illness ; and, as hitherto, none under 
restraint. The various apartments, day-rooms, infirmaries, corridors, 
&c., &c., are, on the whole, clean, orderly, and well ventilated. I could 
desire, however, to see the attendants at the male side more becomingly 
dressed, and the patients more tidily. 

The grounds appear to be well tilled, and just now are fairly produc- 
tive, considering the backward state of the season ; indeed, from year to 
year, one cannot fail to notice a progressive improvement in the farm. 

The provision contracts are, I am informed, honestly sustained, the 
articles I examined were all of good quality. 

The Extern Officers of the Kilkenny District Asylum, I have, for a 
series of years, observed to be most attentive. 

May 11, 1873. 



On my visit to the Kilkenny District Asylum, I find it, as usual, in 
a highly satisfactory state, both as regards the condition of the patients, 
and the organization of the house, which admits of no cause of fault or 
complaint. 

The various departments are properly conducted, the day-rooms cor- 
ridors, and dormitories clean, orderly, and weJl ventilated. In the 
contingency of any epidemic, nothing is so essential — be it in public in- 
stitutions, or houses — as good ventilation. At this date there are lJo 
lunatics, or three more than on the 1 0th May. However, as there are 
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actually three less men, though overcrowded, the pressure is diminished 
where most needed, vis., at the male side. 

I am glad to learn that the different Boards in the district are dis- 
posed to receive quiet incurables and idiots, who, with a little care can 
be well and safely accommodated in Union Workhouses, into these in- 
stitutions ; otherwise a heavy expense must be incurred by additions to 
the Asylum, and at a double cost for maintenance. As suggested by me 
in my last report, great care should be used in sending incurables and 
idiots to Workhouses, so that no union be unfairly taxed for individuals 
not belonging to it. Of the total patients here, 196, two only are con- 
fined to bed from illness, and none under restraint. 

July 4, 1873. 

Visited and found the house in good order, and its sanitary condition 
highly satisfactory. 

August 10, 1873. 

The general state of the Kilkenny District Asylum, which I have 
just inspected, is satisfactory, both as regards the patients themselves 
and the different apartments, day-rooms, dormitories, and corridors 
occupied by them. The ventilation of the house appears to me particu- 
larly good and fresh, notwithstanding the use of a coal of a sulphurous 
nature. 1 

The number of patients I find to be five less than it was four months 
hack, while there are no outstanding applications, there being now 190 
under treatment, and five only confined to bed from chronic disease. 

The Extern Officers are regular in their visits. 

Now that winter is setting in, with long evenings, indoor amusements 
of a suitable kind ought to be continued for the manifest benefit of the 
inmates. If the Chamber Organ admits of repair it would be a desirable 
addition.

Killabney. 

My Lords and Gentlemen, — I specially attended at a meeting of the 
board of Governors this day, convened for the purpose of inquiring into 
charges brought by Hannah Shea against the Clerk and Storekeeper for 
seduction. Six members of the Board were present. After a protracted 
and minute investigation, the result was a unanimous acquittal. In the 
conclusion arrived at, as official chairman, I fully concur. 

1 regret to have observed a nascent spirit of insubordination' among 
some tew of the attendants on my present visit to the Killarney District 
Asylum. Without being an advocate, in the first instance, for extreme 
measures against parties who have been in the establishment for very 
, y e£ ™> ai j cl whose families would be at once reduced thereby to 

me rgence, I still think a marked intervention of the Governors to be 
solutely required; but, perhaps, in making this observation I may 
jpear o interfere with the discretion of gentlemen whose local expe- 
lenee must. be greater than mine.

wliat larger price, they are bound to their engagements, and the Board 
has power to enforce their fulfilment. 

The condition of the house is highly satisfactory, and the patients are 
evidently treated with care and kindness. 

I hope to be able to attend a Board in’ the course of the summer, 
when various subjects, especially one in reference to increased provisions 
for the lunatic poor of the district, can be fully discussed. 

The house generally requires painting, which can be best undertaken 
in the spring. 

March 13, 1873. 



There are at this date 264 patients in the Killarney District Asylum, 
163 males and 101 females, a very large discrepancy in numbers between 
the sexes, and, considering that the accommodation was originally for an 
equal number of men and women, while the house daily now contains 
about forty over its proper complement, it is quite clear the male side 
must be very much overcrowded , and that with a constant increase of 
admissions an enlarged accommodation must be provided. I only regret 
the Board did not adopt the advice so frequently urged on it by me to 
meet its wants some years ago, when building operations could have 
been undertaken much more cheaply than at present. 

The general condition of the house is satisfactory, but it requires at- 
tention in many respects. The woodwork is beginning to show wear 
and tear ■ it should be repainted. Some of the bedsteads are worn out, 
and the corridors and day-rooms getting dingy, and the walls need 
recolouring. 

The patients appear to be carefully and judiciously attended to, and, 
as a body, are remarkably healthy. I find tire ventilation, particularly 
in the large dormitories, far from sufficient, the more so owing to the 
shutters lately put up. I pointed out what seemed to me a means of 
obviating the wants by an open-worked door, and directed one to be 
made by the next meeting of the Governors for their examination, and 
probably they may improve on the principle. The provisions which 
I examined were all excellent, and, I am informed, are now regularly 
supplied as such. I regret that the conduct of the late Clerk should 
necessitate the selection of a new one, however, as fortunately he had 
given security in money, no loss can accrue. 

June 27, 1873. 



I am happy to find on my present inspection that the number of 
patients, 257, between both sexes, is seven less than on the 27th June 
last, the difference being amongst the females, who are 94, as against 
101. Fortunately the vacancies at the women’s side go far to accommo- 
date the males, who are largely in excess, inasmuch as the top corridor 
of one of the wings is rendered available for them for sleeping purposes. 
Still the day-rooms are much overcrowded ; and it must also be borne in 
mind by the Board of Governors that the infirmaries are converted to 
purposes (being occupied by strong and healthy patients) different from 
what they are properly intended for. In the absence of fever or epidemic 
diseases, provided the ordinary patients do not increase in number, no 
great inconvenience can arise from existing arrangements which I must 
officially say are not satisfactory, the accommodation being inadequate. 
P rbvision for 40 additional beds for men I think expedient. 

With reference to the settlement in the northern gable, though ap- 
parently not of any importance, it still should be attended to, for which 
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purpose Mr. Wilkinson, Architect to the Board of Control, will shortly 
examine particularly into it, and report thereon for the information of 
the Governors. 

The sanitary condition of the house is very satisfactory ; its interior 
organization equally so ; but I must make an exception in reference to 
the laundry drying yards, which are most discreditably kept, filthy and 
offensive; neither is the scullery yard as clean as it should be. The 
provisions, with the exception of the meat, are of good quality, particu- 
larly the bread. If a contractor presents an inferior article of consump- 
tion, under the Privy Council rules, and by the terms of the contract, 
as laid down in them, the remedy is simple — to purchase elsewhere, and 
debit, on each occasion, the contractor with the cost in the monthly 
account. The condition simply is — “if pronounced of inferior quality 
by the Resident Medical Superintendent, he may procure a proper and 
sufficient supply, charging the contractor with the amount.” On looking- 
over the tables of disease and mortality for the year, I find it contrasts 
favourably with that of 1872, and were it not for the unjustifiable 
transmission of patients as dangerous lunatics, under magistrates’ 
■warrants — some of them from 70 to 80 years of age, and others in the 
last stage of bodily disease, a practice so prevalent throughout the 
country — the deaths in Irish Lunatic Asylums would be considerably 
less than at present. The analyses, both of the milk and water used in 
the Asylum, as presented to the Governors at their last meeting, cannot 
but have proved satisfactory. With the Resident and Visiting Physi- 
cians, I had the main sewer from the house opened. It is quite perfect, 
remarkably clear, and with a rapid fall. The water taken from No. 2 
Pump, and which Mr. Cameron deems not so pure as No. 1, though 
of itself superior in quality, might, in my opinion, be materially pro- 
tected in the well, which is adjacent to the manure pit, if the latter was 
properly floored and paddled, a very inexpensive process, the water from 
No. 2 being extensively used in the laundry. 

The visits of the Extern Officers are regular.

Letterkenny. 

Beyond reporting in favourable terms of the general condition of this 
institution, and the care bestowed on the patients, under the professional 
supervision of Dr. Merrick, lately appointed by His Excellency the 
Lord Lieutenant, Resident Medical Superintendent, in place of Dr. Eames, 
transferred to the Cork District Asylum, I have little to observe. The 
house, conta inin g an aggregate of 256 inmates — 152 males and 104 
females — is remarkably healthy, and the day-rooms, corridors, and 
dormitories clean, orderly, and well ventilated, while the attendants and 
servants perform their respective duties satisfactory. As on a previous 
visit, earlier in the year, I had the opportunity of meeting the Board of 
Governors, and discussing with them the requirements of the institution 
at large, an opportunity of more practical utility than a simple report 
left for their perusal. 

The most important subject for consideration and early action thereon 
is, the proper supply of water, ample and regular at all seasons of the 
year — the most urgent of all necessities in a lunatic asylum. On my 
return to Dublin, in accordance with the wishes of the Board, I shall 
communicate with Mr. Neville, the City Engineer, who carried out the 
Vartry Waterworks so successfully, and request him to inspect tbo 
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capabilities of effecting a similar system of supply here, be it by staunch- 
ing the tank now in use, or seeking elsewhere a fresh spring. 

I was glad to observe that while the farm was much improved, the 
front terrace was being laid with ornamental beds by the patients. 

The overcrowding, particularly in the male divisions, was very ob- 
servable, so that the corridors ought to be used as temporary day-rooms. 
The best and most practicable addition, to meet required accommodation, 
would consist in the construction of an hospital, at either side of the 
house, for about five-and-twenty patients in each for the infirm, and to 
meet cases of a febrile character, or of contagious epidemics. 

The visits of the Extern Officers as hitherto are regular and duly 
entered. The provisions which I examined were of good quality. 



Londonderry. 

On my inspection this day of the Derry District Asylum, I find it 
nearly in the same condition as on my last visit, 7th November, 1872. 
The number of patients at present is 187, as against 192 in November. 
The females are seven less at this date. The general condition of the 
lunatics of both sexes is alike satisfactory, they appear to be very 
carefully and judiciously treated, and so far as the limited accommodation 
of the buildings admits, their creature comforts are not neglected. But 
the great deficiencies noted in my last report are unremedied, and should 
not be continued. To them I would again urgently direct the notice of 
the Board of Governors — in fact, nothing can be more unsatisfactory. 
It is the duty of individuals holding the responsible office intrusted to me, 
to point out requirements in the first instance to Boards of Asylums, and 
subsequently should the necessity arise from local circumstances, to 
bring these requirements before the Executive. The Daily Statement 
Book as well as the office books, are now properly kept ; the same 
attention will be required in reference to store accounts. 

The sanitary state of the house is particularly favourable — could not 
in fact be more so, not one person being confined to bed, and none under 
restraint of any kind ; but, unfortunately, should any epidemic break out, 
nothing could be more deplorable in an establishment so devoid as this 
of ordinary hospital provision, and with such overcrowded day-rooms and 
dormitories. My conviction is firm, and in accordance with that so often 
expressed by me, that a new asylum, unquestionably more beneficial in 
its operation, would, in the end, be far more economical. 

July 26, 1873. 



With Mr. Tillie, I inspected the Derry District Asylum, after the 
meeting of the Board, and fully coincide with his minute, as entered on 
the proceedings of the Governors, to the effect — “ That he found every- 
thing in good order as to cleanliness, but found several of the dormitories 
overcrowded and badly ventilated, and the day-room accommodation very 
deficient both in quality and extent ; the same may be said of both the 
kitchen and laundry accommodation.” 

I deem it unnecessary to dwell on deficiencies so clearly and forcibly 
expressed by an experienced member of the Board, further than to observe, 
that in my opinion there is but the one remedy, viz., to vacate the present 
institution, sell the grounds and premises, with the proceeds whereof, 
supplemented by a loan from Government under the favourable terms 
already notified by me, an asylum of suitable character and proper 
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dimensions, can be erected for the district. With the general condition 
of the house, taking into account deficiencies unavoidable from the 
position of the buildings, there does not exist a cause of complaint. 
October 16, 1873. 



My report on the present condition of the Derry Asylum must be 
precisely the same as that I have so frequently made in regard to the 
limited, and in itself most unsatisfactory character of the accommodation 
available in the institution at large. 

It is idle to attempt concealing the fact so thoroughly recognised by the 
committee of the Grand Jury in March, 1873, that the buildings here 
are quite inadequate, while the structural deficiencies are of such a nature 
as not to be properly remediable on the existing site. I see but the one 
alternative, viz., to erect a new asylum, for it would in the end prove (at 
least in my opinion) a waste of money to expend any large amount on a 
•structure so restricted as to space, and surrounded as it now is on all 
sides by streets or private dwellings. On a late occasion I referred to 
the contingency of an epidemic disease breaking out in the asylum. I 
regret to learn that a possibility is merging into a probability, when 
informed that no less than fifteen patients died within the past four or 
five days of small-pox in an adjoining hospital. I hope to be able to 
attend an early meeting of the Grand Jury, as 1 can well appreciate the 
unwillingness with which a Board of G overnors would approach the con- 
sideration of a large outlay on its own responsibility. The sanitary state 
of the institution is at present providentially very satisfactory. The 
number of patients reaches 199 — 116 being males and 83 females, who 
all appear as hitherto, to be carefully and judiciously attended to. 

I have, with Dr. Ashe, gone into details with reference to the respec- 
tive duties of the clerk and storekeeper. The late arrangement will, I 
am sure, from my experience of the working elsewhere, give satisfaction. 
The Extern Officers visit regularly. The clerk must be very particular 
in keeping all the books as defined. 

January 2, 1874. 



Dr. Hatched visited the asylum on the 10th April, 1873, but made no 
report. 



Limeeick. 

I this day visited the Limerick District Asylum, and although in wet 
and cheerless weather, I found the temperature of the house up to a 
proper standard, and the passages for the most part dry — a result, no 
doubt, owing to the erection of additional stoves, and ti e keeping up 
good fires in others, as well as in the open grates, in accordance with 
previous recommendations. 

I notice also that at the male side the polished flagged floors have 
matting recently placed around the beds, which give them a comfortable 
and homely appearance, and render them in every respect suitable for 
habitation. 

The sanitary state of the house is favourable, but the number of 
patients confined to bed, though from slight illness, altogether eight at 
both sides of the house, is greater than usual, probably owing to the 
continuous inclemency of the weather. 

There have, I understand, been some few cases of diarrhoea, agains 
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the extension of which great care should be directed. I regret to find 
that there are only four attendants on 75 violent and dangerous refrac- 
tory patients. In previous reports I have directed the attention of the 
Board to the deficiency — a deficiency noticed by the Grand Jury Com- 
mittee. 

The sewerage still continues very defective, but it is well that action 
is being taken by the Governors for its speedy improvement. 

With regard to infirmary accommodation, on which there seems no 
settled decision, the “ Commissioners of Control” will duly communicate 
with the Board. 

The attendance of Extern Officers is reported as being regular. On 
reference to the Daily Statement Book of this date, there are 215. males 
and 204 females in the house— 109 chargeable to the city, aiid 310 to 
the county. One female is under restraint of a mitigated character, for 
her own safety sake, there being no available attendants. 

A woman is entered as having had twins on the 9th. Both are since 
dead. 

January 11, 1873. 



One of the Inspectors minutely inspected the male and female sides 
of the house on 26th March, 1873. 

April 29, 1873. 



There are at present in the Limerick District Asylum 426 patients — 
215 being males and 211 females. Of this large aggregate one only is 
confined to bed, and one under a very modified restraint, as a protection 
from personal injury. 

The house, generally, I consider to be in a satisfactory state — clean, 
orderly, and well ventilated, but much overcrowded. I specially visited 
it to-day in view of future improvements and additions — the latter 
absolutely required. On examination in detail, not alone the sleeping 
accommodation, but equally so the day-room, is very deficient. In some 
of the “ associated dormitories,” the cubic area for each patient is about 
a third under the normal quantity, while in the day-rooms, where the 
inmates, during wet weather and after sunset, are congregated, and in 
which they take their meals, the want of free air is still greater per 
person. 

As in ordinary workhouses, I think refectory provision is required, 
or perhaps more so in an institution for the insane. Then with reference 
to lavatories, suitable bath-rooms, and water-closets — as indicative of 
their neglected condition — I have simply to repeat that for 72 patients 
of either sex in the refractory divisions, there is not a regular lavatory, 
and no water-closet of any kind within doors, while for the 72 males 
there is but one reclining bath, and in like manner but one for an equal 
number of females. 

I refer to these facts for the consideration of the Board of Governors 
prior to any application it may deem expedient to make for advances 
from the Treasury for structural or other purposes. I regret to leam 
there is not a single bed unoccupied in the establishment, or an available 
bedstead. 

On inspecting the lavatory, the head laundress mentioned not only 
that she required another assistant, but that the clothes of some of the 
patients were so filthy as to cause sickness not unfrequently to her and 
the patients. I would, therefore, venture to reiterate the propriety of 
getting as elsewhere, a washing machine for such foul articles. 
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The provisions, bread, and milk which I saw appeared of very unex- 
ceptionable quality. 

The visits of the Extern Officers are regular and duly noted. 
September 20, 1873. 



On my present inspection of the Limerick District Asylum, the total 
number of patients in it amounts to 427, of whom 221 are males and 
206 females, while in regard to chargeability, 121 belong to the city, 
with a population of 39,000, and 303 to the county, with a population 
of 150,000, or one lunatic to about 310 residents in the borough, and 
one to about 500 in the county. It would hence appear that the former 
has a much larger relative complement of patients. 

The sanitary condition of the house I consider to be highly favourable. 
No female is confined to bed from bodily ailment and none under any 
form of restraint. Of the males, three only are invalided from cutaneous 
eruptions, and none in seclusion. The bedding in the various divisions 
is ample, and with the exception of the sheeting, partially of good 
quality. The personal clothing of the women is of fair texture, and 
suited to their station in life. That of the males, generally speaking, is 
light now at the approach of cold weather, and in itself indifferent. 

The day-rooms and dormitories at either side of the house alike are 
much overcrowded — so much so, that in No. 6 division four of the 
inmates sleep on the floor. 

T would direct the attention of the Board to the continued very 
unsatisfactory amount of accommodation and appliances for the comfort 
and successful treatment of the insane poor in this Asylum. For 
example, in the day-room of No. 4 division there are, independent of 
warders, 28 patients who, in wet weather, occupy it all day, living and 
dining in it, the cubic atmospheric area to each patient being scarcely 
one-half what it ought to be. In No. 5 day-room, used also as a tailor’s 
shop the provision is alike limited, naked, and cheerless, with a 
marked deficiency of means for washing and cleanliness in the divisions 
at large. No supply of warm water, except what is casually conveyed 
in buckets from the cook-house. No indoor water-closets whatever, 
while those in the yards, inaccessible of course at night, with a few 
exceptions most offensive. The divisions belonging to the refractory 
classes, both male and female, are worse in amount of accommodation 



than any of the others — seventy-six patients, noisy and excitable, being 
confined to two apartments in which their meals are served. 

I need not further dwell on subjects to which, on consultation with 
the Resident Medical Superintendent, I now readvert, not for the paltry 
object of finding fault, but to point out what appears to me long existing 
and certain defects, which can only be remedied by a large measure of 
structural improvement and additions, including suitable day-rooms, 
water-closets, and no less expedient, perhaps, a common dining and 
recreation hall. On details the Resident Physician will bring under the 
notice of the Board suggestions already submitted in minutes of inspec- 
tion which he can in person more fully explain, particularly with 
respect to the laundry and the neglected state of the ceiling — in conse- 
quence of which a dangerous and fatal accident might have lately 
occurred, as well as to the limestone flagging in the “ associated dormi- 
tories” — cold and damp in wet weather, and the propriety of having a 



room set apart for the dead. 

On inquiry I find that only 24 patients on an average use the Turkish 
bath in a week. At the Cork Asylum no less than 1,200 take it in ten 
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days, at a total cost of only 35s. for fuel — a cauldron of coke, and 4 cwt. 
of coals being sufficient for the heating. 

Than the Turkish baths nothing is more cleansing, so in the absence 
of lavatories its employment might be increased in this institution. 

The visits of the Extern Officers continue to be regularly made and 
recorded. With the exception of bread, which was not so good, perhaps, 
as it ought to be, the provisions which I examined were unexception- 
able. 

Independent of the patients in Asylum belonging to the district, 
there are three from Clare, whose maintenance is paid for. It is clear 
that the residence of paying patients is in contravention of the Privy 
Council Rules, while there is an outstanding applicant of the poorer 
class unprovided for. Still more irregular is it to accommodate a stranger 
to the district. If all or any of the three referred to can be certified as 
actually not dangerous I think their relatives should be communicated 
with for the purpose of removal. 

September 22, 1873. — One of the Inspectors visited the Institution. 

October 21, 1873. — One of the Inspectors attended Board Meeting. 



November 4, 1873. — One of the Inspectors attended Board Meeting. 

November 18, 1873. — One of the Inspectors attended Board Meeting, 
and he also, in company with a Committee of the Governors, and Mr. 
Cox, architect, went over the establishment on the 19th November, 1873. 



Makybokough. 

Since the date of my visit, last October, I find the increase in the 
number of inmates to be but one, there being now 211 patients in the 
Asylum, with this difference, that the males then amounted to 113, now 
only to 108, while the females then were 97, now 103. Of both sexes, 
109 are chargeable to the Queen’s County, and 102 to the King’s 
County. In the respect of chargeability, 5 more now belong to the 
King’s County, namely, 102, as against 95 in October. From these 
facts I infer that the lunatics of the district at large, at least those for 
whom regular accommodation in an asylum is needed, are amply pro- 
vided for. The general condition of the institution is, as heretofore, 
under the management of Dr. J. Hatchell, worthy of much commenda- 
tion. The house all through is neatly maintained. The day-rooms, 
sleeping apartments, and corridors, orderly, well ventilated, and of a 
wholesome temperature, with the attendants at their posts. 

Five patients only are confined to bed from bodily illness, and, with 
one exception, not of a very serious character. 

The provisions, all of which I examined, are of good quality, save the 
milk, which is thin and poor. The visits of the extern officers are duly 
entered. I went over the newly-purchased land with the Resident 
Physician and Steward. It is much improved, and, I make no doubt, 
will be productive of all the advantages I ventured to promise it woulc 
speedily secure. With regard to the fencing, I hope to be able to mee 
the Board at its next assembly. 

April 3, 1873. 
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Since the date of a visit made by me to this Aylum, on the 3rd of 
April of the present year, there has been an increase of 1 1 patients, the 
number now being 222, as against 211. This is a very marked differ- 
ence in the course of little more than two months, in fact of only three 
days. On reference to the admissions, in five months of this year six 
only have been authorized by the Board — the other 29 were received 
into the house under magisterial warrants, or as urgent by the Resident 
Physician. Out of the recent admissions, it is very satisfactory to 
find that ten were discharged recovered. On examining the patients now 
un,der treatment with Dr. Hatchell, we are of opinion some might be 
removed to their respective union workhouses, but on this point Dr. 
Jacob will be a more competent judge than I am, from his previous 
knowledge of the parties professionally. I refer to the subject betimes, 
in order to prevent the institution from becoming filled with hopeless 
cases, to the exclusion of urgent and curable ones. 

The condition of the establishment at large is, as I have had hitherto 
reason to state, highly creditable to those connected with its local control 
and ordinary daily management. The various apartments are clean, 
orderly, and well ventilated, while the inmates themselves, of whom only 
two are confined to bed from bodily illness (none being under restraint 
of any kind), appear to be sedulously attended to. The grounds lately 
purchased are in a fair progress of cultivation. I regret the enclosure 
walls have not been commenced, but as the Architect to the Board of 
Control dissents from some of the proposed plans, the delay has been 
so far unavoidable. After the next Board meeting, I shall be happy to 
expedite operations. The visits of the Extern Officers continue uniform, 
and I am glad to learn that Dr. Jacob has returned to resume duty in 
good health. 

June 6, 1873. 



Although there is a regular night-watch in this establishment, and, 
from what I hear, the duty is well performed, there is no clock to tell 
the hour of going round. An accident might occur, when a question 
would arise as to time, regular visitation, &c., &c. I have known such 
to happen, and would suggest the precaution of .having one, as a satis- 
faction even to the Board itself. 



Monaghan. 

On my present visit of inspection at the Monaghan District Asylum 
the number of patients amounts to 280 — 142 being males and 138 
females. Of the total, 130 are chargeable to the County of Monaghan, 
and 150 to Cavan. Within the past year the latter county has, propor- 
tionally to the former, increased its inmates ; both are now relatively to 
their respective populations nearly on a par. 

The general condition of the institution I regard as very satisfactory, 
both in respect to the patients themselves, their comfort, goodness of 
dietary, and cleanliness of person, as well as to a marked state of health- 
fulness, two invalids only being confined to bed from actual illness, 
though some few — four females and three males — are so from debility of 
constitution. 

The house internally is undergoing improvement, the walls being in 
part recoloured, and in part painted, but much remains to be done ex- 
ternally in the yards and passages, which are by no means in character 
with what they ought to be. In the course of the spring and coming 
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summer very much, however, can he effected through the labour of the 
patients judiciously employed. 

In two preceding reports I directed the attention of the Board to the 
want of proper coal stores, and remarked that the exposure of fuel to 
rain and wind deteriorated the article materially, both on the score of 
economy and for appearance sake, as nothing can be more unseemly than 
large piles of coal exposed in front of the buildings. I would suggest a 
very cheap and efficient mode of obviating the existing state of things 
by the erection of walls parallel to, and of equal height, at the back of 
No. 1 and No. 6 airing courts, the one at the male and the other at the 
female side ; the walls to be distant from the original ones about fourteen 
feet, and connected at the top by a corrugated iron flat roof ; thus fully, 
between both stores, 360 tons of coal can be laid up, in close proximity 
to the house, and without being noticeable. The Clerk will point out 
the proposed locality to the Board, as the Resident Physician happens 
to be on leave of absence. 

I am happy to testify that the staff appears very attentive to its 
respective duties. 

The various articles of food obtained by contract, and which I ex- 
amined, are unexceptionable. 

March 28, 1873. 

I this day made a very full and minute inspection of every part of 
the Monaghan District Asylum, including the land, farm houses, ancl 
other detached buildings. I saw all the patients, and have great pleasure 
in stating, that I know of no establishment of the kind where greater 
pains are taken than in this for the well-being of the inmates. 

The several suggestions made by me on the occasion of my last visit 
have been carried out, and Dr. Robertson, the Resident Physician, has 
made notes of some made to-day with the same view. 

I wish to observe that the woodwork of several of the waterclosets has 
become decayed, and, instead of repairing them, I would recommend 
that the Board of Governors authorize Dr. Robertson to proceed to 
Omagh, and visit the gaol there, where he would see in use “M‘Farland’s 
Patent "Waterclosets,” all iron, with a view of having iron seats adapted 
to those here. 

I saw all the patients at dinner; the food was good and was well and 
comfortably served. 

No patients under restraint of any kind, or in seclusion. 

April 8, 1873. 



I have to report in very favourable terms of the state in which, on my 
present inspection, I found the Monaghan District Asylum, many 
interior improvements having been latterly effected in it, whilst others 
are in progress. The painting of the walls to the height of between 
four and five feet along the corridors and in the day-rooms, will add 
much to the cleanly and lightsome appearance of the house ; and I am 
glad to learn from the Resident Medical Superintendent that through the 
female passages matting is to be laid down. I have requested Dr. 
Robertson to get the sanction of the Board for alterations in many of 
the chimney flues, which are much too wide at the bottom; in division 
No. 1, female side, it might be advisable to raise the chimneys a few 
feet, as the rooms in it are very smoky, and the ceilings and walls dis- 
coloured. 
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Tlie bedding generally is good and ample, the new beds for epileptic 
and refractory patients now being made will, no doubt, prove satisfactory, 
and obviate the former practice of those patients lying on the floor. 
The sanitary state of the Institution is remarkably good ; in fact, none 
of the inmates are suffering from actual bodily ailment, though some few 
are confined to bed from debility and old age. The wearing apparel 
both of the males and females is quite suitable to their condition. I 
notice however, a very great deficiency of out-door seats or benches in 
this establishment, very many of the inmates at either side of it lying 
on the travel in some yards, on the grass in others, for want of them. 
Nothing can be more deleterious to the clothing, so even on the score of 
economy some seats should be procured for the airing courts, particularly 
for the female inmates. 

The land appears to be well cultivated, and with the promise of a 
large potato crop and a plentiful supply of vegetables. 

I must again direct the attention of the Board of Governors to the 
necessity of constructing some coal stores. Nothing can be worse or tend 
to more wastefulness than the system which has obtained since the 
opening of the Asylum. I spoke to Mr. M ‘Curdy the Architect, a short 
time since on the subject, and he quite agreed with me in the urgency 
of my recommendation. 

I am happy to be informed both by the Resident Physician and 
Matron, that the staff of servants and attendants is attentive to duty 
and in every respect well conducted, a fact than which nothing can be 
more indicative of the successful operations of an institution for the 
insane. As hitherto the extern officers are most regular in then* visits. 

I would again, now that fuel is so dear, remind the Board that it 
is fully recognised from experience that air, frost, and moisture, most 
materially injures the heating and lasting power of coal. Merchants in 
the trade may say not — wet certainly does not diminish weight — on the 
contrary it aids much in making weight. 

July 1, 1873. 

Since the date of my report in July, many improvements have been 
effected in the Monaghan District Asylum — and to which it is gratify- 
ing to refer. I regret, however, that nothing has yet been done in 
regard to erecting suitable coal sheds, of the necessity of which no more 
convincing proof can be afforded than the testimony of Dr. Robertson 
the Resident Physician, who informs me that coal which was piled 
up and exposed to atmospheric influence, of the best quality originally, 
has from the continued wet weather in November, crumbled into slack. 

I would therefore, for the second time within the present half year, 
direct the attention of the Governors to the expediency of carrying out 
suggestions submitted already. 

I find the increase of the patients in the house gradually but distinctly 
advancing from year to year, there are at present 310 in it, nearly 
30 more than at a corresponding date in 1872, the number of vacancies 
now being only 35—7 for men and 28 for women. Nothing can 
be more irregular than the committal of lunatics as being dangerous to 
District Asylums, than the practice which now pervades, I may say, the 
whole country. As a case in point, I may adduce the committal this very 
day of an old man beyond 70 to this Institution on the complaint 
of his wife that ho was jealous of her. A week ago he was sent a 
distance of about 15 miles to the Monaghan gaol, yesterday he was 
brought back the same distance under a police escort, and to-day 
transferred similarly to the Asylum. As far as the Resident Physician' 
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and I are capable of judging, be is inoffensive and childish. At 
the present rate of occupation, the Monaghan Asylum will have to he 
enlarged ere long. 

Of the existing inmates in the aggregate, 152 are chargeable to 
Monaghan, and 158 to Cavan. According to relative population the 
latter named county has less patients. 

The sanitary state of the house is on the whole favourable 4 
men and 7 women being confined to bed from bodily indisposition— 
1 male was under restraint of a mild nature, and for protection sake* 
about three hours. 

I regret to have to state for the information of the Board and 
its decision thereon, that on a complaint to me from one of the 
patients — who, however, never mentioned the circumstance to the 
Resident Physician — that he got a cold bath and was immersed in 
it with his clothes on, by two attendants. On hearing the fact I 
investigated into the particulars in the presence of Dr. Robertson 
who will more fully afford the details. I do not attribute any 
malevolence to the attendants, still I think the subject is one 
which for discipline sake the Board should notice by its marked 
disapproval. 

The statutory books, &c., &c., appear to be duly kept.

Mullingar. 

I this day, in consequence of a report to the Office of Lunatic 
Asylums that a patient named James Brennan had been severely 
maltreated by some of the male attendants, came down specially to 
inquire into the particulars. It appeared that the lunatic had been 
seen crossing the boundary walls, when he was pursued by four 
attendants. The first that came up to him was Mackery ; he pushed 
down or rather tripped the patient. Immediately afterwards Ilernan 
kicked the man severely when on the ground. A third attendant, 
Finegan, then arrived; he seems, from the statement of Brennan 
not to have acted with violence, but the fourth, Edward Sherrock 
hit him in the face, and gave him a kick while the patient was quietly 
returning. 

Both Mackery and Finegan — the former particularly, who was 
not so culpable as the other two — state that Brennan was kicked 
and buffeted by Hernan and Sherrock. The patient suffered very 
much from the treatment he received, the kicks being in the region of 
the bladder, but he is now very much better, and the Medical Officers 
of the Asylum do not apprehend any danger. The occurrence 
took place on the 15th. I directed Dr. Berkeley to discharge forth- 
with Hernan and Sherrock, and to withhold any wages due till 
the next meeting of the Board — the other two attendants to be fined a 
month’s pay. Meanwhile I shall consult the Law Adviser to the 
Crown as to the course to be pursued. 

May 19. 



The number of patients at this date in the Mullingar District 
Asylum amounts to 379 in the aggregate, 202 being males and 177 
females, while as divided between the three counties, the total is made 
up of 141 chargeable to Westmeath, 168 to Meath, and 70 to Long- 
ford ; taking the relative population of the three counties, this propor- 
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tion would appear to be a fair one ; at all events there, is now ample 
accommodation for the lunatic wants of the district. The condition 
of the establishment at large is highly satisfactory, both as regards the 
inmates themselves and their personal comforts, as well as the order, 
regularity and marked cleanliness observable in the various day-rooms, 
corridors, and dormitories, throughout both male and female divisions. 
Institutions for the insane, no doubt alike in the cost of erection 
as well as of maintenance, are more expensive than ordinary public 
buildings of a charitable nature, but when properly conducted they 
are in the end economical from alleviating maladies, the propagation 
of which in a social point of view would be productive of so much evil. 
The Mullingar Asylum is now in excellent working order, with land 
attached to it, from the recent purchase, not only sufficient to afford 
full employment to the patients, but most remunerative to the rate- 
payers, from the terms on which the loan has been advanced by 
Government. The bedding all through the house is good and plentiful, 
but the furniture is rather scant, particularly in regard to suitable seats 
and chairs in the infirmaries. I think, too, that in the large rooms 
lately constructed, blinds are much needed, the cross glare of light, 
especially in the summer, would be too great without them, unless the 
plan of muffing the windows, as at the Enniscorthy Asylum, be adopted. 
It might, be well for Dr. Berkeley to see it before incurring the expense 
of fixing blinds ; he can subsequently report his opinion to Governors. 

The statutory regulations for Asylum management I consider to be 
duly attended to in this Institution. 

On my present inspection of the Mullingar District Lunatic Asylum 
tlie'"whole establishment appears to me to be highly satisfactory in its 
details of management. I carefully examined into them. 

The number of patients amounts to 392 — 206 males and 186 females, 
chargeable as follows, to the three constituent counties of the district : — 
154 to Westmeath, 165 to Meath, and 73 to Longford. The relative 
proportions as to population being fairly maintained. Longford is 
slightly under its quota, but there are no applicants from it. As a body 
the inmates are well clad and remarkably healthy, none under restraint 
of a mechanical character — some three or four very refractory and 
dangerously inclined females wear a sort of strait waistcoat or jacket for 
their own protection and to prevent injury to others. 

Since the date of my last visit — indeed I may observe within 
the present year — no accident has occurred in the house. The bed- 
ding all through the house is good and ample, the day-rooms, corridors, 
and dormitories are clean and orderly, the large sleeping apartments in 
the new buildings are, however, nude and cheerless, as well as 
the sitting-rooms adjoining them ; in wintry and wet weather they 
require to be kept up to a regular and wholesome temperature. I think 
matting should be procured for them, and the shutters properly 
adjusted. The laundry and kitchen departments are now in every 
respect much improved; I cannot say so much for the airing yards 
either at the male or female side. I am happy to find that no less than 
40 men are on an average daily employed on the farm, and about 
50 miscellaneously in or out of doors, while 43 women are occupied 
in needlework, 16 in the laundry, and 39 cleaning the corridors, 
&c. I consider useful occupation the best remedy for the cure or 
alleviation of mental affection. I look upon its extent at this Institu- 
tion as very commendable, and I anticipate that with the additional 
land lately purchased, the Board of Governors will have to regard 
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the Mullingar Asylum both as economical and creditable to the district 
at large. 

The existing gate entrance is by no means in character with the 
building ; an open tasteful iron gate should supersede the old worn-out 
and lumbering wooden one, as has been effected at Kilkenny, Wexford 
and elsewhere. 

My attention was directed by the Resident Physician to two cases of 
malingering, both in soldiers now in the Asylum, and who will be forth- 
with sent back to the gaol, or, I hope, to the Military Prison at Port 
Pitt. The attendant who succeeded in arresting them on board the 
steamer after their escape deserves great credit. 

The visits of the extern officers are regular and duly entered. The 
conduct of the subordinate staff, I learn from Dr. Berkeley and the 
Matron, gives them satisfaction. The provisions too are reported to me 
as being generally of a good quailty. 



Omagh. 

Inspected the Omagh Asylum this day, and found every part of it in 
very creditable order as to cleanliness, ventilation, &c. 

I wish again to call the attention of the Board of Governors to the 
state of the wood work in the several corridors and day-rooms, which for 
its preservation much requires painting. The flags in one of the passages 
in the lower story are in a very bad state. I have heard that one of 
the attendants sprained his ankle while passing through it. To prevent 
accidents this passage ought to be repaired without delay. 

The seats of the waterclosets in some of the male divisions are very 
much out of order, wanting renewal. 

There are at present in the house 260 males and 172 females ; total, 
432. Of these, 310 appear chargeable to the County of Tyrone, and 122 
to the County Fermanagh. The male wing is still overcrowded, there 
being six in excess of the number allowed to it. It will require great 
caution on the part of the Resident Physician in the admission of patients 
on that side. 

April 9, 1873. 



I have to report for the information of the Board of Governors of the 
Omagh District Asylum that on my visit to it this day the general con- 
dition was satisfactory, more so at the male than at the female side, 
which generally is not the case. 

I consider that the divisions No. 7 and 8 for women are not sufficiently 
attended to, either as regards the dress and appearance of their inmates, 
or the regularity of the apartments occupied by them — in fact, the 
clothing of three or four of the patients was not creditable to the insti- 
tution. Torn, worn-out dresses, exposing the person, no shoes and 
stockings nominally, but not deserving the appellation. I am of opinion 
that the character of an establishment for the insane can be always best 
judged by the refractory wards ; when they are orderly, the rest of the 
house, as a rule, may be accepted as maintained with neatness. There 
should be an extra attendant, for two individuals are not sufficient to 
look after thirty violent or uncleanly patients. The ventilation of some 
of the corridors is very indifferent, there being no proper thorough drafts 
in them just now at the particular season of the year when epidemics 
are liable to occur ; too much caution cannot be taken to ensure freedom 
and freshness of air. No doubt the house is particularly healthy — in 
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fact there are only four of the inmates confined to bed, and they more 
from natural debility than actual illness. 

The additional land taken, and which for so many years I had been so 
m'gent should be purchased, is at present in good working order ; but 
totally independent of its value for farming purposes and employment, I 
should like to see patients incapable of labour have the benefit of its 
extent, so as to diminish confinement to the airing courts. 

I find the number of males to exceed the intended accommodation by 
six while there are over sixty vacancies for females, but which, looking 
to the gradual increase of the latter sex, will at no distant time be filled 
up ; so far then as the Governors can control admissions they should be 
restricted to suitable cases. Unfortunately, however, magistrates are so 
indifferent as to the genuine character of the cases they send to Asylums 
as dangerous that all our Irish institutions for the insane are becoming 
by degrees chronic hospitals. 

The provisions which I examined were unexceptionable in quality. 
July 25, 1873. 

[Note to the Inspector’s Report. — One of the women alluded to in 
the above report, in No. 7 division, had then lately been admitted from 
Lisnaskea Workhouse, suffering from an eruption all over her body, and 
the patient to relieve herself of the itching sensation was in the habit of 
tearing her clothes, particularly the sleeves of her jacket, and to save 
them an old jacket without sleeves was put on. The same observations 
apply with reference to want of stockings, the woollen nature of which 
would greatly increase the itching. 

In the other case, that of a woman who had a diseased toenail, she 
could not possibly wear either shoes or stockings. 

As to No. 8, I am not aware of any unusual regularity, the patients 
occupying it being the most refractory in the house, and chiefly composed 
of idiots and epileptics. 



Sligo. 

At the date of my last Report, December 31st, 1872, the number of 
patients in the Sligo District Asylum amounted to 264 ; this day there 
are 262, and at the corresponding period last year 267. It is thus 
satisfactory to learn that the institution would be commensurate to the 
wants of the district, but that the infirmaries are converted into general 
purposes, and thus no hospital exists — than which nothing so essential 
in an establishment for the insane. It also should be recollected that 
250 beds constitute the legitimate accommodation of the Asylum. There 
can then be no escape from the necessity of enlarging the building by 
about provision for forty additional inmates on the proposed site. In 
case of a dangerous epidemic, malignant fever, or such like disease, 
breaking out (and who can anticipate the future, or the will of a Power 
greater than man’s), the gravest responsibility will be incurred by those 
who had not in due time taken proper precaution for the protection of 
human life. 

With reference to the condition of the patients at large, 142 of whom 
are chargeable to Sligo, and 120 to Leitrim (between both counties a very 
just proportion existing in regard to population), I consider it satis- 
factory. There are many, but all debilitated and aged cases, in the 
apartments used as infirmaries. As a body, the inmates, both male and 
female, are well clad, and though much confined within doors, owing to 
the inclemency of the late season, present a healthful appearance. The 

K 
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lower corridors are being painted and otherwise improved. I think 
generally speaking, the bedding, bedsteads, and furniture require a certain 
amount of renovation and redoing up. The night-watches, Dr. 
M c Munn informs me, are of great utility, and afford much security to the 
establishment. 

Nothing definite has yet been done in respect to the additions already 
referred to by me. Had the more expensive, but perhaps the more 
effectual, because Combined mode, of heating and cooking been adopted, 
a loan included in one for building might have been obtained ; however, 
the culinary department, from what I observe of it, can no longer he 
delayed. 

The provisions which I examined are all of good quality, and the 
visiting officers, as usual, regular in attendance. 

May 5, 1873. 

A man died here yesterday of lock-jaw from dislocation and contusion 
of the thumb (the only instance of the kind I recollect in an Asylum.) 

I inspected the Asylum yesterday, and found it in its usual satisfactory 
state, and to-day attended a large meeting of the Governors, with re- 
ference to the consideration of an increase of wages to the attendants, 
and the purchase of land in addition to the original area. 

August 6, 1873. 

Waterford. 

On my inspection this day I am greatly pleased to find every part of 
the institution in very perfect order as to cleanliness, order, and venti- 
lation. I am happy to find the Governors have adopted my suggestion 
of introducing gas into the house, and hope that they will soon improve 
the laundry, which at present is very defective. 

March 12, 1873. 



One of the Inspectors visited and inspected the Asylum this day. 
March 18, 1873. 



I have made a very general inspection of the Waterford District 
Asylum this day. It presents its usual appearance of order, cleanliness, 
and regularity in its various apartments, as occupied by the patients, 
whose numbers now amount to 212, of whom 111 are females and 101 
males, chargeable in the aggregate as follows : — 150 to the county and 
62 to the city. Relatively speaking, as regards the population of tlie 
county and city, the latter has fully a third over its legitimate propor- 
tion. The sanitary condition of the house is particularly good, three of 
the inmates only- being confined to bed from illness, while none are under 
restraint or in seclusion. Of the women a large number are industriously 
occupied within doors, while from 50 to 60 of the men are employed on 
the farm, or for domestic purposes. 

The land lately purchased, and now walled in, will afford ample oppor- 
tunity for out-door exercise for both sexes, and in fair weather nothing 
is so beneficial for the insane of all classes. 

I regret to find that there is not only not a single available vacancy 
at either side of the Institution, but that particularly the female accom- 
modation is overcrowded, and as far as I can observe, there is not a 
patient who, just now, could be safely removed to a Union. The con- 
clusion is obvious — additional provision is absolutely and immediately 
required — there is no alternative — and I would, therefore, press the 
matter on the attention of the next Board. As to the laundry, kitchen, 
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and out-offices, I need scarcely refer to such self-evident deficiencies, 
and which have, on various occasions, attracted the notice, if not the 
animadversion, of Grand Juries. 

The extern officers are regular in their attendance. The provisions 
which I saw are all of good quality. 

April 22, 1873. 



Inspected every part of the Institution this day, and find it, as usual, 
presenting all the appearance of extreme care and attention being paid 
to every part of it. 1 

The several corridors, day-rooms, and dormitories, are in most credit- 
able order. There are at present in the establishment 2 1 1 patients— that 
is, 101 males and lid females ; they are kept clean, and have every care 
and amusement they can require, such as dancing, walks in the country, &c. 
June, 1873. 



Adverting to a report entered by me, for the consideration of the 
Board of Governors of the Waterford District Asylum, in April last, 
I submitted to it the necessity of increasing the accommodation for the 
insane poor of the city and county, the city having, by nearly one- 
third, a larger complement of patients, the total number between both 
being then 212. Since the date of my visit, 11 additional inmates have 
been added to the number, which is now 223. There are 13 females in 
excess of the due provision, including the hospital, which is converted 
to general purposes. Thus, if an epidemic, or serious disease should, 
unfortunately, break out, there is not a single available vacancy, and as 
it is, some of the dormitories are so overcrowded, that eight females 
sleep on the floor (there being no room for bedsteads), and one in the 
bath-room. I notice these facts in detail, that the Governors may satisfy 
themselves of the urgency of such accommodation. 

But notwithstanding this overcrowding, the sanitary state of the 
house is most favourable, not one individual being confined to bed ; and 
as to restraint of a mechanical character, it is never used. The various 
apartments all through the Institution are maintained with marked order 
and cleanliness ; the bedding is good and plentiful, as well as the personal 
co Jung of the patients themselves. I feel fully justified in stating that 
the Asylum altogether is very creditable to all engaged in its manage- 
ment, as well as to the subordinate attendants. It is too soon to calcu- 
a e, as yet, on the result of tlie farming operations on the late purchase, 
so tar as the value of produce, but in the main object, of affording 
emp oyment out of doors, it is of the most beneficial nature, there can 
e no doubt, from 40 to 50 men being daily, on an average, at work, 
ere .has been a good crop of hay, with a promising supply of potatoes. 
aJ-i ^mion has been directed to the very limited accommodation 
• 01 bo the steward and gardener, who, exceptionally, from his 
mediate duties, should reside on the premises — the rooms are not only 
ac equate to his domestic wants, but are in a very dilapidated state.

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I inspected the Waterford District Asylum this day, and have to re- 
port very favourably on its general condition as to order, ventilation, 
and cleanliness. The patients are evidently -well cared and attended to. 
The house, at present, is in a very overcrowded state. I am happy to 
find the Board of Governors are giving attention to the necessity of in- 
creased accommodation. This being washing day, I found the laundry 
in a sad state, so full of steam as to render it quite unfit to employ 
patients in; yet I understand the work cannot be done without them, 
notwithstanding its unwholesome condition.

Circular to Governors of District Lunatic Asylums. 

Dublin Castle, May 17, 1873. 

My Lords and Gentlemen, — I am directed by the Lord Lieutenant 
to draw your attention to the 1st of the General Rules for the Regulation 
of District Lunatic Asylums, which is as follows : — 

1. — The Board of Governors of each Asylum, three members whereof 
shall form a quorum, shall meet regularly on a fixed day, and at a fixed 
hour, to be determined by the Governors, once in every month (or 
oftener, should it be deemed necessary or advisable), for the discharge 
of the ordinary business of the institution ; and every such Board shall 
examine into all fiscal details and the general management of the Asylum ; 
and after an inspection of it by two or more Governors, or in Asylums 
where extent precludes a full visitation on any one occasion, of such 
parts thereof as from time to time may be deemed useful, shall enter on 
the minutes of the day’s proceedings a report of its state as to cleanliness, 
regularity, and order, and the condition of its inmates, stating how far 
their well-being and comforts are attended to. 

The first part of this rule if universally observed, monthly meetings of 
the Governors being constantly held in every Asylum for the discharge 
of the ordinary business of the institution ; but it appears on inquiry 
that this is not the case with respect to the inspection and report required 
by the latter part of the rule. 

Reports have been received from the several Resident Medical Super- 
intendents, from which it appears that, while in some Asylums monthly 
inspections are regularly made and reports recorded, these duties are 
very irregularly performed in others, the inspections being in some cases 
made only occasionally, and by one Governor, and no report recorded ; 
and that in some Asylums no inspection was made during the whole of 
the year 1872. 

His Excellency considers a frequent examination of the state of every 
District Lunatic Asylum by a committee of Governors indispensable for 
securing the good order and condition of the institution; and it is 
obviously desirable that the result of each inspection should be reported 
and recorded. His Excellency trusts, therefore that the practice enjoined 
by the rule referred to will in future be constantly observed by. every 
Board of Governors.

Sir, — Mistakes having recently occurred in the mode of procedure 
with regard to persons committed to gaol for trial, and who becoming 
subsequently insane were transferred by warrant of the Lord Lieutenant 
to the asylum of the district, I am directed by the Inspectors to draw 
your attention to the terms of the warrant under which such persons are 
received into asylums, and which expressly directs that they shall 
« remain in confinement (unless in the meantime admitted to bail by 
some legal authority) until the assizes, sessions, or commission at which 
they shall be brought to trial or indicted,” when they shall be remitted 
to gaol, in order to being indicted and tried, or otherwise disposed of 
according to law.

Sir, — I am directed by the Inspectors to state for the information of 
the Board of Governors, that the Lord Lieutenant having called on them 
to state under what regulations lunatics who die in district asylums are 
buried, they reported to His Excellency as follows : — 

“ The Inspectors beg to state in reply to the Under Secretary’s 
minute that there is no fixed regulation with regard to the interment 
of lunatics who die in district asylums in Ireland. 

“ On the decease of a patient it is usual for the Resident Medical 
Superintendent to communicate with the next-of-kin, if known 
stating the fact, and leaving it optional with them to remove the 
body, which if not claimed is interred at the expense of the asylum 
and generally in the nearest burial ground. 

“The only asylums having a cemetery within their precincts 
are at Omagh and Ballinasloe. 

“ In consequence of the large extent of asylum districts it 
would be highly inconvenient, and quite beyond the means of tlie 
humbler classes to remove their deceased relatives. 

“Roman Catholic patients are invariable attended by their 
chaplains, who administer the last rights of their Church to them 
when dying, but who rarely attend at the funerals. 

“ The . attendance of the Protestant chaplains at the interments 
of deceased members of their persuasion is more frequent.” 

Upon consideration of this report it was intimated to the Inspectors 
that “ His Excellency considers it desirable that there should be some 
fixed rule on the subject, so as to insure that the lunatics shall he 
decently buried.” 

The Inspectors therefore submit to the Board of Governors the 
expediency of carrying out the wishes of His Excellency the Lord 
Lieutenant, and would suggest that, when practicable, the chaplains 
should be present at the interment of patients belonging to their 
respective creeds.

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APPENDIX H. 

REVISED CODE OF PRIVY COUNCIL RULES. 

By the Lord Lieutenant and Council of Ireland. 

Spencer. 

Whereas the Lord Lieutenant and Council of Ireland, by orders 
bearing date respectively the 18th day of August, 1870, and the 
10th day of May, 1872, did establish certain Rules and Regulations 
for the good conduct and management of the several District 
Lunatic Asylums in Ireland: 

And whereas it is expedient that the said Rules should be 
rescinded, and others substituted in place thereof: 

Now We, the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, with the advice of 
Her Majesty’s Privy Council in Ireland, and by virtue of the 
powers given unto Us by the statutes in such case made and 
provided, do order and direct that the said respective Rules 
and Regulations, and all other Rules and Regulations here- 
tofore made, be rescinded, and that for the future good conduct 
and management of such Asylums, and for defining the duties of 
the different Officers connected therewith, and for the other pur- 
poses hereinafter mentioned, the following Rules and Regulations 
be substituted' in place thereof, and take effect on the day of the 
date hereof. 

The Board of Governors. 

I. — The Board of Governors of each Asylum, three members 
whereof shall form a quorum, shall meet regularly on a fixed day, 
and at a fixed hour, to be determined by the Governors, once in every 
month (or oftener, should it be deemed necessary or advisable), 
for the discharge of the ordinary business of the institution ; and 
every such Board shall examine into all fiscal details and the ge- 
neral management of the Asylum; and after an inspection of it by 
two or more Governors, or in asylums where extent precludes a full 
visitation on any one occasion, of such parts thereof as from time 
to time may be deemed useful, shall enter on the minutes of the 
day’s proceedings a report of its state as to cleanliness, regularity, 
and order, and the condition of its inmates, stating how far their 
well-being and comforts are attended to. 

II. — Should a Board not assemble on . the ordinary day, the 
Resident Medical Superintendent shall issue summonses for a 
meeting on that day week. 

Ill .Special meetings may be summoned at not less than four 

days’ notice for any particular object upon a requisition to the 
Resident Medical Superintendent to that effect, signed by two 
or more Governors, or by one of the Inspectors.

jV. A full and accurate copy of the minutes of proceedings appendix H. 

of every meeting of the Board, certified as such hy the Resident . — - 
Medical Superintendent, shall be transmitted to the Inspectors o/Svy ° C ° 
within four days from the day of meeting, in the form (A) here- Council Rules, 
unto annexed, or a form to the like effect. The Board shall also 
transmit to the Inspectors the quarterly accounts and estimates 
of expenditure, and all applications for the advance of moneys 
for the current Asylum maintenance, to he signed by at least two 
Governors, one of whom should be the chairman, and counter- 
signed by the Resident Medical Superintendent, who will certify 
as to their accuracy. 

V. — All contracts to be entered into on behalf of the Asylum 
relating to the maintenance, clothing, and lodging, or for any 
other purpose relating to the general management of the Patients, 
shall he made and entered into by the Governors, in the name 
of the Resident Medical Superintendent, and the Governors shall 
require sealed tenders to be made for such contracts in the manner 
usual in such cases. 

VI. — Notice of the nature and conditions of the contract to he 
entered into, of the last day and hour on which tenders will be 
received, and the day on which the tenders will be opened, shall 
be given in some newspaper circulating in the district, not less 
than ten days previous to the last day on which such tenders shall 
be received ; and no tender shall be opened by the Clerk or any 
Governor or other person before the day specified in such notice, 
or otherwise than at a meeting of said Governors. 

VII. — When any tender shall be accepted, the party making the 
tender shall, in pursuance of these Regulations, enter into a con- 
tract with the Governors, in the name of the Resident Medical 
Superintendent, containing the terms, conditions, and stipula- 
tions mutually agreed upon ; and whenever the Governors . shall 
deem it advisable, the party contracting shall in like manner 
find one or more surety or sureties, who shall enter into a bond 
in such penalty as the Governors shall think fit, conditioned for 
the due performance of the contract, or shall otherwise secure the 
same. 

VIII — All tenders shall he made and contracts entered into 
respectively according to the respective Forms B and C hereunto 
annexed, and all tenders for contracts, whether accepted or re- 
jected, signed as such by the Chairman of the Board at which they 
have been opened, together with a Schedule of the accepted 
tenders in the Form hereunto annexed, marked D, shall be duly 
forwarded to the office of the Inspectors for examination. All 
receipts for disbursements in regard to current expenditure, duly 
authenticated hy the Board, shall be regularly filed and kept in 
the office of the Asylum. 

. — No question relating to increased expenditure, to altera- 

tions in the staff or management of an Asylum, or to alterations in 
the salary of Officers, or to the sub-division of old or creation of 
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new offices, or to any other subject of importance, shall be taken 
into consideration, without a month’s previous notice; and no re- 
solution of the Board ■ affecting the discipline or management of 
an Asylum as established by the present Rules shall take effect 
if contrary to any of them, until after it shall have been sub- 
mitted, through the Inspectors, to the Chief or Under Secretary 
and shall have received the approval of the Lord Lieutenant. ’ 

X. — The general dietary shall be regulated by the Board sub- 
ject to the approval of the Inspectors and to such alterations as 
they may think fit from time to time to direct. The Medical 
Officers shall be at liberty to prescribe such extras as they may 
deem necessary. 

Admission, Treatment, and Discharge of Patients. 

XI. — Persons labouring under mental disease, for whom papers 
of application are filled up in the prescribed forms, to the satisfaction 
of the Board, and who shall be duly certified as insane by a registered 
physician or surgeon, who shall state the grounds on which he 
forms his opinion, shall be admissible into District Asylums, after 
having been examined by the Resident Medical Superintendent, 
or, in his absence, by the visiting physician or surgeon. 

XII. — In the case of every District Asylum of which the district 
shall consist of more than one county, county of a city, or town, 
the Board of General Control and Correspondence shall forthwith 
ascertain the proper number of patients that can be safely and 
conveniently accommodated in such Asylum, and also the quota 
of accommodation to which each county, county of a city, or town 
forming the district of such Asylum, is entitled, such accommoda- 
tion to be in proportion to the amount charged to such county, 
county of a city, or town, towards the erection or enlargement 
of such Asylum, and shall furnish a statement containing the 
particulars aforesaid to the Clerk of the Council; and it shall be 
lawful for the Lord Lieutenant in Council, from time to time, to 
alter or amend the said statement and quota, or to approve or dis- 
approve of the same, and the final approval of such statement and 
quota, or any alteration therein which may from time to time be 
made, shall be communicated by the Clerk of the Council to the 
Resident Medical Superintendent. 

XIII. — The Resident Medical Superintendent shall submit to 
the Board at each meeting a return in the form hereunto annexed, 
marked E ; and when considering the applications for admissions, 
the Board shall, except in cases of extreme urgenc} 7- , allocate the 
vacancies among the counties, counties of cities, or towns forming 
the district of the Asylum, so that each such county, county of a 
city, or town, shall receive its full quota of accommodation. 

XIV. — The Resident Medical Superintendent shall, from time to

XVI. No patient, other than a “dangerous lunatic,” shall be ad- 

mitted without the sanction of the Board, except by order of the 
Lord Lieutenant, or of the Inspectors of Lunatics or one of them, 
or in case of urgency, when any three Governors or the Resident 
Medical Superintendent, or in his absence, the Consulting and 
Visiting Physician of the Asylum, may admit upon their or his 
own authority, stating on the face of the order the ground thereof, 
provided always that when a patient has been admitted under this 
rule the Resident Medical Superintendent, or in his absence the 
Visitinn Physician, shall submit the case to the special considera- 
tion of the ' Board at its next meeting for the decision of the 
Governors thereon. 



XVII. — Patients, except where special reasons to the contrary 
may exist, are to be clad in the dress of the institution, and their 
own clothes are carefully to be laid by, to be returned to them on 
their discharge. 

XVIII.— The patients shall, on admission, be carefully bathed 
and cleansed, unless the Resident Medical Superintendent shall 
otherwise direct. They shall be treated with all the gentleness 
compatible with their condition; and restraint, when necessary, 
shall be as moderate, both in extent and duration, as is consistent 
with the safety and advantage of the patient. 



XIX Strict regularity shall he observed with respeet to the 

horn’s for rising in the morning and retiring for the night; that 
for rising being fixed at six o’clock from the 1st of April to the 
30th of September , called the Summer six months, and for retiring 
at an hour not earlier than half-past eight o’clock nor later than 
nine for the same period. During the Winter six months the 
patients shall rise at seven, and retire not earlier than seven nor 
later than eight o’clock. 

XX. — The like regularity must he observed with respect to 
meals; in no case shall the ordinary number of meals be less than 
three, and they shall he supplied during the Summer six months 
at the following hours, viz. : breakfast at eight o’clock ; dinner at 
one o’clock; and supper at six o’clock; — and during the Winter 
six months at the following hours, viz. : breakfast at nine o’clock ; 
dinner at two o’clock ; and supper at six o’clock ; but patients 
actively employed in or out of doors may have an additional allow- 
ance of food between the usual meals by direction of the Resident 
Medical Superintendent. 
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XXI. — On the admission of a patient the Resident Medial 
Superintendent, or, if he shall he absent on leave, the Consult- 
ing and Visiting Physician, shall make himself acquainted as far as' 
. possible with the history of the case, and note the same down in 
the General Registry; he shall also examine into the bodily condi- 
tion of the patient, who is to be placed in an appropriate division and 
carefully attended to both medically and personally. 

XXII — Patients may be visited from time to time by their 
friends, with the permission of the Resident Medical Superintendent 
and as a general rule between the hours of noon and 4 o’clock p *' 

XXIII. — No patient shall be discharged without an order from 
the Board, on a certificate signed by both Medical Officers, stating 
the then mental condition of the patient ; and no lunatic transferred 
to an Asylum from gaol, by warrant of the Lord Lieutenant as 
dangerous, or admitted to an Asylum, by warrant of Justices' as 
dangerous, shall be set free or handed over to his friends as ceasing 
to be dangerous, except on a joint certificate to that effect, from 
both Medical Officers; but in the interval between the meetings 
of the Board it shall be in the power of the Inspectors, or 
one of them, to order the discharge of any patient (not being a 
criminal lunatic placed in the Asylum under an order of the Lord 
Lieutenant) ; but no such order shall be made, except at the request 
of the Resident Medical Superintendent, and unless a personal ex- 
amination had been made by one of the Inspectors ; and in every 
case the order shall be in writing, stating the grounds on which it 
is made, and shall be deposited with the Resident Medical Super- 
intendent, to be kept by him among the records of the Asylum. 

XXIV. — On the discharge of patients who have no available 
means, the Board is authorized to allow the expense of their journey 
home. 

XXV. — Patients confined in the Central Asylum at D undrum 
and removable therefrom, under the 12th Section of 8 & 9 Vic., 
cap. 107, shall, if insane, at the expiration of their period of 
imprisonment, and if liable to he treated as pauper lunatics, be 
transmitted after due inquiry by the Inspectors to the District 
Asylum, to which, as pauper lunatics, they shall appear to have 
been admissible previous to their being taken into custody. In the 
absence of any such definite information, they shall be transferred 
to the District Asylum of the locality in which the offence with 
which they were charged was committed. Lunatics so transferred 
to District Asylums may be discharged therefrom by order of the 
Inspectors or Board of each Asylum, as if they had been originally 
admitted by it. 

XXVI — Patients who have not sufficient available means of 
their own for payment of their maintenance in a private Lunatic 
Asylum, but whose friends are willing to pay wholly or in part for 
their care and maintenance, may be admitted into District Lunatic 
Asylums, subject to the following regulations: — 
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„ uc h patient shall he admitted into any District Lunatic Appendix IX: 
Jlum, so long as there shall be unsatisfied and legitimate Eevis ^ oae 
Tims for the admission of lunatic poor who have no available o£ Privy 
™ of their own, and whose friends are unable or unwilling to Council Rules, 
“tribute towar ds their care and maintenance in the asylum. 

' The Resident Medical Superintendent shall submit the application 
fm- the admission of every such patient to the Board of Governors, 
which application shall be in Form H hereunto annexed, and 
shall state the amount stipulated to be paid by the friends of such 
Ditient t ow ards his support, and shall be accompanied by a certifi- 
cate signed by a magistrate and a clergyman, stating that they 
are personally acquainted with the circumstances of such patient 
and his friends, and that to the best of their knowledge and belief 
such patient is unable, and his friends are unable or unwilling to 
nay for his care and maintenance in a private lunatic asylum. 

1 If the Board of Governors shall approve of the admission of such 
patient upon the terms stipulated, the Resident Medical Superin- 
tendent shall forthwith submit the application to the Inspectors. of 
Lunatics; and no such patient shall be admitted into any District 
Asylum without the previous sanction of such.Inspectors, or one of 



JJyery agreement for payment shall be made with the Resident 
Medical Superintendent, and shall not exceed the average of the 
general cost, nor be less than one half of the average.cost, for the 
care and maintenance of patients in the District Lunatic Asylum to 
which such patient shall be admitted ; and the amount so stipulated 
shall be payable in advance by half-yearly instalments, provided 
always that in special cases the Board of Governors may autho- 
rize such an alteration in the charge as they think proper, not less 
in any case than one-fourth the average cost. 

Paying patients shall be subject to. the same rules and regula- 
tions as other patients in regard to their treatment, care, and main- 
tenance. 



XXVII.— On the death of a patient, immediate notice shall be 
given to one or more of his or her relatives or friends, to remove 
the body within thirty-six hours. If not so removed, it shall he 
interred in some proper and authorized place of burial, in the 
presence of the Chaplain of the religious persuasion, and with the 
usual rites of the Church to which the deceased belonged.. The 
Chaplain, on his next visit to the Asylum, shall enter in the 
“Chaplains’ Book” the date and place of interment, the fact of his 
having performed the funeral service thereat, and that the burial 
was becomingly conducted ; and also the former residence, if 
known, of the -deceased. 

If the deceased patient was of a creed or religious persuasion 
not having a Chaplain attached to the Asylum, the Resident 
Medical Superintendent shall procure the services of a Clergyman 
of the creed of the deceased, if it can be conveniently effected;

and on giving a certificate thereof, shall be remunerated by the 
hoard of Governors at their next meeting.

XXVIII. — The Resident Medical Superintendent shall be d 1

XXIX. — The annual sums and allowances to he paid and mad 
to the several Resident Medical Superintendents, whose salaries and 
allowances have not been equivalently fixed by order of the Lord 
Lieutenant in Council, and to all persons hereafter to be appointed 
as such Resident Medical Superintendents, shall be as follows-— 

When the accommodation for patients in the Institution shall b e 
under 250, the salary of the Resident Medical Superintendent shall 
be at the rate of £340 per annum. 

When the accommodation for patients shall be 250 and under 
350, such salary shall be at the rate of £400 per annum. 

When the accommodation for patients shall be 350 and under 
500, such salary shall be at the rate of £450 per annum. 

When the accommodation for patients shall be 500 and under 
600, such salary shall be at the rate of £500 per annum. 

When the accommodation for patients shall be 600 and under 
800, such salary shall be at the rate of £550 per annum. 

It shall, however, be lawful for the Lord Lieutenant in Council 
to increase tile salary of any Resident Medical Superintendent 
who may have served eight years in any Asylum to the satisfac- 
tion of the Board of Governors, upon the recommendation of such 
Board and of the Inspectors ; such increase not exceeding in any 
case £100 per annum. 

And. the allowances to be made to all such Resident Medical 
Superintendents shall be apartments, fuel, light, washing, vege- 
tables, bread, and milk. 

Resident Medical Superintendents appointed after the date of 
this Order shall not be allowed any furniture for the apartments 
occupied by them, save and except the following fixtures:— 

Chimneypieces. 

Grates. 

Presses. 

Lived Shelves. 

Locks. 

Bells. 

Gas Fittings and Gasaliers. 

Blinds. 



Carpets or matting may, with the sanction of the Board oi 
Governors or of the Inspectors, be allowed in corridors or on stairs 
in the Resident Medical Superintendent’s apartments, if such cor- 
ridors or stairs are used by the officers, patients, or attendants. 

XXX. — The Resident Medical Superintendent shall superin- 
tend and regulate the whole establishment, and is to be intrusted 
with the moral and general medical treatment of its inmates, for 
whose well-being and safe custody he shall be responsible ; and be 
shall at all times devote his best exertions to the efficient manage- 
ment of the institution. 
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XXXI. — He shall, before one o’clock, p.m., and also occasion- appendix H. 
ally at other times, inspect the' whole establishment, daily — dor- _ — 

mitories, — dining-rooms, — kitchen, — laundry, — stores, and other 00(16 

places. ’He shall go through all the divisions, and see that they ComdrMcs. 
are orderly, clean, well ventilated, and of a proper temperature. 

He shall carefully examine each patient who may seem to require 
liis advice, or to whom his attention may be directed. When 
mine round the female divisions he shall be accompanied by the 
Matron or Head Nurse of the division, who shall direct his attention 
to’any matter worthy of notice. 

XXXII. — He shall take care that all the Officers, servants, and 
attendants of the institution acquit themselves of their respective 
duties, and in any case of their neglect, he shall report accordingly 
to the Board at its next meeting. In cases, however, of drunken- 
ness, insubordination, or cruelty, he may suspend any attendant 
or servant, reporting to the Inspectors within three days the name 
of the party and the cause of suspension, and at its subsequent 
meeting to th«* Board for its decision ; and until such decision 
the offender shall be removed from the Asylum. 

XXXIII. — He shall also visit the male divisions after the patients 
have retired to rest, and satisfy himself that they are safely and 
comfortably located for the night. 

XXXIV. — In complicated or difficult cases of mental disease, or 
any case requiring particular treatment, he shall freely communicate 
with the Consulting and Visiting Physician, and concert with him 
the most judicious mode of treatment which should be adopted. 

XXXV. — He shall never be absent from the Asylum at the same 
time with the Matron, nor ever for the night without special leave 
from a Board of Governors or the Inspectors, and upon every such 
absence he shall enter in the book the date and period; and inform 
the Consulting and Visiting Physician, who for the time shall 
exercise a general supervision over the establishment : and in case 
of protracted absence of the Resident Medical Superintendent of 
any Asylum in which there is no Assistant Medical Officer, a duly 
qualified substitute shall be provided, who shall reside in the 
Asylum during such absence. 

XXXVI. — He shall be careful that the following books are kept 
with regularity, and that they are at all times ready for inspec- 
tion, viz. ; — 

1. The General Registry. 

2. The Registry of Discharges and Deaths. 

3. The Medical Journal. 

4. The Morning Statement Book, which shall contain a return 

of the number of patients divided according to their sex and 
changeability, — the names of those admitted and discharged, 
specifying their mental condition, — the names of those who 
have died, — the number employed, — the names of those who 
may be under restraint, or seclusion, and the causes 
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thereof, — the number under medical treatment,-— the ho 
and duration of visits of the respective officers, to { 
recorded by themselves. This daily return to be counted 
signed by the Resident Medical Superintendent. 

5. The Want Book, in which, previous to each monthly meeting 

all articles required for the use -of the Asylum shall £ 
entered for the approval and signature of the Chairman 

6. The Minute Book, containing a full and faithful record of the 

proceedings of the Board. 

7. The Letter or Correspondence Book, in which shall be en- 

tered the dates of all letters received, and copies of all letters 
written on business of the institution. 

8. The Application Book, in which shall be entered the parti- 

culars of the several applications for admission. 

9. The Memorandum Book for such observations and reports as 

any of the Governors or Officers may think necessary to 
insert in it. 

XXXVII. — He is to take care that the Minutes df each meeting 
are fully and accurately transcribed; that all communications directed 
by the Board are written, and despatched in due course; that any 
returns or information required by the Inspectors be furnished to 
them without delay ; that all accounts of the institution are kept in 
accordance with the regulations of the Inspectors ; and that the 
bills and vouchers are regularly prepared and submitted to the 
Governors at their meetings. 

XXXVIII. —He shall be responsible for the disbursement of 
such money as may be placed in his hands by the Board. 

XXXIX. — He shall exercise a general supervision over the 
various articles contracted for as to quantity and quality ; and if of 
inferior quality or deficient in quantity, he is authorized, should 
he feel fully justified in so doing, to procure an equivalent supply 
elsewhere at the contractor’s expense. 

XL. — He shall report at each meeting on the general con- 
dition of the establishment, and direct the attention of the Board 
to any matter that may tend to the well-being of the patients, and 
the efficient management of the institution. 

XLI. — He shall prepare annually, not later than the February 
meeting of the Governors, a general report to the Board on the 
condition and expenditure of the Asylum during the preceding year, 
which shall be published as the Board may direct. 

Consulting and Visiting Physician. 

XLII. — The Consulting and Visiting Physician shall attend 
at the Asylum three days in the week, and on every day in those 
Asylums where the number of patients shall exceed 200 ; the regular’ 
hour of attendance being in the interval of from ten to one o clock, 
unless otherwise arranged, by mutual consent, between the Medi- 
cal Officers. On his arrival he is to communicate with the Resident 
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Medical Superintendent, in company with whom he shall visit all Appendix H. 
patients labouring under bodily disease and. any who are in Rey . s — o(Ie 
seclusion, or under restraint. He shall also see such patients as 0 f Privy 
may have been admitted since his preceding day of attendance, and Council Rules, 
any others whom he may desire to visit. 

XUXI. He shall attend at all times when called on by the 

Resident Medical Superintendent, and afford such advice and 
assistance as may be required of him, whether to patients', officers, 
or servants, and he shall afford such advice daily in cases of 
acute illness, and accidents of a dangerous nature. He shall, 
once at least, in each fortnight, examine with the Resident 
Medical Superintendent, into the mental condition of every patient 
in the Asylum, who is under special medical treatment. 

XLI.V. — He is on everyday of attendance to enter in the Morning 
Statement Book the hour and duration of his visit. 

XLV. When requiring leave of absence, he shall make applica- 

tion to the Board, or Inspectors, in order that, if it be deemed 
necessary, a duly qualified substitute may be provided in his place. 

XLVI. — In conjunction with the Resident Medical Superinten- 
dent he is to examine into the mental condition of every patient 
before being' discharged, and consult with him thereon, before sign- 
ing the necessary medical certificate. Should the Inspectors deem 
it advisable the Consulting and Visiting Physician shall attend daily 
at any Asylum, irrespective of the number of patients in it, and 
afford them any in formation they may require. 

XLVI1. — In every Asylum a Case Book shall be kept in the 
office, in which the history of important cases shall be entered, 
with such observations as the Medical Officer in immediate charge 
of them may consider useful and interesting. 

XLVIII. — When a Surgeon is specially attached as such to a 
District Asylum, he is to attend on accidents of a serious character, 
perform operations when necessary, and take charge of cases purely 
surgical. The patients under his immediate care should, if pos- 
sible, be treated in the infirmary, and his visits are to be regulated 
as those of the Consulting and Visiting Physician. 

Assistant to the Resident Medical Superintendent. 

XLIX. — The assistant to the Resident Medical. Superintendent 
shall be duly qualified as a Physician and Surgeon, and hold a 
diploma in midwifery. 

L. — He shall assist the Resident Medical Superintendent in the 
performance of. all the duties of that officer, and he shall perform 
all other duties that may be, required of him subject to the approval 
of the Inspectors, and shall never be absent from the Institution at 
the same time as the Resident Medical Superintendent. 

Id. — He shall discharge the duties hereinafter assigned to the 
Apothecary when no such officer is employed. 
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Appendix H. RESIDENT PUPIL. 

Revised Code LII. — The Governors of any Asylum may appoint a Resident 

Counci7 Rules ma nner and under the conditions following, viz. The 

' Board having resolved to make such appointment, the Resident 
Medical Superintendent shall submit to the Board the names of 
three young men whom he would recommend respectively as 
eligible for the office. 

At the next meeting of the Board the Governors shall elect and 
appoint one of the persons so recommended, and fix his salary 
which shall not be less than £50 or more than £60 per annum’ 
with apartments and rations. 

The appointment shall be for one year only, but may be 
renewed by the Board of Governors for a second year, hut not for 
any longer period. The person appointed must not be more than 
thirty years of age at the time of his appointment, and must be a 
duly qualified Physician and Surgeon. 

He shall reside constantly in the Asylum, and shall never be 
absent at the same time as the Resident Medical Superintendent. 
He shall assist the Resident Medical Superintendent generally in 
the treatment and care of the patients, performing such duties in 
relation thereto as shall be assigned to him by that officer, subject, 
in the event of any question arising as to the propriety of such 
assignment of duties, to the decision of the Go vernors in respect 
thereof. 

Where there is no “Assistant to the Resident Medical Super- 
intendent,” and no Apothecary, the Resident Pupil shall discharge 
the duties assigned to the Apothecary. 

Secretary. 

Lin.. — When a Secretary to the Board. of Governors is employed 
in any Asylum with the sanction of the Lord Lieutenant, he 
shall, under the Resident Medical Superintendent, be immediately 
responsible for the fulfilment of the Rules XXXVI. and XXXVII. 
He shall also perform such duties of a non-medical character as the 
Governors, conjointly with the Inspectors, may lay down, in 
assisting the Resident Medical Superintendent. 

Chaplains. 

LIV. — When no regular chapels are attached to an Asylum, 
the Board shall direct a suitable place to be temporarily allocated 
to religious worship. 

The Chaplains are to attend on Sundays and holidays to officiate 
according to their respective creeds. They are to visit the institu- 
tion once in the week, at least, to administer religious instruction 
to. those who, in the opinion oftbe Resident Medical Superintendent, 
may be susceptible of its influence. They are sedulously to avoid 
all subjects of controversy . In case of illness they shall attend when 
called on. Each Chaplain is to keep a book at the Asylum, giving 
the result of his religious ministrations, to be submitted to the Board 
at its meetings, and to be retained in the office. 
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The Matron. 

LV She shall reside in the Asylum, and shall exercise 

immediate superintendence over the female department, but in 
position and authority subordinate to the Resident Medical Super- 
intendent, to whom she is to report daily its condition, and any 
irregularity or misconduct that may occur within it. 

LYJ She shall take care that cleanliness, both in person and 

dress is strictly attended to, and shall have particular regard to 
the rooms in which sick, refractory, or idiotic patients are confined. 

pVII She shall employ the female patients as advantageously 

as possible to themselves and to the establishment, and in every 
way endeavour to promote their comfort and well-being. 

LYIII. — She shall examine the different apartments in the female 
divisions every day before eleven o’clock, a.m. ; and shall walk 
through the corridors after the patients have retired to bed, and 
see that every patient is safely and comfortably located for the 
nmht, and that the nurses are in their proper divisions. 

US. She, or the Head Nurse of each division, shall accom- 

pany the Resident Medical Superintendent and the Consulting 
and Visiting Physician when visiting the female divisions of the 
Asylum, and receive from either of them any instructions he may 
deem advisable as to the treatment of the patients. 

LX.— She shall look after the inner clothing, bedding, linen, 
and all other articles in wear or used by the patients, see that 
they are kept in good repair, and shall take care that, without 
waste, there is a regular supply of sheeting, stockings, shirts, and 
all other articles of clothing or in use. When she notices a defi- 
ciency she shall apply, by a written requisition, to the Resident 
Medical Superintendent for such articles as may be required, and 
for which she shall be accountable on their receipt from the Store- 
keeper, to whom she shall return all condemned or worn-out 
articles, to be disposed of by order of the Board. 

LXL— She shall pay strict attention to the state, of the laun- 
dry, and to the order and regularity in which it is conducted, 
and exercise a general superintendence over the culinary depart- 
ment, the cleanliness of the dairies, pantries, and all other places 
under her charge. 

LX1I— At meal hours she shall inspect the female refectories, 
and promote habits of regularity , decorum, and cleanliness among 
the patients, and clue attention on the part of the nurses. 

LXI11.— The Matron is to consider herself an officer of great 
trust, and must sedulously watch over the good conduct and becom- 
ing demeanour of the female servants and attendants. She shall 
not absent herself from the Asylum at the same time as the Resident 
Medical Superintendent; nor at any time by night without the 
special permission of the Board or the Inspectors. 

S 
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The Apothecary. 

LXIV. — If resident, shall devote his time to the service of the 
Asylum, and assist the ' Medical 'Officers in accordance with the 
directions given him from time to time by the Inspectors. If non- 
resident, he' shall attend daily at the Asylum before two o’clock, 
or whenever required by the Resident Medical Superintendent. 
He is to compound all prescriptions, entering them in the general 
prescription books in full, and inscribe the necessary directions on 
each parcel legibly. He shall take care that all medicines not used 
or which shall be counter-ordered shall be returned to him. He is to 
assist in the infirmary, or in any other part of the- institution where 
his services are needed, but shall not prescribe for patients, except 
on urgent occasions, and in the absence of the Resident or Visiting 
Physician. 

LXV He is to take stock twice in the year, and make requisi- 

tions to the Board through the Resident Medical Superintendent, 
Surgical instruments and those employed for restraint are to be 
kept in the Apothecary’s shop, to ■ which no person unauthorized by 
either of the Medical Officers shall on any pretence whatever have 
access in his absence. 

Clerk and Storekeeper. 

LXVI. — He shall attend daily in the office, under the directions 
of the Resident Medical Superintendent, and take charge ot the 
various books in it. After each meeting he shall make an accurate 
transcript of its proceedings, to be signed by the Chairman of the 
next Board. He shall copy letters written on official business, and 
file those received. He shall keep all accounts,, examine receipts 
and vouchers, see that the bills are in accordance with the contract 
prices, and have them in order and readiness, to be submitted at 
the usual meetings. 

LXVII. — He shall have charge of the stores of the institution, 
and receive the same and be accountable for the quantity and quality, 
so as to show the issues of every sort, ordinary as well as extras, 
and check the issues and consumption with each other. 

LXV1II. — He shall keep an account of the clothing, bothmalo 

and female, exhibiting in a clear manner the quantities from time, to 

time received, the articles delivered out, together with the divi- 
sions in which such articles have been supplied, and is on no account 
to issue any articles from store in lieu of any other article of the 
same kind, without a written order (to be filed) from the Resident 
Medical Superintendent or Matron. 

LXIX. — He shall keep an account of the receipts and issues of 
coals, candles, soap, and all other articles, also an inventory of the 
furniture, beds, bedding, house linen, and all other articles. 

LXX. — He shall sign the pass-books kept by the various con- 
tractors for milk, bread, meat, and other articles on the delivery of 
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each article, and is also to keep a pass-book to be signed by the 
contractors, in which the quantity delivered shall be entered. 

LXXL — He shall attend for the issue of stores ; and in the daily 
delivery of food to the cook, he shall take particular care that the 
quantity is proportionate to the demand in the different divisions as 
specified in the Dietary Book, and that ample time is allowed for 
the cooking and preparation of the various meals. 

LXXII. — He shall, as far as possible, see that no misapplication of 
food or other articles occurs after having been issued from the stores, 
and is from time to time to observe the male patients at their meals, 
and judge whether they have received their regular allowances. 
Twice in every year, viz., in March and October, and oftener if 
required, he shall take stock under the direction of the Board, and 
make out an accurate return in detail, of the aggregate receipts and 
issues during the preceding six months, or any other required period. 

In case, on application from the Board of Governors, the duties 
of Clerk and Storekeeper be divided by sanction of the Lord 
Lieutenant between two officers, their respective duties shall be 
regulated by bye-rules made by the Board of Governors, and 
subject to the approval of the Inspectors, but in accordance with 
the above General Rules. 

Schoolmasters and Schoolmistresses. 

LXXIII. — A system of education is hereby authorized in those 
Asylums where the Governors are disposed to adopt it, but subject 
to the following regulations : — 

LXXIV. — The Resident Medical Superintendent alone shall 
select such patients as may be deemed likely to benefit by tuition, 
and shall regulate the hours at which such tuition may be given. 

LXXY. — The Elementary Books to be used shall be those of 
the National Board of Education. 

LXXYI. — No Religious Instruction shall be given in the 
Schools. 

LXXVII. — The Board of Governors may employ a Male 
Teacher and a Female Teacher in each Asylum. 

Attendants and Servants. 

LXXVIII — Attendants and servants, both male and female, in 
their various departments, shall be directly responsible to the 
Resident Medical Superintendent, and shall observe habits of 
cleanliness, order, and subordination, as well as the most unvary- 
ing kindness towards the lunatics placed under their charge, or 
with whom they may come in contact. 

LXXIX. — -The attendants shall never absent themselves from 
their divisions so as to leave the patients unguarded, nor shall they 
attempt mechanical restraint, seclusion, or the use of the shower 

s 2 
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or plunge bath, without express directions from either of the Medical 
Officers. The presence of an attendant or servant, in the case of 
baths being given, shall be imperative. 

LXXX — In the morning they are to see that the patients are 
properly washed and dressed, and at night that due regard be paid 
to their comfort. ° , 

LXXX1. — They are to be present when the patients are at meals 
They shall pay particular attention to the clothing and becoming 
appearance of the patients ; and shall contribute all in their power 
both in and out of doors, to their amusement and occupation. ’ 

LXXXII — They shall be answerable for the safe keepino- of the 
lunatics under their care, and in the event of escape, attributable 
to any negligence on their part, shall be .liable to a fine, or to 
dismissal. 

LXXXIII. — At the male side they shall report daily to the Resi- 
dent Medical Superintendent the conditions of their respective 
wards and corridors; at the female, to the Matron; and shall keep 
a diary in reference to the patients. 

LXXXIV. — They shall, in their communications with the Medical 
Officers and Matron, state all the circumstances relating to each 
patient within their knowledge, and study, as much as possible, 
the character and peculiarities of the different lunatics under their 
charge. 

LXXXV. — They are to be responsible for the cleanliness and 
care of bedding, linen, and other articles, in their respective divi- 
sions, and when repairs are wanted shall report the same, at the 
male side, to the Resident Medical Superintendent, at the female, 
to the Matron. 

LXXXVI. — They are to deliver out the soiled linen of their 
divisions to the Laundress on the appointed days, with a docket 
specifying the description and number of articles, and are to com- 
pare the docket with the clean linen when returned, and are to 
report any neglect on the part of the Laundress. 

LXXXVTI. — They are to keep their own presses and private 
rooms in a state of regularity and cleanliness. 

LXXXVIII — No attendant or servant is to be permitted egress 
from the institution, without the sanction of the Resident Medical 
Superintendent, or in his absence, if a female, of the Matron, if a male, 
of the .Clerk and Storekeeper, with the sanction of the Consulting 
and Visiting Physician, by a written pass ; and on no account are 
the children of any domestic to reside in the Asylum; 

LXXXIX.— Attendants or servants are on no account to receive 
any perquisites, either in money or value, from patients, or from 
the friends of patients admitted to the Asylum; any infraction of 
this Rule should be punished by immediate dismissal 
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X0 g Tliey are to avoid any harsh or intemperate language Appendix h. 

to patients, and must, by steadiness, kindness, and gentleness, . — 
endeavour to contribute to that system of moral government upon ^ e J^ Code 
which the value of the Asylum depends. Council Rules. 

XOI. The night attendants shall commence their duties at 

nine o’clock, p.m., in winter, and at ten in summer, and continue 
until they give up charge to the day attendants in the morning. 

They shall, at all hours throughout the night, observe the strictest 
vigilance, visiting frequently the various departments of the house 
as°may be directed by the Resident Medical Superintendent. 

The Cook. 

XCII. — The Cook shall take care that in the morning before a 
quarter after seven o’clock, the kitchen he in regular order, the fires 
lighted, and everything prepared for her business : she shall receive 
from the Storekeeper the different articles to he prepared as food 
for the patients and attendants, and be particular as to the quantity 
required ; it shall be her duty to see that the meals are properly 
dressed, and ready at the particular periods specified for delivery. 

XCIII. — She shall keep all the utensils used by her with the 
greatest cleanliness, and never omit, before retiring to rest, 
to have the boilers well scoured, and the kitchen and scullery 
thoroughly ventilated and purified. 

XCIV.— She shall not allow loiterers, whether patients or 
attendants, to remain in the kitchen. 

The Laundress. 

XCV.— - The Laundress shall take charge of the patients em- 
ployed to assist her, and, when their business is over, shall see that 
they return to the safe keeping of the attendants in their re- 
spective divisions. 

XCVI. — She shall keep a book, to be called the “Laundry Book,” 
in which are to be entered, under separate heads, the various articles, 
soap, blue, starch, and other articles received by her from the 
Storekeeper ; and also a book containing an exact list of the soiled 
clothes to be washed and returned by her weekly to the different 
divisions; any requisition or cause of complaint, in her department, 
is to be conveyed by her to the Matron, 

The Porter. 

XCVI1, — The Porter shall have charge of the hall and adjoin- 
ing public apartments, and have them, and also the entrance and 
grounds immediately in its front, kept with neatness and order. 

xcym.—ln the morning, during the summer months, he shall, 
at half-past five o’clock, ring the hell to call up the attendants and 
servants ; during the winter, at a quarter before seven. 
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XCIX.— At night he shall see that all the doors are locked and 
the different yards duly protected, in summer, at nine o’clock, p.m. • 
and in winter, at eight, p.m. He shall then deposit all the keys 
intrusted to him with the Resident Medical Superintendent. 

C. — When called on he shall assist in taking charge of the 
male lunatics, under the directions of the Resident Medical Super- 
intendent, and render himself generally useful. 

Land Steward and Gardener. 

Cl. — He shall attend at the hours named by the Resident 
Medical Superintendent to receive the different classes for their 
respective labours. 

CII He shall take charge of all the implements used on 

the farm, and be accountable for them. He shall superintend the 
lunatics when employed on the grounds, and assist the attendants 
generally in the care of them. 

CIII. — He shall make no purchase whatever of seeds, shrubs, or 
any other article, neither shall he employ hired labourers without 
directions to do so from the Board. 

CIV He shall Keep a book containing an account, from 

month to month, of the expenditure on the farm and garden, and 
of the produce thereof ; he shall enter in it the number of patients 
employed, as well as the amount of vegetables delivered by him daily 
for the use of the Asylum. 

CV. — He shall be responsible for the neatness, order, and cul- 
tivation of the grounds, and the good condition of the farm. 

CVI. — He is to obey all orders he may receive from the 
Resident Medical Superintendent, in regard to the patients under 
his charge, and in no case absent himself from his duties without 
leave. 

Gate Keeper. 

CVII. — He shall take care that the gate-house and ground ad- 
joining it, are at all times kept in a state of neatness and order. 

CVIII. — He shall not admit any stranger without entering the 
name and' the object of the visit, neither is he to permit any atten-
